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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR JOHN B. HYNES 
TO 'THE HONORABLE THE CITY COUNCIL 
JANUARY 7, 1957 


On this day, the beginning of the municipal year 
1957, nothing would please me better than to announce 
the solution of our long-standing problems. But I can- 
not, for, in one garb or another, they are still with us. 
They will remain with us, in greater or less degree, until 
such time as generous financial assistance is forthcoming. 

We need that assistance now, this very year. Our 
need is immediate and imperative. Without it, the 
bright horizons we see in the distance may recede or 
entirely disappear. Without it, sooner or later, Boston 
will be in a financial strait jacket from which it cannot 
extricate itself. 

Rising costs of government, over which city officials 
have little or no control, must, of necessity, lead to a 
higher tax rate that that which is now in force. Cer- 
tainly, it must be plainly, even painfully, apparent that 
any system of taxation which makes it obligatory to 
assess 70 per cent of the cost of municipal government 
on the owners of real property is neither fair nor just. 
Such a system discourages ownership of real estate; 
it decreases employment opportunities; it necessitates 
high rentals; it is a barrier to growth and progress. 

In this period of general prosperity in which we are 
living, there is little indication that the costs of operation 
of private or public corporations will diminish. On the 
contrary, there is every indication that the inflationary 
process with its greater costs will continue to be an in- 
separable part of the upward economic spiral. 
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This process affects municipal corporations in the 
same ratio that it affects private corporations. In the 
case of cities and towns in this Commonwealth, our 
chief means of meeting increasing costs, under present 
laws, is inflexible. It is still the outworn, outmoded 
method of plastering—if I may use that term—more and 
more of a burden on the already overburdened property 
owner. 

There is no better instrument I can think of, no 
better weapon with which to destroy our hopes, our 
dreams, our visions of a better City of Boston, and a 
better Commonwealth, than constantly rising local tax 
rates. Local governments, and Boston especially, must 
not be left to struggle without hope. We need a helping 
hand. We need it now. 

Despite a deep concern over our basic financial 
structure, at no time since the great conflagration of 
1872 has Boston been more ripe for business and com- 
mercial development. At no ‘time within my memory 
has there been a greater desire, a greater willingness on 
the part of the leaders in our community, to give impetus 
to the movement to rebuild and revivify the City of 
Boston. On every side we find willing hands, anxious 
to help. From many quarters we observe a sincere de- 
termination to get to the bottom of Boston’s troubles, 
so that our city may not be left behind in the march of 
progress. 

All of the willing hands, all of the determination, 
all of the growing spirit to achieve a better city can be 
of no avail, however, if our narrow income base makes 
inevitable a higher and still higher tax rate. Recon- 
struction, expansion, new building are not likely to take 
place in a city which has a penalizing tax rate. They 
can and will take place, without any doubt, if our income 
base 1s broadened. 

At the moment there are some individuals and 
groups who have enough confidence in Boston’s future 
prospects to plan and go forward with developments in- 
volving the expenditure of many millions of dollars. If 
we were in a position to proclaim to the world that our 
tax base was to be broadened, and our tax rate per- 
ceptibly reduced, I venture the prediction that a rebuild- 
ing program would begin in Boston which, when com- 
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pleted, would put our city in a commanding position as 
a community in which to live and to do business. 

Within our means, and fo the best of our abilities, 
we have sought to give stimulus and encouragement to 
this new spirit of faith in the future of our city. We 
have instituted economies wherever possible. We have 
increased administrative efficiency. We have plugged 
many leaks. We have planned a program of off-street 
parking facilities to meet current demands and to pre- 
serve property values. We are in the process of equal- 
izing our taxable valuation base. We are awake to the 
desirability of clearing the way, as best we can, for those 
who are interested in large or small developments within 
our city. We have accepted, and will continue to accept, 
ideas and suggestions, from whatever source, which will 
improve our city or its government. In all these en- 
deavors, and more, your Honorable Body has cooperated 
to the fullest. We realize, however, that our powers as 
city officials are constricted. We realize, I am sure, that 
only by the adoption of the most drastic measures of 
economy, which, undoubtedly, would have a debilitating 
effect upon our city, could we offset rising costs. We 
know that Boston is a creature of the state. In its 
sovereign right, the Commonwealth is both the guardian 
and the dictator of our destiny. To the state, therefore, 
and to its legislative body, we must look for the help 
which must be given if Boston is to be the healthy nerve- 
center of this Commonwealth. We recognize that the 
state government itself is sorely in need of additional 
income. Let us trust that when this need is translated 
into effective legislation, the equally pressing needs of 
our cities and towns, and especially the needs of the 
capital city of the Commonwealth, will be met. 

No city or town in our state has the inherent right 
to institute a tax, nor the right to defy statutory laws 
which may be unfair, unjust, or inequitable. When laws 
are enacted which take from jocal government part of its 
substance, or which require local government to broaden 
its activities, our only recourse is to suffer our losses, 
pay the additional cost, or seek legislative changes. 

This year, our city government, together with civic 
agencies, is seeking those legislative changes which we 
believe, in all fairness, should be made. Bills have been 
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filed to revise old, archaic formulas governing the assess- 
ment of M.D.C. charges and governing the distribution 
of state income; and to relieve Boston and other cities 
and towns from the burden of granting certain tax 
exemptions. 

Though these bills are each of them individually 
important, our chief interest, however, will be in the 
enactment of legislation which will provide Boston with 
a substantial new source of income. In my judgment, 
the only new source of income which can be raised 
without long and fearful delay is a state-wide sales tax. 

I have been reluctant to advocate a sales tax, or, 
for that matter, any new tax. There comes a time, how- 
ever, when there can be no compromise with reality. 
There comes a time when various other expedients must 
be thrust aside in favor of the one source of income which 
thirty-two states in our country have adopted as an 
auxiliary means of meeting increasing governmental 
costs. 

A more equitable assessment of M.T.A. and M.D.C. 
charges upon the city, a more equitable distribution of 
state income to the city, and an equitable share of the 
proceeds of a state-wide sales tax would enable the City 
of Boston to reduce its tax rate to what may be termed 
anormal figure, and put our city in a position to stabilize 
its financial situation and go forward with confidence 
in a new-found strength. 

From the moment our city can break the chains 
which now bind us—from the moment our city is able 
to spread the costs of government over a wider tax base 
and thus relieve real estate of its present intolerable 
burden—from that very moment Boston will begin a 
physical revival unparalleled in the history of our city. 
For that reason, and for all that it means to our city 
and our people, I implore the members of your Honorable 
Body, and all other citizens in our city, to give the 
support which may be necessary for the enactment of 
helpful measures to be considered by the new Legisla- 
ture. Like the patient who has had a long and strength- 
sapping illness, Boston needs a transfusion. If we do 
not get it, and get it soon, the great hopes we have for 
a new city may very well be dimmed, or entirely dis- 
appear. 
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There is hardly a large city in our country—or 
smaller city, either—which has not felt the effects of 
change in living habits of modern-day Americans, and 
the changing business pattern of modern-day America. 

The movement to suburbia on the part of the people 
and business continues. It is accentuated and accelerated 
by the common use of the automobile, and the opening 
of more and more broad highways which outrun the old 
concepts of time and distance. Despite the changing 
patterns of the social and business world in which we 
live, the large city, the metropolitan center, is not 
doomed to extinction. It will live because it is an es- 
sential part, if not the very core, of modern civilization 
as it is lived in our nation in this twentieth century. 

For a big city to live is one thing. For it to be 
healthy and progressive, meeting the challenge of change, 
is another thing. Many of the larger cities of our 
country are, and have been for some time, acutely aware 
of the profound changes taking place, and have swung 
into action on a large scale. So must we. 

Boston is the heart of a vast metropolitan com- 
munity. It will continue to be the nerve and business 
center of that community, provided our city is prepared 
to meet modern-day demands. 

We are, fortunately, beginning to move in that 
direction, and we must contmue to move without delay 
or procrastination. Before very long the Central Artery 
through our city will be completed; new radiai highways 
will be opened; and the East-West Turnpike will, very 
likely, terminate within our boundaries. Before very 
long the traffic congestion which has plagued Boston 
for generations will be a thing of the past. We must 
not be dilatory as we prepare for that day. 

Within our hands, and with the financial cooperation 
of the federal government, we have the tools to remake 
our city. The more wisely and more effectively we use 
our tools, the quicker and more confidently will private 
enterprise use its tools. 

Through the medium of urban renewal we have the 
ready opportunity to tear away and rebuild. Areas in 
our city which are decadent, and which have lost their 
resiliency, must be cleared and developed for modern 
usage. In the clearing of these areas some disruption will 
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take place. Old ties must be broken. Old associations 
must cease. Nevertheless, unless the tree is pruned it 
will soon bear no fruit. It will be but a barren reminder 
of unconcern, neglect, and blind failure to avail our- 
selves of the saving measures at hand. 

Our urban renewal program is off the ground. We 
must proceed with full speed ahead with our contem- 
plated projects so that we, the responsible city officials, 
may make every contribution within our power, and 
as speedily as possible, toward the rebirth of our city. 

Hand in hand with urban renewal is the necessity 
for the demolition or restoration of abandoned, unsafe, 
or unsightly structures in our city, which, if allowed to 
remain in their present state, not only are potential! 
hazards to public safety, but are also breeding spots 
for the germs of decadence and blight, crime and 
disease. Through the cooperation and understanding of 
the City Council, we have instituted a program of demo- 
lition and renovation which will shortly begin to show 
excellent results. | 

Through the medium of urban renewal, and through 
the discreet use of our powers to demolish, Boston can 
present a new look within a few years, and at the same 
time, retain its distinctive atmosphere and character. 

Improvement begets improvement. The Prudentia! 
Insurance Company development at the site of the B & A 
Yards is in its first stages of planning. Undoubtedly, 
this development, with a municipal auditorium anc 
convention hall as part of it, will lead to general im- 
provement in that section of our city. 

If we can convince the federal government to buila 
its new office building in that area from Scollay square 
to Adams square, and also convince the state government 
to build its new office building in the same location, 
these two new buildings, plus a new and modern City 
Hall, will give to Boston a governmental center of great 
attractiveness. Such a center, with a new street pattern, 
and with new imposing structures replacing the aging 
buildings now reposing on valuable land, will provide 
an incentive for the improvement of all properties within 
its orbit. 

In conclusion, let me state that I believe Boston is 
going through its most trying period. Though our 
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immediate problems be severe, yet we dare to be opti- 
mistic. We dare to be optimistic because we know that, 
straining at the leash, are forces which can change the 
entire complexion of our city. Once adequate help is 
provided our city, these forces will be unloosed. We shall 
then be on the way to a resurgence which will dwarf any- 
thing of its kind ever before experienced in our municipal 
history. 

You and JI, as city officials, are aware of our re- 
sponsibilities. We are aware of the dire necessity of 
so conducting our affairs that we shall give aid and com- 
fort to those who realize that Boston’s future can be 
brighter, by far, than its past. 

Your Honorable Body, in its deliberations, has been 
alert, understanding, and progressively-minded. Indi- 
vidually and collectively, you have been worthy repre- 
sentatives of our citizens. I hope that this spirit which 
has pervaded your Body will continue, for it is in that 
spirit we can combine our efforts to provide the founda- 
tion upon which a better city may be planned and built. 

May God give us the wisdom to do what is best 
for our city and its people during the municipal year 
which begins today.

DEAR SIR: 

We are pleased to submit herewith the Third Annual 
Report of the Administrative Services Department for 
the year commencing January 1, 1956, and ended 
December 31, 1956, concerning the activities of all 
divisions and units involved, together with comments 
and observations made with reference to various studies 
and policies initiated by the Board in connection with 
the operation and management of various other city 
departments. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES BoarpD 
Through the enactment of Chapter 3, Sections 1 to 
8 inclusive, of the Ordinances of 1956, two additional 
members were added to the Administrative Services 
Board, namely, John G. Pickett, Supervisor of Budgets, 
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a newly created position within the Administrative 
Services Department, and John J. Chapman, the 
Assessor of Taxes. 

Under date of March 1, Mr. Charles J. Fox retired 
from the city service and a new Director and Chairman 
of the Board was appointed by you on April 16, namely, 
John A. Breen. 

Under date of April 17, John A. Sullivan retired from 
the service and a new Supervisor of Personnel was 
appointed by you, namely, Duncan T. Foley. 

We would like to take this opportunity to pay a 
brief tribute to the former Chairman, Mr. Fox, and to 
the former Supervisor of Personnel, Mr. Sullivan, both 
of whom devoted many years of unselfish service to 
the city government and whose friendly, argumentative 
deliberations were sadly missed at Board meetings 
during the latter part of the year. We have the pro- 
foundest respect for the sincerity, honesty, and capabil- 
ities of these two gentlemen and regret that the city’s 
loss could not have been postponed until some later 
date. However, we were fortunate in securing the 
services of two other gentlemen, John A. Breen and 
Duncan T. Foley, who filled the places vacated by Mr. 
Fox and Mr. Sullivan. They have both demonstrated 
their abilities to handle the most complex problems, 
and we feel that the city will not only profit by their 
continued service but will gain a vast knowledge of 
administrative know-how from experience gleaned by 
them in the diversified fields of endeavor in which they 
were engaged prior to their appointments to the city 
service. The other two new members of the Board, 
Mr. Pickett and Mr. Chapman, are both career men 
in the city service and they also will contribute con- 
siderably to the filling of the vacuum caused by the 
retirement of the two other career men to whom 
reference is made above. Their respective experiences 
in budgeting and assessing administration have given 
us that balance which is so necessary for the proper 
functioning of a Board of this character. 
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In accordance with Chapter 3A, Section 2, of the 
Ordinances of 1953, several studies, proposals, and 
recommendations were made with respect to the 
organization, activities, policies, and procedures of 
various departments, with improved efficiency in opera- 
tion at a lower cost, wherever possible, being the main 
theme of our deliberations and discussions. With a 
change in Board personnel on three separate occasions 
during the year, it is natural to assume that Board 
policy had also changed to some extent, but this was 
not the case. Board policy remained the same as 
previously but, with the addition of two new members 
to the Board, more studies were initiated and an op- 
portunity was afforded to secure a broader view of 
municipal problems. 

A most important phase of last year’s operations was 
the inauguration, for the first time in Boston’s history, 
of a Conference on Municipal Administration, to which 
reference is made later on in this report. This was 
the opening chapter of a series of similar conferences 
in the years ahead, which should stimulate and increase 
employee interest in the administrative affairs of our 
city government. Another important phase of opera- 
tions, as a result of inequities found in the system now 
used in the evaluation of real estate by the Assessing 
Department, was the initiation of an Equalization 
Survey, to which reference is also made later on in 
this report. 

Submitted herewith are the dates upon which Board 
meetings were held during 1956: 


January 26 September 27 
May 24 October 16 
June 21 November 1 
July 19 December 6 


It will be noted that no meetings were held during the 
period from January 26 to May 24, but this was due 
to the fact that two of the previous members were 
preparing for retirement, and, after their retirement, a 
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reorganization of the Board was in process. This does 
not signify, however, that operations were brought to 
a standstill. During this period several informal meet- 
ings were held, with the Secretary designated as Acting 
Chairman until March 1, and the City Auditor desig- 
nated as Acting Chairman until April 17. These 
informal meetings were not recorded in the official 
minutes as they concerned matters of an administrative 
nature which required immediate attention and would 
not be classified as matters requiring full Board con- 
sideration. : 

Studies and projects initiated by the Board during 
1956 were varied in character but were all aimed at 
smoother efficiency in municipal operations, wherever 
possible, with a view to streamlining procedures and 
modernizing obsolete methods of management. Listed 
herewith are several of the major studies inaugurated 
by the Board, together with comments regarding their 
importance and progress made. 

Revision in City’s Classification and Compensation 
Plan. After several discussions during the latter part 
of 1955, the Board agreed, in the early part of 1956, 
to recommend the elimination of the longevity feature 
in the Classification and Compensation Plan, whereby 
maximum salaries were reached after the tenth and 
twentieth years, and substitute therefor a five-step 
increase schedule, with final increases becoming effec- 
tive at the beginning of the eighth and twelfth years. 
Your approval of this measure was heartily endorsed 
by city employees in general and created an incentive 
for those with less than eight, or between twelve and 
twenty, years of service, to perform their duties with 
more enthusiasm and greater efficiency. Absenteeism 
in these categories has diminished considerably, which 
naturally has set a good example for new employees 
entering the service of the city. We believe this was a 
timely and progressive move, the cost of which is being 
offset by a lessening of absenteeism and greater em- 
ployee interest in daily duties. 
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Establishment of Office Machine Repair Unit. Due to 
the rising costs in office machine repairs, typewriters 
particularly, it was the consensus of the Board, at the 
suggestion of Mr. Fox, the previous Director, that we 
should consider the advisability of establishing our own 
repair unit, and this was accomplished the first part of 
the year. This is the first year of the unit’s operation, 
and the results to date have been most satisfactory. A 
more detailed statement covering this activity is sub- 
mitted later on in this report. 

Inbrary Depariment Survey. With the cooperation of 
the Mayor’s Citizens Committee and the Boston Plan- 
ning Board, surveys were conducted during the year 
1955 to modernize our library operations, with a view 
to eliminating obsolete facilities, wherever feasible, 
and to substitute therefor other facilities at a lower 
cost, without disrupting service to the public. We are 
happy to announce that, as a result of the combined 
efforts of the Mayor’s Citizens Committee, the Boston 
Planning Board, the Director of the Boston Public 
Library, and the Administrative Services Board, definite 
action was taken during the year 1956 on the recom- 
mendations forwarded to you in the early part of the 
year. Four branch libraries were closed, including the 
Tyler Street Branch in Boston Proper, the Orient 
Heights Branch in East Boston, the Phillips Brooks 
Branch in Hyde Park, and the Neponset Branch in 
Dorchester. At the present time a new branch library 
is under construction in South Boston, which should 
be opened for business during the summer months. 
Plans are under way at the present time for the erection 
of another branch library in one of the following areas, 
namely, Roslindale Square, Dudley Street, or Grove 
Hall. Another bookmobile was acquired on a rental 
basis to substitute partial service in those areas where 
branch libraries were eliminated, and this plan has 
worked out so well that the Library Department is 
now in the process of purchasing this bookmobile out- 
right. The Printing Section of the Library Depart- 
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ment has been discontinued and its equipment and 
employees transferred to the Printing Plant. We feel 
that the surveys and studies conducted with regard to 
Library Department operations were not only worth 
while but have opened our eyes to similar conditions 
that might possibly exist in other departments of our 
city government. The Director of the Library, Mr. 
Lord, has been most cooperative in effecting many of 
the recommendations as set forth in the Board report, 
and during the course of the current year we feel that 
he can be relied upon to place into effect other recom- . 
mendations that require immediate attention. 

City Hospital Administration. Several discussions 
were held during the year on the hospital situation, 
with the Chairman sitting in with Dr. Conlin and the 
Trustees on several occasions and reporting back to 
the Board. We are fully aware that we are in dire 
need of a program designed to improve the physical 
plant and certain administrative procedures, and we 
have been making recommendations along these lines 
with a view to placing the hospital on a better footing 
and making for better public relations. Several recom- 
mendations initiated by the Board are set forth here- 
with: 

1. A reappraisal of the place of the hospital in the total 
hospital picture of the community, development of a policy 
as to the scope of the service to be rendered in the institution, 
and a projection as to the space and equipment require- 
ments to support these services in the foreseeable future. 

2. A determination as to which structures have sufficient 


remaining life of economic utility to warrant their complete 
modernization. 

3. An estimate of new construction required and time 
schedule, to include the immediate construction of a building 
designed to serve the needs of various services during the 
reconstruction period, so that the work of reconstruction 
may proceed on the basis of repairing entire structures 
rather than attempting reconstruction while premises are 
still in use. 

4. A consideration of temporary measures to meet 
hospitalization needs for indigent persons while reconstruc- 
tion goes on, by use of other city facilities and payments to 
other hospitals. 
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5. A re-examination of utility proposals of the Boston 
Edison Company. 

6. The establishment of a team composed of the Director 
of the Hospital Department, the Director of Administrative 
Services, and the Building Commissioner, who could, within 
a reasonable time, present a program of this character for 
your consideration and for the consideration of the Trustees. 

7. The appointment of a Business Manager for the 
maintenance of the physical structure and for all nonmedical 
services. 

8. A clarification of powers and duties of all personnel 
and the provision of Procedural Manuals appropriate to the 
various functions within the institution. 


Many of the above recommendations have been 
given serious thought and study during the past year, 
with a Procedural Manual in the making and the selec- 
tion of a Business Manager being given careful con- 
sideration at the present time. It is believed that when 
and if these two recommendations are consummated 
this year, the other recommendations will follow along 
in a businesslike manner, operations at the Hospital 
Department from an accounting and administrative 
standpoint will be vastly improved, and the public 
should receive a maximum service at a minimum cost. 

Establishment of an Industrial Development Com- 
mutee. With a view to advertising the many advantages 
which Boston has to offer, both industrially and his- 
torically, and to attract more business, tourist, and 
convention trade, a Public Relations Plans Board was 
tentatively established in 1955, with Paul A. Newsome, 
President of the Newsome Company, Inc., of Boston, 
acting as Chairman, and serving with him on said 
Board were public relations men from New Orleans, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Cleveland, and New York, to 
which reference is made in our 1955 Annual Report. 

During the year 1956 this Board met in your office, 
together with the Chairman of this Board, and it was 
agreed to change the name of the original Board to the 
Industrial Development Committee, with the thought 
in mind that, if new industries were given an incentive 
to settle here, the optimum objectives of the committee

would be gained through proper advertising and 
publicity. The Administrative Services Board has had 
under consideration for some time the various proposals 
and recommendations set forth by the Industrial De- 
velopment Committee, and one proposal, which ap- 
peared to meet with approval of the entire Board, con- 
cerned the issuance of a rotogravure presentation to be 
compiled and distributed throughout the country by 
one of our leading Boston newspapers. The proposed 
picture presentation would contain views of the large 
industrial establishments located in Boston, our rail 
and port facilities, our bathing beaches, new roadways, 
new real estate developments, etc. In other words, it 
would be a panoramic presentation of the Boston of the 
future. It was the consensus of the Board that this 
project should be delayed until many of the develop- 
ments now in process of construction have been com- 
pleted, or are near completion. We could then show a 
more accurate picture of just what has taken place 
over the past few years to modernize Boston and make 
it more attractive to the tourist, the businessman, and 
the convention trade. Once this presentation can be 
satisfactorily compiled and distributed throughout the 
country, we believe it will be a major step in revitalizing 
interest and concern in what our city has to offer in the 
way of commerce, industry, good health, and recreation. 

County Employees Salary Adjustments. A survey was 
conducted in the latter part of 1955 by Charles M. 
Evans & Associates, Management Engineers, to rectify 
some of the inequities in compensation for county 
employees. As a result of this survey, various studies 
were conducted by the Board and more especially by 
the Supervisor of Personnel, Mr. Foley. After several 
meetings with county officials, the Supervisor of Per- 
sonnel made his recommendations to you and the City 
Council (County Commissioners for the County of 
Suffolk), and recommended salary adjustments were 
adopted after public hearings were held in the City 
Council Chambers. 
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Equalization Survey. The Chairman of this Board 
was appointed by you to initiate and supervise a study 
of assessing procedures and practices, which has been 
long overdue. The services of Cuthbert E. Reeves, 
M.I1.A., C.E., of Buffalo, New York, were secured to 
act as a consultant in setting up plans for the furtherance 
of the program. Mr. Reeves, who is nationally recog- 
nized as an expert in this particular field, has devoted 
the greater part of his time since the inauguration of 
the program on October 10, 1956, to the training of 
city assessors in modern techniques for the purpose of 
adhering to more orderly and uniform assessing pro- 
cedures. A Procedural Manual, separate and distinct 
from the Procedural Manual being compiled for the 
general operations of the Assessing Department, is in 
its final drafting stages and will be a guide to present 
and future assessors in evaluating land and property 
on a more equitable basis than has been the custom for 
a great many years. The basic elements of this survey 
can be summarized as follows: ! 

1. The providing of land value maps indicating front 
foot unit values for every block in the city, as well as tax, 
zoning, and transportation maps. 

2. The classification of buildings as to use and con- 
struction features, including measured and square foot area 
of cubic contents computed. Sound values will then be 
arrived at through computations of replacement cost. 

3. The establishment of a uniform property record card 
that clearly defines all the land features and computations, 
all the building characteristics, as well as rental and mortgage 
information. 

It is the Board’s contention that this program will 
be our first step to establish and rationalize our entire 
assessment program, with a view to establishing a sound 
tax base upon which we can build for the future. As 
the program is only in its infancy, we cannot report 
definite results at the present time but, nevertheless, 
we are confident that the continuance of this program 
will do much to give us a clearer, more accurate, and 
truer picture of land and building valuations throughout 
the entire city. 
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Atlases. During the latter part of 1955 and the 
early part of 1956, several meetings were held regarding 
a proposal to secure up-to-date atlases or serviceable 
maps to be used by various departments throughout 
the city. Unfortunately, due to the lack of necessary 
funds and the failure of the Bromley Company of New 
York to submit a definite proposal, the project has been 
held in abeyance. However, the Board has requested 
that legislative authority be secured this year to borrow 
the necessary funds to cover the cost of the project, 
which, we anticipate, will be in the vicinity of $500,000 
and which will take from three to five years to complete. 
Atlases now in use throughout the city were last issued 
many years ago and, through constant use, with correc- 
tions and deletions covering practically every page, 
they have more than served their usefulness. 

It is hoped that this project can be initiated during 
1957, so that some type of coordination with the Equal- 
ization Survey work might be accomplished through 
the exchange of ideas and recommendations, which 
should result in accurate maps that can serve all pur- 
poses. Our present plan is to initiate work on the West 
Roxbury and Hyde Park districts, where the greater 
physical changes have taken place during the past 
twenty years. After this portion of the atlas has been 
completed, it is believed that other major changes, 
now being effected throughout the City Proper, Charles- 
town, and Dorchester districts especially, will have 
sufficiently progressed to make accurate and up-to-date 
map surveys of all sections of the city. 

Addressograph Operations. Because of the lack of 
experienced operators and the insistence of union 
officials that this equipment be operated by members 
of the Printers Union, progress in the maximum use 
of this equipment had been stymied during the first 
part of the year. During the late summer and towards 
the end of the year, a complete study of the situation 
was undertaken by the Purchasing Agent and the Chair- 
man of the Board, both of whom came to the conclusion 
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that unless favorable production was forthcoming, 
serious consideration would be given to the transfer 
of this equipment to another city department, prefer- 
ably to the Assessing or the Collector-Treasurer’s office, 
where billing functions are a major operation and where 
the feasibility of employing female operators at less 
cost to the city would be explored. All factors taken 
into consideration, we believe that we have made some 
progress in the utilization of this equipment. We have 
been successful to some extent in printing Police and 
Voting Lists with this equipment and are hopeful that 
this will become a regular operation, with added ex- 
perience and closer cooperation contributing to greater 
production. The main thought in mind, when securing 
this equipment, was the huge savings that could be 
realized in printing Police and Voting Lists, and we 
contend that these savings can still be realized as soon 
as efficiency and experience in operations supplant 
inexperience and inefficiency, as was the case in the early 
part of 1956. It is believed that additional uses can 
also be made of this equipment, such as the addressing 
of real estate, poll tax, and excise tax bills, upon which 
studies are progressing satisfactorily at the present time. 

Modernization of Personnel Records System. A com- 
plete review and study of personnel records in the Per- 
sonnel Division of the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment was initiated the latter part of 1956, with the 
result that the Board recommended the installation of 
a modern filing system and the utilization of tabulating 
machine equipment for the compilation of statistical 
data, with reference to the number of employees in 
certain categories, salary ranges within departments 
and categories, etc. It has been the policy in the past 
for the Personnel Division to contact various city de- 
partments to secure historical data pertaining to in- 
dividuals or groups of individuals, and it was agreed 
that this procedure was outmoded and obsolete and 
should be replaced with an up-to-date historical record 
of each employee in the city service, to be compiled

and retained in the Personnel Division. This work is 
progressing gradually, and it is the Board’s opinion 
that, before the end of this year, the city will have one 
of the most complete and concise Personnel Records 
Systems to be found anywhere. 

Printing Section Studies. Some of the most important 
studies made this year concerned Printing Plant opera- 
tions, and we feel your attention should be directed to 
the over-all picture of the Printing Plant as we see it 
at the present time. As you know, we have been 
greatly disturbed over conditions that have existed over 
a considerable period of time, which, in our opinion, 
were due largely to the lack of proper management and 
supervision. During the year several visits were made 
to the plant by various members of the Board, especially 
the Chairman and the Purchasing Agent, and it was 
agreed that drastic steps would have to be taken unless 
production was increased, time lost through absenteeism 
eliminated, and costs for printing placed on a par, as 
nearly as possible, with costs for similar work by private 
firms. In this direction, the Administrative Section of 
the plant was reorganized during the latter part of 1956, 
a new system of accounting is being installed to modern- 
ize methods of applying costs of labor and materials 
to specific jobs, and addressograph operations have 
been moved to a more central location, thereby mini- 
mizing interference with regular Printing Plant routine. 

The printing in the City Record of School Com- 
mittee hearings and Council minutes was found by the 
Chairman to be a duplication of work already per- 
formed for both the School Committee and the City 
Council. Rather than set up new plates for the City 
Record publication, it was agreed that the original copies 
of these documents in smaller type and size could be 
bound within the regular copy of the Cvrty Record, 
thereby saving costs of reproduction which, in the 
course of a year, amount to a considerable sum. The 
new system is now in effect, as you will note from the 
recent issues of the City Record. We have covered the 
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provisions of the law and have realized savings which, 
during the year 1957, will indicate that our action was 
not only timely but profitable as well. 

Another Printing Plant item which received our 
attention after observation by the Chairman con- 
eerned the printing of contract specifications in the 
City Record, where individual itemized bids were listed 
on several pages and which, it was agreed, were of little 
interest except to those engaged in the selling of some 
particular product. Considerable expense was involved 
in this operation, and it was the consensus that, under 
the City Charter, we are only obliged to print names of 
bidders and amounts of bids rather than individual 
itemized bids, as has been the custom over a long period 
of time. This practice has been put into effect, with 
further savings in printing costs being realized, and 
those interested in securing itemized details regarding 
bids of any character can do so by visiting the office 
of the Purchasing Agent. 

Definite progress is being made in improving the 
efficiency of the Printing Plant and, if all goes well 
during the current year and we receive the cooperation 
we anticipate, we are confident that our operations will 
be more businesslike, production will be increased, and 
printing costs for city departments will be more real- 
istic. On the other hand, however, if our goals are not 
reached because of any factors to which we made 
reference, we will be obliged to give serious considera- 
tion to a recommendation for the closing of the plant 
and the placing of our printing requirements with 
outside firms on a competitive bid basis. We hope 
this will not be necessary, as we have the facilities, the 
manpower, and the equipment to do a good job. 

Organization and Methods Section. In connection 
with the establishment of this Section, previously 
recommended by Mr. Charles J. Fox, we have been 
delayed in our plans because of a lack of sufficient space 
within the Administrative Division to adequately per- 
form the duties for which this Section will be responsible. 
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At the present time, the Secretary of the Board, under 
the supervision of the Chairman, has been obliged to 
carry on part of the activities which will be delegated 
to this Section with the assistance of only two analysts 
and one stenographer. One analyst has been assigned 
to the Equalization Survey Committee on a full-time 
basis, and the chances of his devoting any time to this 
Division during the current year are very remote. 
Officially, the Section has not been established, but, 
nevertheless, the Administrative Division has been 
performing some of the duties of the Section as originally 
planned. Until sufficient space is available and until we 
acquire the services of additional experienced men to 
warrant the establishment of this Section, the Ad- 
ministrative Division will continue to perform such 
services as would be delegated to the Organization and 
Methods Section until it is finally established. Re- 
quests for surveys and studies of every character have 
been directed to the attention of the Administrative 
Division during the year 1956, and, with a limited 
personnel staff, we have been successful in complying 
with the greater part of the requests received. How- 
ever, there is so much more to be done that the estab- 
lishment of an Organization and Methods Unit is an 
absolute necessity and we are hopeful that it will be- 
come a reality at the earliest possible date. With the 
advent of a new City Hall in the offing, it will be im- 
perative to make definite plans and studies with refer- 
ence to space requirements of all city departments, the 
physical locations of departments, records management 
studies, and many other factors of similar character 
will have to be taken into consideration before archi- 
tectural and building plans can be accurately developed. 
Much time and effort by individuals experienced in 
this phase of planning is another reason why a unit of 
this character is vital to the proper functioning and 
control of municipal activities. We are hopeful that, 
during the year 1957, sufficient space and necessary 
personnel can be acquired to set this unit up within the 
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Administrative Division, so that, in the future, con- 
sultants’ services or the services of experts on a con- 
tractual basis will be limited to highly technical studies. 

Conference on Municipal Administration. This was 
our first attempt to give the key employees of the city 
an opportunity to express their ideas and suggestions 
on various subjects of an administrative nature, and, 
in accordance with plans formulated by the Chairman 
of the Administrative Division, our first Conference 
on Municipal Administration was held at the Lecture 
Hall of the Boston Public Library on November 14 
and 15. Six panels were set up, with moderators being 
secured from outside sources, including private industry 
and the state government. The conference, as you are 
aware, was most successful, and, in view of the fact 
that we are compiling a booklet at the present time on 
the conference proceedings to be distributed to all 
those in attendance, we will not go into detail in this 
report. We feel, however, with your approval, that 
conferences of a similar character should be held at 
least once each year, as we are certain much will be 
gained and nothing lost in the exchanging and formu- 
lating of ideas to improve municipal procedures and 
management. The interest and enthusiasm demon- 
strated at the November conference have given us 
the incentive to conduct another conference this year 
on a larger scale and with greater employee participation. 

Central Mailing Unit. In August of 1955, under the 
direction of the former Chairman, Charles J. Fox, a 
Central Mailing Unit was established in the Collecting 
Division of the Treasury Department on the first floor 
in the Annex. At that time and on a few occasions since 
its establishment, a few minor objections or complaints 
were submitted and the justifiable ones were adjudicated 
immediately. We are happy to report that a comparison 
of postage costs between the year 1954, the last full 
year we were operating under the old system, and the 
year 1956, the first full year we were operating under 
the new system, indicated a saving of $7,500 in postage 
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costs. A saving of $7,500 annually might not appear 
to be a monumental achievement, but if we can realize 
similar savings in other phases of municipal activities, 
which is our aim and purpose, the establishment of 
other central agencies, such as a Central Storage Ware- 
house, a Central Licensing Bureau, and a Central 
Records Management Agency, will most certainly be 
given our attention, consideration, and sanction at the 
earliest date possible. However, as stated previously, 
if the prospects of a new City Hall become a reality, 
we will be obliged to approach these studies on an 
entirely different basis than would obtain under present 
conditions. 

Procedural Manuals. During the summer of 1956 
a meeting was held at the Council Chambers, attended 
by the key employees of each city department, to 
familiarize those present with the plans formulated for 
the compilation of procedural manuals for each depart- 
ment of the city government, with a sample copy of 
the Administrative Services Manual being distributed 
for the purpose of following a format as produced by 
the Administrative Division of the Department. ‘The 
original idea for a publication of a manual of this 
character was initiated by the former Chairman of the 
Board, Mr. Charles J. Fox, and his action was highly 
endorsed by the present Chairman and the other 
members of the Board. Finished manuals are coming 
in gradually from the various departments, and it is 
hoped that all manuals will be completed and turned 
over to the Administrative Division on or before March 
1 of this year. The tremendous job of editing, revising, 
and checking the contents of each manual will be 
undertaken as soon after the first of March as possible, 
and it is hoped that by the end of the current year we 
will have a finished procedural manual covering all 
_ city departments—excepting Police and School Depart- 
ments—that will benefit not only the department head 
and city employee in the saving of time and effort in 
their everyday activities but will be a pattern for other 
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large municipalities to follow in setting up definite 
procedures and chains of command for the proper 
functioning of operations. 

Miscellaneous. As a result of a survey conducted 
by the Administrative Division, at the request of the 
Hospital Department, regarding receiving notices and 
store requisition forms being utilized throughout city 
departments, a new procedure was established whereby 
two new forms were substituted for the one formerly 
used, resulting in saving of over $3,100 in printing costs. 
With annual requirements of some 40,000 sets of these 
forms, it was found more practical to use autographed 
registers manufactured by the UARCO Business Forms 
Organization and, even after the purchase of these 
machines, forms, and carbon rolls, a saving as previously 
mentioned was realized. | 

During 1934 a law was enacted giving the Water 
Division of the Public Works Department authority to 
file liens in the Registry of Deeds on all water taxes 
not paid in the previous year. This resulted in the 
Assessing Department being burdened with four or 
five processes or operations during the course of a year, 
many of which duplicated work being performed by 
the Water Division. At the suggestion of Mr. Chapman, 
the Assessor of Taxes, the Board recommended that the 
Law Department explore the possibility of amending 
this law so that the lien proviso would be eliminated, 
thereby leaving the entire collection and recording 
responsibilities in the hands of the Water Division. 
We are hopeful that this amendment can be enacted 
in order that a duplication of effort can be eliminated 
because of existing statutes. 

A new Records Study for the Boston Licensing Board 
was initiated and completed the latter part of the year, 
and the results of our findings were submitted to said 
Board for consideration and approval. Up to the 
present time we have not heard any definite comment 
as to the recommendation submitted, but it is our firm 
belief that the new Records System, when studied by 
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the Licensing Board, will offer many advantages over 
the outmoded system that has been in use since the 
establishment of the Board. 

Several discussions were held during the year on the 
wage schedules for state employees in comparison with 
those of the city, with salaries of those in the lower 
gerade categories being given special consideration. The 
city has been losing the services of experienced and 
competent employees in the lower wage brackets be- 
cause of the differential between state and city salary 
rates. The Board believes that something should be 
done this year to remedy the situation, as the acquisition 
of inexperienced help to take over the duties of ex- 
perienced personnel who have seen fit to transfer to the 
state service will eventually prove to be a more costly 
proposition than to give serious and favorable con- 
sideration to the adjustment of salaries in certain cate- 
gories to insure the retention of experienced personnel. 

With a view to curtailing expenses wherever possible, 
several recommendations were made by the Board for 
consideration by the Supervisor of Budgets in the 
compilation of 1957 budget requirements, among them 
being: 


1. A more thorough screening of purchase requisitions 
to ascertain the minimum needs of a department for a 
limited period of time, rather than overbuying certain 
products that might not be used in their entirety for several 
years. 

2. A more realistic approach to the hiring of temporary 
help — whether they are necessary and, if so, why. 

3. The abolition of overtime, whenever possible, and the 
payment of same only when absolutely necessary. 


It is believed that when the Procedural Manuals have 
been compiled for all city departments they will be 
most helpful in bringing about a mutual understanding 
among city employees of general operations within a 
department, thereby minimizing the necessity of hiring 
temporary help in many instances and abolishing over- 
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time payments except in particular cases where this 
expenditure is an absolute requirement for the non- 
interruption of city business or services. 

Various types of binding operations were studied or 
considered during the course of the year, and at the 
present time the Purchasing Agent has under consider- 
ation the installation of the ‘‘ McBee Binding System,”’ 
which is presently used by the state government with 
great success and at a minimum cost. Reference is 
made to this subject in our 1955 Annual Report, but 
at that time we were more or less exploring the situation 
to ascertain whether or not it would be feasible or 
possible to install a unit of this character. We have 
found that many savings can be realized through the 
establishment of our own Binding Unit, and we are 
hopeful that operations will be initiated at an early 
date. 

ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 

The operations of this Division have been expanding 
into various fields of. municipal administration since its 
inception the latter part of 1954. Studies, surveys, 
and all administrative reports are initiated by this 
Division, after action and recommendation by the 
Board, with meetings of various character being ar- 
ranged and conducted by the personnel. The first 
Conference on Municipal Administration was coordi- 
nated, planned, and organized by this Division. The 
task of editing and examining finished copies of Pro- 
cedural Manuals will be one of our most important 
operations during the year 1957, in addition to organ- 
izing and planning the second Conference on Municipal 
Administration. This Division, under the general 
Supervision of the Director, has accomplished much 
with a limited personnel but we are hopeful that, during 
the current year, we will be successful in acquiring the 
services of assistants who will be qualified to handle 
administrative matters in an intelligent and business- 
like manner, as has been our custom during the last 
two and one half years. 
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BupGET DIVISION 


Under date of May 29, 1956, an ordinance was 
adopted by the City Council and approved by you, 
creating the position of Supervisor of Budgets, thereby 
taking this responsibility from the shoulders of the 
Director, who, prior to this time, was obliged to super- 
vise and direct budgetary functions in addition to his 
many other duties. The creation of this new position 
the latter part of May has resulted in a more centralized 
unit, with all budget requirements, appropriations, and 
expenditures being given a more thorough screening and 
examination than was possible prior to this time. Since 
the inauguration of performance budgeting in 1955, 
many improvements have been made in this particular 
field, and it is hoped that the perfection we expect to 
attain will become a reality within the next two or 
three years. As we informed you previously, there are 
many phases to program or performance budgeting that 
require extensive study and consideration before they 
should be put into effect, and it is our purpose to plan 
carefully as each new step is undertaken. Statistical 
information in the most concise and comprehensible 
form is one of the main features of this more or less 
new system and, when we have reached the acme of 
perfection, it will be possible to submit cost comparisons 
of any city service with that of any other city in the 
matter of a few minutes, whereas in the past it required 
many hours of employees’ time and effort to panEte 
figures and facts required. 

Several budgetary surveys were made during the 
year by the analysts concerning unit costs of various 
production programs, in addition to the assembling and 
composition of the 1957 annual budget requirements 
which we submitted to you the latter part of the year. 
Stricter supervision of expenditures to eliminate deficits 
in many items which appear generally toward the end — 
of every year will be one of our aims this year, and 
department heads will be obliged to become more 
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performance-budget minded than they have been during 
the past two years if they intend to live within the limits 
of their appropriations. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


As stated earlier in this report, this Division has 
seen a change in supervision through the retirement of 
the previous Supervisor and your appointment of a 
new Supervisor the latter part of May. Under your 
new appointee many recommendations for improve- 
ment in personnel administration have been given 
favorable consideration, including a more modernistic 
recording of personnel history, a revising of the City 
Compensation and Classification Plan to comply with 
amendments made since the plan was established, a 
continual reviewing of pay schedules in private industry 
and in other municipalities for various classifications, 
and the expanding of office facilities for the interview- 
ing of, and receiving visits from, employees and pro- 
spective employees. 

Regarding our reference to a more modernistic re- 
cording of personnel history, preparations are now 
being made for the establishment of a punch-card 
system by Remington Rand for the purpose of provid- 
ing a more efficient method of ascertaining statistical 
information. It is anticipated that this operation will 
be completed during the early part of 1957. 

In order to provide an up-to-date booklet which will 
include the amendments to the rules and many title 
and grade changes in the Compensation and Classifica- 
tion Plan of city employees, a reprint of Document 56 
is contemplated and should be ready for distribution 
on or about June 1. 

With a view to eliminating or decreasing the require- 
ments for temporary help during the vacation and sick 
leave periods within departments, much emphasis is 
being placed on the importance of in-training for em- 
ployees, in order that one employee might take over 
another’s duties during a brief or extended leave of 
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absence. We believe that this will be a slow process, 
but eventually we are hopeful that sufficient training 
will be initiated to hold costs for temporary help to a 
minimum. This will require educating the employee 
to the fact that the higher the cost for temporary hiring, 
the less the chances will be for his or her receiving 
favorable consideration for pay increases when re- 
quested. The routine duties of this Division are well 
known insofar as the large volume of paper work is 
concerned. However, many personnel studies of every 
character are undertaken during the course of a year, 
which do not require itemization here because of refer- 
ence to the same in the Board reports as set forth 
previously. 


CoMPLAINTS DIVISION 


This Division has not only proven its worth since its 
establishment the latter part of 1954, but it has stimu- 
lated an interest in municipal activities and efficiency 
never before experienced in our long history. In the 
processing of some 12,000 complaints and requests for 
service received during the year, our aim has been to 
substitute action for written or verbal promises, which 
had been the custom prior to the establishment of this 
unit. 

Every large city is faced with the problem of adjudi- 
cating everyday complaints, such as the plowing and 
sanding of streets after snowstorms, the cleaning of 
catch basins, the repairing of defective sidewalks and 
holes in the streets, the violating of fire and health laws, 
etc., but we believe the system inaugurated in this 
important unit of government has resulted in the render- 
ing of maximum service at minimum cost. For a great 
many years department heads and key employees 
wasted much valuable time through lengthy telephone 
conversations and extensive correspondence in the 
process of adjudicating minor and major complaints 
received. This practice has been eliminated to a large 
degree by the efficiency and follow-up techniques now 
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utilized in expediting complaints of every character. 
The public has been most cooperative in registering 
their complaints with us and we have endeavored, to the 
best of our ability, to remedy any situation or condition 
in the shortest period of time and to the satisfaction of 
the complainant or complainants. Naturally, some 
complaints require longer periods of time to correct 
certain conditions, such as the removal of dead trees 
during the spring and summer months, the spraying 
of diseased trees, and many others with which you are, 
no doubt, familiar. However, we have been successful 
in securing definite action on such cases in a shorter 
period of time than would have been the case had this 
unit not been functioning. We are experiencing new 
problems every day in the matter of so-called gripes, 
but, thanks to the cooperation of department heads 
and the general public, they do not appear as serious 
or as difficult of solution as they did when the unit was 
originally established. We believe we are rendering a 
necessary and vital service to the general public and 
hope that our increasing knowledge of municipal ac- 
tivities, and our efforts to satisfy justifiable complaints, 
will result in a clearer understanding between the 
general public and the city official of the everyday 
problems of municipal administration. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 

Since the reorganization in 1954, this Division has 
been increasing its activities and rendering services to 
city departments in a manner comparable with that of 
any large purchasing agency within the Commonwealth. 
We have strived to improve our purchasing techniques 
with the thought in mind at all times to secure the best 
product at the least cost and with the elimination of 
red tape in the processing of same in every instance 
where it has been found that the city would derive 
benefit without sacrificing quality. 

The Office Supplies and Surplus Property Units 
have been functioning most satisfactorily since their 
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inception, and the number and type of articles being 
handled through these agencies have multiplied during 
the past three years. It is proposed to expand the opera- 
tions of both units as time goes on, and the experience 
gained in present and previous operations should result 
in a more systematic method of requisitioning office 
supplies at lower costs and speedier delivery and a more 
central control over surplus property which, prior to 
the establishment of this Unit, was either discarded 
or remained in offices for many months or years without 
being used to advantage. 

This was the first full year the Office Machine Repair 
Unit has been functioning, and we are pleased to submit 
the results of this operation. When the unit was origi- 
nally suggested by the former Chairman, Mr. Fox, it 
was the opinion of certain individuals within the city 
government that the repairing of machines by city 
employees would result in a slow-down of service, a 
less thorough inspection of machines, and a substantial 
increase in the cost of servicing, as compared with that 
offered by outside firms. However, such was not the 
case, and the departments being serviced at the present 
time are thoroughly satisfied with service rendered. 
With a total of 960 typewriters being serviced during 
1956, which includes cleaning, oiling, and adjusting at 
regular intervals during the year, minor repair calls 
being made on 740 machines, and major repairs being 
required on 79, in addition to 30 minor repair jobs on 
adding machines, the total cost of operations, including 
salaries of the two repair men, amounted to $9,600. 
The foregoing work, if performed by outside agencies, 
would have cost the city in the vicinity of $17,800, not 
including the cost of processing contracts and the paper 
work involved in making payments. A net saving 
of $8,200, during our first year of operations in this 
new field of endeavor, is most encouraging, If, after 
the second year of operations, we can realize a similar 
saving — and we cannot see at the present time why 
we cannot equal or improve it — we will then recommend 
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that the service be expanded to cover other departments 
not being serviced because of their remoteness from City 
Hall, such as the Library, Police, Fire, Hospital, and 
Traffic Departments, in addition to the district offices 
of various departments and the District Courts. 


PRINTING SECTION 


As the opening section of this report, covering Board 
activities, contains a general discussion of printing 
operations and plans for the future, it would only be 
a duplication of effort to repeat what has already been 
written in connection with the operations of this Section. 


ART COMMISSION 


Although the Art Commission is not subject to the 
supervision or control of this Board, however, under 
the provisions of the existing ordinances, its annual 
report is incorporated herewith for your approval. 
The members of the Art Commission include the follow- 
ing:

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As you are aware, this Commission has custody and 
care of all works of art owned by the city. No work 
of art can be accepted by the city or erected or placed 
in any public way without the approval of this Commis- 
sion. In addition, it is also responsible for the upkeep 
of monuments in public squares and the care of ex- 
isting paintings owned by the city. 

The city is fortunate in securing the services, without 
cost to the city, of such outstanding individuals who 
have the interests of the city at heart in the matter of 
works of art. Boston has always enjoyed a high stand- 
ing among other large cities of the country and the 
world in its appreciation of statuary and fine arts, and 
it is consoling to know that personages of high caliber 
in this particular field have been selected over the years 
to take charge of this important phase of governmental 
operations. 

The condition of the Shaw Monument by Saint- 
Gaudens, on the Common, opposite the State House, 
has been the cause of some uneasiness for the past 
several years. The engineering firm of Gilbert Small 
& Co. was engaged to make a study of the condition 
of the stonework surrounding the bronze, and, as a 
result of these recommendations, it has been decided 
that the Commission must take steps to arrest deteri- 
oration and restore the monument, a very expensive 
operation, for which funds will have to be found out- 
side the limits of this Commission. 

The Commission met on several occasions during the 
year to discuss ways and means of securing the neces- 
sary funds to complete this project and intends to make 
its recommendations to you sometime during the present 
year. 

Miss Margaret FitzHugh Browne has served during 
1956 as Art Commission member of the Board of Censors 
of Plays, and her successor, Thomas Temple Pond, has 
been appointed to serve during the year 1957. | 
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SUMMARY 

During the past three years of operations, we have 
made real progress in the ultimate streamlining of our 
city government. We have been alert to the many 
problems that confronted us, many of which, of neces- 
sity, require long-range planning before we can show 
definite results. However, our activities during the 
year 1956 indicate several steps forward in the right 
direction in our desire to decrease costs in administra- 
tion, wherever possible and feasible, and without elimi- 
nating essential services. In accordance with your 
desire to establish a more realistic tax base upon which 
to build for the future, the Equalization Survey inaugu- 
rated in the Assessing Department and the speeding up 
of the Urban Renewal Program are two factors which 
should contribute substantially to the realization of 
your aims. The coordinating of each of these activities 
has been the task of our Chairman, and, although it 
took several months to get the ball rolling, we are now 
in the process of securing definite and concrete results, 
and, by the end of 1957, we are hopeful that we can 
give you a more progressive report than is possible at 
the present time. 

Because of the many advances being made each day 
in the field of municipal administration, it has been 
our aim and purpose to keep informed and up to date 
on all new phases of operations being studied and 
initiated by other large municipalities throughout the 
country. Our first Conference on Municipal Adminis- 
tration, held in November, with leaders in private 
industry contributing their talents and experience to 
its success, gave us a further insight into the methods 
and procedures now being followed in private industry 
to improve efficiency in operations. Many can and will 
be applied to our operations, wherever feasible. Future 
conferences will include leaders versed in the banking, 
insurance, real estate, and manufacturing fields, in 
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addition to our own key employees and individuals 
from other governmental agencies, who are engaged in 
managerial capacities. 

We have not lost sight of the fact that many prob- 
lems will confront us during the coming year but, in 
the event we receive the cooperation of the General 
Court, the City Council, and the taxpayers of Boston 
generally in the solving of some of these major issues, 
we can look forward to the creation of a ‘‘ New Boston”’ 
with a ‘‘New Look” and a bright future.

Moror VEHICLE Excise TAx 


The motor vehicle excise tax was originally created 
by the passage of chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, 
which law became effective as of January 1, 1929. 
This act provided that an excise tax should be assessed 
on all registered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax 
formerly assessed on this class of property. This law, 
which became chapter 60A of the General Laws, was 
amended April 23, 1930, by the passage of chapter 244 
of the Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 
1938, chapter 480. Two recent amendments are con- 
tained in the Acts of 1950, chapters 666 and 731. 


The tax is levied at an average state rate, and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commission and forwarded to asses- 
sors of the various cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform. 


The number of motor vehicles assessed in the 1956 
levy was 167,276, of which 32,710 were for the levy 
year of 1955, committed in 1956. The total amount 
of the tax levied and warrants sent to the Collector of 
Taxes was $4,612,658.42 of which $580,226.62 was for 
the levy year of 1955. State rate for 1955 was $53.73, 
and for 1956 was $54.43.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 


The Boston Retirement System began operation on 
February 1, 1923, and the State-Boston Retirement 
System on October 1, 1946. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Wilfred J. Doyle, as its chairman appointed by the 
Mayor, City Auditor Joseph P. Lally (ex officio), and 
John C. Kabachus, elected by the membership. The 
City Treasurer is the custodian of the funds, and Paul L. 
Carty is secretary and executive officer.

REPORT OF THE STATE-BOSTON RETIRE- 
MENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, 
by chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to 
October 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the 
Boston Retirement System or had other pension rights 
or no pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, 
under certain conditions of make-up payments, to join 
the State-Boston Retirement System during the three- 
month period between October 1, 1946, and December 
31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and finally for another ninety-day period 
by chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 
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STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


STATISTICAL Data FoR 1956 


During the year the Board retired 336 members from 
the State-Boston Retirement System; of this number 
226 were for service, 18 were for Ordinary Disability, 
40 were for Accidental Disability, 9 were Termination 
Retirements, 35 Survivorship, and 8 Accidental Death 
Benefits were granted. 


The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,103, of which 67 were due to deaths, 641 were due to 
resignations and dismissals, 336 were retirements, and 
59 were Veteran Retirements.

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FOREWORD 


Chapter 2 of the Ordinance of 1954 set.up within the 
Building Department a ‘‘Public Safety Commission” 
consisting, ex officiis, of the Director of Administrative 
Services, the Building Commissioner, the Health Com- 
missioner, the Fire Commissioner and the Chairman of 
the Boston Traffic Commission. While this commis- 
sion is in the Building Department it is not under the 
jurisdiction of the Building Commissioner. Its func- 
tion is to coordinate the work and duties of the depart- 
ments concerned with the aim of more efficient and con- 
certed action by the departments. 


As a unit of the Public Safety Commission there was 
established a ‘“‘Committee on Licenses” consisting of the 
Building Commissioner, the Fire Commissioner, and the 
Chairman of the Boston Traffic Commission. This 
committee exercises the powers and performs the duties 
formerly vested in the Board of Street Commissioners as 
to licensing the storage and sale of inflammables and 
explosives, as well as for operation and maintenance of 
garages, public and private, service stations, lubrito- 
riums, and repair shops and the open-air parking of 
automobiles. 


This same ordinance placed in the Building Depart- 
ment, but not under the jurisdiction of the Building 
Commissioner, the Board of Appeal, the Board of 
Hxaminers and the Board of Examiners of Gas Fitters 
and transferred to the Building Department the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department. By 
this transfer the Building Commissioner was vested 
with all the powers and duties formerly exercised by the 
Commissioner of Wires and the Fire Commissioner 
with respect to electrical installations in the City of 
Boston. | 


The Street Numbering Section of the Public Works 
Department was likewise transferred to the Building 
Department on January 1, 1955. 
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DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATION 


As the result of a survey conducted by the Adminis- 
trative Services Department under the direction of his 
Honor, the Mayor, in the interest of increased efficiency, 
an internal reorganization of the Building Department 
was effected on January 1, 1955. The functions and 
services of the department were divided into five general 
groups — 


Administration and General Services 
Technical Services 

Construction and Safety Inspections 
Mechanical Inspections 

Electrical Inspections 


The administrative and general services group is © 
charged with the proper functioning of the department, 
carrying on all routine office procedures and maintaining 
records of the activities of the department. All licenses 
and permits are processed and issued by this group. 


The technical services group passes on all applications 
and plans for permits for the erection, alteration, and 
repairing of buildings and structures. It also conducts 
examinations and tests of materials and methods used 
in construction of buildings and makes recommenda- 
tions to the Building Commissioner as to approval or 
disapproval of such methods and materials. 


The construction and safety inspections group, com- 
prising the head of the division, two chief building 
inspectors, one chief egress inspector, and a staff of 
building, egress and zoning inspectors, inspects and 
examines all buildings and structures in process of erec- 
tion, repair, alteration, or demolition. It also inspects 
all buildings as to proper and sufficient means of egress 
in relation to the construction and occupancy of such 
structures. 


The mechanical inspections section is charged with 
the inspection of all mechanical functions in connection 
with the erection or alteration of buildings and struc- 
tures. It inspects all installations or extensions of plumb- 
ing, gasfitting, elevator, and sprinkler systems. 
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The electrical inspections group examines and inspects 
all electrical work, both interior and exterior, which 
come under the control of the Building Department. 


In accordance with an Ordinance passed by the City 
Council and effective as of December 1, 1956, there was 
established a revised schedule of fees for permits and 
licenses issued by the department. This revised schedule 
is expected to bring about a marked increase in the 
revenue of the department, though falling far short of 
making the department self-supporting.

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PUBLIC SAFETY COMMISSION 
January 2, 1957 


The Public Safety Commission, established and 
organized in May of 1954, has been the guiding reins 
in the formulation and initiation of general safety 
measures for the benefit of the general public, with 
the Building, Fire, Health and Traffic Departments 
coordinating work programs wherever feasible. In 
connection with our operations, we are pleased to 
submit herewith our Third Annual Report for the 
year commencing January 1, 1956 and ended December 
31, 1956. 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 2, 
Section 25, of the Ordinances of 1954, a meeting was 
held once each month on the following dates, with a 
special meeting called on August 23, 1956:

During the year, Charles J. Fox retired, and John A. 
Breen, the new Director of Administrative Services, 
appointed by his Honor, the Mayor, in April, took 
over the duties as Chairman. Charles A. Callanan, 
Secretary to the Commission, resigned to accept a 
position as Superintendent of Construction for the 
School Buildings Department, and a new member, 
appointed by his Honor, the Mayor, as Building Com- 
missioner, Thomas J. Hughes, joined the Commission in 
October. He was designated as Secretary to the Com- 
mission on November 138 and the Acting Secretary, 
Lawrence W. Costello, was requested to continue his 
services as Acting Secretary, to which he agreed. The 
Acting Secretary’s duties, as in the past, consist in 
taking the minutes of the meetings, handling correspond- 
ence for the Commission and compiling the Annual 
Report. 

Subjects discussed during the year covered various 
phases of public safety, with definite action being taken 
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on several recommendations, and further deliberations 
and studies being required on several others. The 
subject of public safety has become one of the most 
important studies of all large municipalities throughout 
the country and, to keep in line with the many new 
features and devices being inaugurated each day for 
the benefit of the public’s safety, requires constant 
research, vigilance and alertness on the part of those 
delegated with the responsibility of safeguarding the 
health and life of its people. The Public Safety Com- 
mission is well aware of this fact and has been performing 
an excellent service to the public since its establishment 
in 1954, with little or no publicity attached to its 
operations, and with progressive safety measures the 
main theme of its studies, deliberations and action, as 
will be attested to by the following subjects taken 
up during 1956: 


1. New Hovusine Copet 


Several public hearings were held the early part of 
the year regarding a proposed Code for Minimum 
Standards for Human Habitation, now known as the 
New Housing Code. Considerable time and effort 
were contributed by the Health and Building Com- 
missioners in formulating a code to comply with federal 
requirements and, at the same time, meet the require- 
ments for good health, good sanitation and good fire 
prevention measures which, ultimately, will result in 
maximum protection for the greater part of the public. 
The new code was adopted the latter part of the year 
and is now being put into effect. 

Under the Urban Renewal Law, it is necessary to 
have a continuing inspectional program in order to 
secure federal funds in any substantial amount and, 
in connection with these requirements, the Chairman 
of the Commission, Mr. Breen, suggested that an 
effort be made to coordinate the work of all inspectional 
units in the city, including social workers from the 
Hospital, Institutions and Welfare Departments, so 
that the city would be saved the expense of hiring 
individuals to fulfill the federal requirements. A 
meeting has been arranged for the early part of January, 
1957, to be participated in by the Health, Fire and 
Building Commissioners and the supervisors of all 
inspectional units of the city, with a view to acquainting 
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each and every one with the provisions of the new 
Housing Code. By acquainting this group with the 
major provisions of the Code, it will then be possible 
to report any infractions or violations to some central 
agency for action. It is believed that a workable plan 
will be formulated, thereby obviating the necessity 
of hiring additional inspectors to comply with the 
provisions of the federal statute. A thorough knowledge 
of the new housing code by a greater number of 
individuals will increase interest in this all-important 
function and will eliminate the necessity of inaugurating 
an expensive inspectional program. 


2. INCINERATOR CONTROL 


It was found, during the first part of the year, that 
many individuals and various types of organizations 
throughout the city were utilizing incinerators adjacent 
to their homes, without realizing that a license was 
required. Through the joint efforts of the Fire Depart- 
ment and the Health Department, this condition has 
been corrected to a large extent and, with the issuance 
of a pamphlet by the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment, sometime during the year 1957, listing all licenses 
and permits required by the city government for various 
usages, it should be possible to acquaint the public 
and all city agencies with all statutory requirements, 
and negligence on the part of any individual or organiza- 
tion will be greatly minimized. 

The possibility of destroying the bodies of dead ani- 
mals through incineration was also given consideration 
and the matter was brought to the attention of the 
Animal Rescue League. It might be well to note here 
that the Animal Rescue League disposes of some three 
cubic yards of dead animals daily and it has been 
customary to dispose of the same by a rendering process, 
but the hair of the animals had been clogging the 
machinery to such an extent that this process has been 
discontinued and the League was required to send such 
animals to Lowell and Peabody for disposal. It is be- 
lieved that the incinerator process will be a more efficient 
and cleaner method of disposing of dead animals in the 
future. While on the subject of animals, we are happy 
to point out that after a group of health officials from 
various sections of the country visited the Haymarket 
Square Animal Laboratories in the early part of 1956 
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they were so impressed with the cleanliness and upkeep 
of the same that it prompted the remark that, in their 
opinion, they were the cleanest and best-kept labo- 
ratories in the country. 


3. ANTI-POLIOMYELITIS PROGRAM 


Plans were inaugurated during the winter months 
to make a concentrated fight against polio and, in this 
connection and at the recommendation of this Com- 
mission, a special appropriation was provided in the 
amount of $28,000 to cover the services of additional 
doctors, nurses and clerks, and the acquisition of medical 
equipment, such as hypodermic needles, syringes, steri- 
lizers and other medication. Although the United 
States government, the State Department of Public 
Health and the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis jointly made vaccine available, without cost, 
for all children under 15 years of age and expectant 
mothers, it was realized and anticipated that, in order 
to perform the best service possible, it would be neces- 
sary to secure these additional funds. ‘To indicate an 
example of money well spent in the matter of public 
health, we are proud to present the results of this 
program.

Although he is a member of this Commission, Dr. 
Cauley, the Health Commissioner, nevertheless, is to be 
congratulated by the remaining members for a job well 
done, as it was under his supervision that the program 
was followed through to a successful conclusion for the 
year 1956. It is planned to continue the Inoculations 
Program during the present year and subsequent years 
until all age groups, from teenagers up, have been g ven 
the protection which has proven so successful among 
the children and expectant mothers. 


4. ESTABLISHMENT OF A PusBLic HEALTH COUNCIL 


Discussions during the years 1954-55 resulted in the 
establishment of a Public Health Council on March 27, 
1956. The new Public Health Council consists of nine 
members appointed by the Mayor, of whom at least 
one is a registered physician, one a registered dentist, 
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one a representative of an industry engaged in handling 
food, one a representative of another industry, one a 
representative of labor and one a housewife. The Com- 
mission believes that the establishment of such a Council 
will result in the tightening of controls over all matters 
of public health and will, through study and observation, 
keep the citizens and the city officials alert to all new 
procedures and policies being followed by other health 
agencies throughout the city and country. 


~ 


5. NATIONAL SAFETY COUNCIL REPORTS 


The Annual Report of the National Safety Council 
for the year 1955, published in February of 1956, indi- 
cated that Boston led all cities of the nation having 
populations between 750,000 and 1,000,000 in traffic 
engineering, receiving a rating of 98 per cent. In the 
dissemination of public safety information, we ranked 
fifth and in the matter of legislation we ranked tenth. 
It should be mentioned here that our rating in legisla- 
tion was probably due to the fact that we have no 
legislation governing pedestrian traffic and other law 
enforcement problems, for which other cities in the 
country are covered by statutory authority. A report 
on traffic deaths for the first two months of 1956, for 
cities in the category previously mentioned, indicated 
that Boston ranked second, with San Francisco in first 
place. 


6. StrorM HazArpDs 


Through the coordination of the Traffic, Health and 
Fire Departments, the hazards attendant to severe 
storms, two of which we experienced during the year, 
were disseminated through the facilities of radio, tele- 
vision and newspapers, reducing substantially the 
number of accidents which would have resulted had the 
Commission been negligent in coordinating a program 
of this character. Some of the items brought to the 
attention of the public concerned the dangers of allowing 
young children to play in the streets, where the pos- 
sibility of being lost or suffocated in snow banks was 
always present; the dangers of elderly people travelling 
in the snow developing pneumonia or receiving fractures 
or broken bones as a result of falls; the clearing of snow 
away from fire hydrants for immediate access by the 
Fire Department in the event of fire, ete. During both 
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storms, 75 per cent of Fire Department personnel was 
kept on duty and all fire houses were kept open for the 
convenience of those stranded, and the Fire Department 
garage on Southampton Street was utilized by many 
persons who could not find hotel accommodations and 
who, otherwise, would have been obliged to sleep in 
their cars. 

Surveys were made by the Health Department to 
ascertain the availability of milk and other staple food 
supplies, with milk distributors and chain stores co- 
operating in every way. Because of these protective 
measures initiated by the Commission and supervised 
by the Traffic, Health and Fire Commissioners, accidents 
and fatalities, which normally would number in the 
hundreds, were kept at a minimum. 


7. IMPROVEMENTS IN FIRE DEPARTMENT EFFICIENCY 
Traning Programs 


a All men in the department have undergone training 
during the year in the use of gas masks. Many defects in 
masks were found and corrected. 

b All men in the department are being trained in Red 
Cross First Aid; previously, only chiefs’ drivers had been 
trained. 

c Approximately 100 men have been trained in Civil De- 
fense by using equipment built at the Naval Training Station. 

d A course for the training of officers in a Teachers Pro- 
gram has been organized. This program was instituted with 
the cooperation of the Department of Education. 

e Ladder Companies which have Civil Defense Units in 
their quarters have been trained in pump procedures so that, 
in case of an emergency, the man reporting can put these 
pumps into service. 

f Company training in quarters during the evenings, 
regarding many new procedures, has been initiated. 

g Legislation has been approved and an award of con- 
tract has been made for the erection of a training school at 
Moon Island. | 

h Continuous training and drill have been given in the 
use of equipment, heavy stream appliances, master fog 
stream and ladder pipes, rescue, etc.

Miscellaneous 

a When there is a suspicion of a gas leak it is necessary 
to use an explosimeter to determine whether or not gas is 
present in quantities which would be detrimental. Prior to 
this year, there was only one explosimeter available in the 
entire department and many times there would be a long 
wait until this was brought to the scene where it was needed. 
Now there is an explosimeter in each District Chief’s car and 
quick determination can be made of the danger in any re- 
ported gas leak. 

b An Order was passed to include two new fire houses in 
addition to the two carried in the previous Loan Order. 

c Clorox Chemical Plant in Brighton surveyed. All fire 
fighters in Brighton district are now trained to combat emer- 
gency leaks with a kit purchased by the Chemical Company. 
Large quantities of chlorine are housed in this area. 

d Survey was made of all life lines, guide lines, signal 
lines — many were found defective and replaced. 

e Electric lines installed on Fire Boats for illuminating 
the water side of buildings afire. 

f Laxity in theatres in fire prevention measures corrected. 

g In order to give the city as much protection as possible 
from airplane fires, a hosewagon is housed at Engine 40, near 
the Airport, and is equipped with two 750-pound Kardox 
Units, and two 300-pound Ansul Powder Units to give addi- 
tional fire extinguishment in the event of airplane fires. | 

/ The Boston Edison Company employees have been 
instructed in the use of extinguishers. 

2 Mutual aid from various s neighboring cities on the fourth 
alarm has been vastly improved. 

j Fire prevention publicity has been increased and ex- 
panded. WBZ-TYV programs have been expanded and WBZ 
radio has been added three times a day; WVDA each morn- 
ing, WHDH two or three times a day between 10.00 a.m. 
and 12 noon; WCOP twice a day. 

k Hydrant inspections are continuing and any defects 
found have been brought to the attention of the Water De- 
partment for correction. 

lt ‘Two units were established to operate during the grass 
fire season. | 
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m Electric equipment in various units has been over- 


hauled. 
m In-service inspections have continued during the year 
and will continue until completed. 


8. COASTING STREETS 


A survey of coasting streets, many of which have been 
designated as such for a great many years without ob- 
serving changes in traffic movements or noting the 
increases in the number of motor vehicles now operating 
throughout the city, was conducted by the Traffic 
Commission. As a result of said surveys, many of the 
streets listed were eliminated from the official list, 
thereby decreasing the hazards attendant to coasting 
and the number of damage suits instituted against the 
city due to coasting accidents. 


9, Aptt-Nigut PARKING 


The all-night parking situation, especially in the 
residential areas of the city, was given considerable 
study by the Commission during the year, with Com- 
missioner Reilly sitting in with the Corporation Counsel 
and three representatives from the Attorney General’s 
Staff on several occasions, to endeavor to break down 
the complex legal obstacles which apply to the parking 
of cars on alternate sides of a way. Resulting from these 
deliberations, legislation has been proposed for the year 
1957 which will apply throughout the Commonwealth 
and which will allow the Boston Traffic Commission 
to make rules and regulations to authorize unlimited 
parking on ways within their control between the hours 
of midnight and 8.00 a.m. Such regulations may pro- 
vide for parking on alternate sides of the street on 
alternate days in conformity with standards to be- 
adopted by the State Department of Public Works. 
The all-night parking of cars on both sides of a way in 
residential areas has presented a real problem to the 
Fire Department for several years and, in the event of 
a major conflagration in any of these areas, the loss of 
life and property would be devastating. Fortunately, 
up to the present time, we have not experienced a major 
catastrophe and it is believed that, after the proposed 
legislation is enacted and rules and regulations are set 
up by the Traffic Commission, tension will be eased and 
a larger degree of protection will be afforded the citizens 
and properties located in these congested districts.

10. Snow REMOVAL 


At the direction of his Honor, the Mayor, a meeting 
was called in May of this year, attended by Traffic 
Commissioner Reilly, with a view to formulating uniform 
regulations among 14 cities and towns adjacent to 
Boston in the matter of snow removal. It was empha- 
sized at this meeting that many improvements in snow 
removal methods could be developed, provided we had 
the cooperation of the adjoining cities and towns. There 
was some question as to whether or not legislation would 
be required to place such regulations into effect, but, 
nevertheless, it was agreed that if uniform regulations 
were set up for future snow removal work, with all 
adjacent cities and towns cooperating, we would not be 
confronted with the traffic tie-ups, accidents and other 
problems to which we were subjected during the winter 
season of 1956. Some progress has been made along 
these lines but further study is necessary to inaugurate 
a plan that will be workable and agreeable to all mu- 
nicipalities concerned. It is hoped that the all-night 
parking law, to which reference is made in the previous 
paragraph, if enacted during the coming year, will 
remedy the situation to some extent. 


11. DemouitTion PROJECT 


At a special meeting of the Commission, held on 
August 23, it was pointed out that a state of emergency 
existed in the city due to the rapid increase in the num- 
ber of abandoned buildings, which constitute a menace 
to the public health and safety and are a cause of alarm 
and fear on the part of the residents of the city. Through 
the recommendation of this Commission, $500,000 was 
appropriated in order to remedy this situation as rapidly 
as possible. A Director of Demolition, John A. Murray, 
was appointed by his Honor, the Mayor, and he has 
been performing a splendid service in coordinating the 
work of both the Health and Building Departments, 
which agencies are cooperating in every way to expedite 
matters. 

Abandoned buildings and dilapidated structures 
throughout the city presented a problem that has been 
mounting over a gréat many years. Because of a lack 
of sufficient appropriations during prior years to perform 
this all-essential work on an annual basis, the special 
appropriation made this year was an absolute necessity. 
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Fire and health hazards were the determining factors in 
starting the ball rolling. The actual project did not get 
under way until the early part of October and, from this 
date to December 31, some 140 structures were razed or 
are in the process of being razed under contracts already 
awarded. We trust that, by the end of 1957, a real dent 
will be made in this project, making for better living 
conditions, decreasing fire hazards to a great extent and 
providing opportunities for either new construction or 
parking space areas which are sorely needed throughout 
the city. At the recommendation of the Chairman, all 
demolition contracts now contain a proviso that the 
contractor must provide extermination services in con- 
nection with the razing of structures where, prior to this 
recommendation, extermination services were awarded 
under a separate and distinct contract which, naturally, 
was a costly procedure. 

In the spring of the year the Health Department 
initiated a drive to clean up all the vacant lots through- 
out the city, notifying owners of conditions and re- 
questing their cooperation. Those failing to comply 
with the request of the Health Department had liens 
placed on their properties for the cost of cleaning up 
their lots. The plan worked out fairly well but it was 
an impossibility, with a shortage of help and the neces- 
sary funds, to keep a constant vigil on such lots through- 
out the city. 


12. AccIDENT COMPENSATION AND FRAUDULENT 
CLAIMS 


This subject was given considerable study on several 
occasions during the year with Theodore Hoppe, Direc- 
tor of the Mayor’s Automotive Advisory Committee, 
appearing at one meeting and outlining his experiences 
in this particular field and presenting definite recom- 
mendations with a view to setting up standard proce- 
dures in accident reporting, injury claims, etc. The 
Commission was of the opinion that after additional 
study, on which it is at present engaged, and with the 
cooperation of the Law Department, a standard proce- 
dure could be adopted that would be beneficial in 
reducing industrial accidents and abolishing, if possible, 
any fraudulent claims in the future. Another recom- 
mendation now being explored is the possibility of 
establishing the function of a safety engineer in the 
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city government. We are spending approximately 
$200,000 a year for Workmen’s Compensation claims 
and the same practice is prevalent throughout the coun- 
try. If, and when, a plan is adopted to educate and 
instruct employees in various safety programs, with a 
Safety Engineer supervising the program, it is believed 
that fraudulent claims against the city will be a thing 
of the past and the number of accidents will be reduced 
to a minimum. However, before any definite program 
ean be initiated, decision has to be made as to what 
department this activity would be connected, how we 
should finance it and how far we desire to go in enforcing 
its provisions. It was suggested that the program should 
be placed under the direction of a Safety Engineer to be 
assigned to the Workmen’s Compensation Service. 


13. PARKING FOR A FEE IN R—40 AND R-65 DIstTRIcTs 


The Chairman discussed this matter with you in 
detail the early part of June and it was his contention 
that the razing of abandoned buildings in R-40 and R-65 
districts would create an incentive for many absentee 
owners to secure revenue by removing the structures and 
using the land as parking lots for a fee. The tone of the 
neighborhood would be improved and the blight occa- 
sioned by the low maintenance of the properties in the 
hands of the absentee landowners arrested. It was 
pointed out to you and to the other members of this 
Commission that there was no adequate reason for not 
permitting the parking of passenger cars, for a fee, as a 
permitted use in congested residential districts and that 
it was only another instance where the 1924 Zoning Act 
is not realistic when applied to 1956 conditions. It was 
agreed that an amendment to the 1924 Zoning Act be 
proposed for submission to the 1957 session of the Legis- 
lature and, at the recommendation of this Commission, 
the Law Department has submitted the proposed amend- 
ment for consideration by the present legislative session. 


14. ELEVATOR SAFETY 


The ‘iassachusetts Board of Elevator Regulations 
and the Building Department brought to the attention 
of this Commission an increase in the number of elevator 
accidents during the first six months of this year — some 
fatal — which occurred in housing projects throughout 
the city. Most of the accidents were caused by children 
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opening the escape hatches at the top of elevator cars 
and, at that time, the Chairman of the Board of Elevator 
Regulations drew up a tentative schedule of protective 
measures which would eliminate this hazard in the 
future. One of the specilications called for the installa- 
tion of a manual key set enclosed stop switch in every 
power passenger push button elevator, which would 
open the circuit if the escape hatch was not in the closed 
position and would cause the electric power to be re- 
moved from the elevator driving machine motor and 
brake. This recommendation was brought to the 
attention of the Housing Authority and this new meas- 
ure of protection was adopted. 


Within the past five years there were 65 deaths con- 
nected with elevator operations throughout the entire 
city. At the present time there are 3,145 passenger 
elevators, 3,187 freight elevators, 2,080 dumb waiters 
and 90 escalators. There are only seven men in the 
Building Department to make annual inspections and 
the Building Commissioner claims that this number 
is far from sufficient to do a thorough and efficient job. 
Apparently, the State Board of Elevator Regulations 
agrees with the Building Commissioner, as it has recom- 
mended that at least 15 men be utilized on this particular 
work. All elevator operations will have to comply with 
a new code, recently established by the State, before 
1961 and, if the city is to meet the requirements of the 
new Code, it is imperative that additional inspectors 
be hired at an early date. The Chairman was of the 
opinion that the new rates for elevator inspections, as 
established this year by ordinance, might give us 
sufficient added income to consider favorably the hiring 
of additional men. The Building Commissioner does 
not believe that the additional income will be sufficient 
to meet the requirements, but is to discuss the matter 
further with the Supervisor of Budgets when presenting 
his budget estimates for the year 1957. 


15. Frre DEPARTMENT APPROVAL OF NEw ConstTRUC- 
TION PLANS 3 


The Fire Commissioner discussed with the Commis- 
sion a proposal to secure legislative authority to inspect 
and approve plans for any new construction and the 
larger renovation projects to ascertain whether or not 
said plans sometimes fail to include proper ventilation 
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facilities which are a necessity at the time of a fire, such 
as windows, flue vents, etc., and it was the Fire Com- 
missioner’s belief that, if the Fire Department had the 
authority to inspect plans before the Building Com- 
missioner gave his final approval, it would, in many 
cases, save many lives in the event of a major fire and 
property loss would be substantially reduced. 

Rather than go to the legislature for this inspectional 
authority, the Building Commissioner agreed to allow 
the Fire Department to inspect all such plans for ap- 
proval or disapproval before action by him. The Com- 
mission unanimously endorsed the establishment of this 
procedure, which has already been put into effect. 


SUMMARY 


The results of this year’s activities should bear fruit 
in the immediate future. The adoption of a new Housing 
Code, the control of incineration, the establishment of 
a Public Health Council, the continuing fight against 
polio, as noted by the amazing results of last year, the 
inauguration of standard procedures to combat storm 
hazards, the improvements in Fire Department effi- 
ciency, the elimination of dangerous coasting areas, 
the proposed legislation for controlling the all-night 
parking hazards in residential districts, the razing of 
dilapidated and abandoned structures, the initiation of 
a plan to reduce industrial accidents within the frame- 
work of the city government, proposed legislation to 
allow parking for a fee in R-40 and R-65 districts, the 
adoption of safety regulations for the operations of 
elevators and the adoption of a procedure to have Fire 
Department officials inspect all new building plans are 
some of the major accomplishments of this Commission 
for the year 1956. 

As stated previously, public safety has become one 
of the most important phases of municipal administra- 
tion throughout the country and it is our belief that, 
within the next few years, the citizenry will become 
more safety-conscious than they have ever been in the 
past. This is a natural trend because of the many 
thousands of new types of machinery being introduced 
to the public and the many thousands of added motor 
vehicles that are traversing our highways each day. 
Protective measures for the health and safety of the 
people are the main functions of this Commission and, 
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although our studies and deliberations cover only a 
short period of 21% years, we feel, nevertheless, that we 
have contributed sufficient food for thought to insure 
greater and more efficient progress in the public safety 
field for the future.

The purpose of the commission is to aid in the 
preservation of a cultural heritage, a nationally famous 
historic district, which, in giving pleasure to our citizens, 
attracting visitors to Boston, reflects credit upon our 
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city. Although the law under which we operate has 
teeth, our policy is to impress upon applicants that we 
function as a sort of architectural clinic, that we are 
here to.give advice and to help prevent them from 
making mistakes which might be detrimental to their 
own as well as their neighbor’s property. We took 
our cue for this approach from Charleston, South 
Carolina, the first city in this country to adopt the 
preservation of a Historic District by architectural 
control. Its Board of Architectural Review has been 
in operation with marked success since 1931 without 
a single court case. 


Many of our applications have been for the erection 
of signs on Charles street. ‘So far, we have been able 
to convince merchants that: small, well-designed signs 
are better advertising than large, garish ones that 
have no relation to the architectural design of the 
building and contribute to the messy appearance of 
a block. Would that we had this law years ago, for 
Charles street could have been the most attractive 
local shopping street in the city. We hope that time 
and continuous education will bring this about. 

The Beacon Hill Law specifically exempts ordinary 
maintenance and repairs to the outside of buildings 
from the commission’s control. ‘This has been in- 
terpreted to include painting. Already there have been 
a few instances where an unfortunate choice of color 
has brought criticism. We may feel obliged to petition 
the legislature to amend the law in this respect, but, 
in the meantime, we hope that the pamphlet we are 
having prepared will help. This publication will 
outline the purposes of the law, the procedure for 
applicants to follow, and will advise as to the proper 
way to make outside repairs, including suggestions as 
to appropriate colors. 

John G. Greene, nominee of the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, felt obliged 
to resign in November for personal reasons. During 
the year that he was.with us he was a most valuable 
member due to his life residence on the Hill and his 
long interest and activity in preservation work. 

We are most happy in your Honor’s appointment of 
Andrew H. Hepburn of the firm of Perry, Shaw, Hepburn 
and Dean, as he brings to the commission great 
knowledge and skill in the design of the late Georgian 
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period. We feel especially fortunate in now having 
three members of the architectural profession in the 
service of the public on the commission. 

The commission extends its thanks to former Hains 
Commissioner Charles A. Callanan, and to present 
Building Commissioner Thomas J. Hughes for the 
cooperation afforded in the past year. Space has been 
made available for commission meetings and the 
personnel of the department, especially the efficient 
and tactful offices of our secretary, Frank J. Coughlin, 
have been most helpful.

DEAR SIR: 

The City Planning Board submits herewith, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of section 24, chapter 3, Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, its forty-third annual report, con- 
taining a statement of its acts and doings and receipts 
and expenditures for the year ending December 31, 1956. 

The Board at its meeting on May 15, acting under the 
provisions of section 9, chapter 3, of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, re-elected Thomas F. McDonough as 
Chairman and Joseph A. Mitchell as Vice-Chairman for 
the ensuing year. 
_ There were several changes in.the membership of the 
Board during the past year. On January 11, the Board 
adopted resolutions on the resignation of George F. 
Oakes who because of an extended illness had found it 
necessary to terminate his membership. Mr. Oakes had 
served nearly four years on the Board and was outstand- 
ing in his public spirit and civic ability. A copy of the 
resolution was incorporated in the 1955 report. On 
July 13, the Board was saddened to learn of his death and 
a delegation from the Board attended the funeral rites. 

Samuel G. Fish was reappointed for the term ending 
May 1, 1962. 
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Mr. William F. Otis was duly appointed a board 
member and was sworn as such before the City Clerk 
on May 8, for the term ending May 1, 1962, thus filling 
the position left vacant by Mr. Oakes. 

Miss Margaret Divver was duly appointed and sworn 
as of May 22 also for the term ending May 1, 1962 to 
take the place of Mrs. Louise Raia who had served three 
years on the Board. 

On October 10, Mr. Otis resigned previous to his 
election as a member of the General Court. On Novem- 
ber 20, Mr. Frederick A. Davis was appointed and 
sworn before the City Clerk to fill the unexpired term of 
Mr. Otis. 

During the year 23 formal meetings and many com- 
mittee and conference meetings were held. As in 
previous reports, the various problems studied during 
the past year are presented herewith in as much detail 
as appears advisable for purposes of record, while all the 
maps, plans and charts referred to are on file in the office 
of the Board and are open for inspection.

THE GENERAL PLAN 


CENTRAL BuSINEss District STuDY 


Two proposals of the Central Area Study were pub- 
lished in mimeograph form this year. In May, a prelim- 
inary report entitled ‘““North End Waterfront Proposal” 
was issued and in August the ‘‘Government Center 
Study” was released. 


The waterfront report portrays a redevelopment 
along Atlantic Avenue from Northern Avenue to Com- 
mercial Street, a three quarter mile stretch covering 
most of the historic wharf area. The plan calls for the 
elimination of most of the present buildings there and 
the erection of modern facilities, including a park, a 
museum, a marina for the parking of small boats, new 
piers and ship service establishments and a heliport. 
The report suggested that this redevelopment might be 
undertaken by the new Port Authority. 

- The Government Center Report suggested a layout 
for a group of new government buildings extending from 
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the State House to Faneuil Hall which would mean the 
replacing of not only City Hall, but also private struc- 
tures which have long outlived their period of efficient 
service in the Pemberton-Dock Square area. The pro- 
posal is particularly appropriate at this time in view of 
the fact that new Federal, State and City structures are 
all accepted as immediate needs. The United States 
Senate Public Works Committee has already approved 
an expenditure of $28,000,000 for the construction on a 
lease-purchase basis of a new federal building in Boston, 
and a State Legislative Recess Commission has reported 
on the need of a state office building. The government 
center site lies between the prospective West End 
redevelopment project and the North End Waterfront 
proposal. The accomplishment of these projects could 
result in a belt of new building clear across the northern 
end of the downtown area from the Charles River to 
the Atlantic Avenue waterfront. 


A cardinal part of the proposal is the beginning of a 
scheme for simplifying the downtown street system 
and creating ample settings for new development in 
place of the existing hodge-podge development. The 
fifty acre tract is now encumbered with a hopeless con- 
fusion of streets which occupy nearly one half of the 
total area. 


At the end of the year a “Citizens Committee” 
sponsored by the Chamber of Commerce was very 
active in striving to prosecute the aims of the plan and 
the Mayor had submitted legislation to enable the city 
to make certain financial arrangements with the federal 
government which could result in the construction of 
the federal building and city hall in the immediate future. 


At the close of the year the staff was completing a 
tentative report on a long term redevelopment of the 
North End residential section. 


Through the efforts of the Mayor, negotiations were 
fructifying between the Stevens “Back Bay Center’’ 
group and the Prudential Insurance Company regarding 
the transfer of the twenty-eight acre Boston and Albany 
Railroad yard site for its development as Prudential 
Center. In December, legislation was submitted by the 
Mayor to allow Boston to borrow $12,000,000 to con- 
struct an auditorium and exhibition hall as a part of 
the proposed Prudential Center. An auditiorium has 
been a long felt need among business and hotel interests 
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in the city and Boston’s attraction as a convention city 
has been hampered by the lack of a large convention 
hall. At the close of the year prospects for the Pruden- 
tial Development are very bright. 


Karly in the year the staff had extended its studies to 
another problem area in the central district. Since the 
New England Medical Center had developed long term 
plans for the expansion of its facilities on Harrison 
Avenue it was felt that a continued redevelopment to 
the west 7.e. to Stuart and Arlington Streets would pro- 
vide a much needed hinge of business development 
between the uptown and downtown shopping areas. In 
September, the Urban Renewal Division of the Housing 
Authority requested an appropriation from the Mayor 
and Council to proceed with preliminary studies pre- 
paratory to making an application to the Federal gov- 
ernment for advance planning funds for a fourth urban 
renewal project for this so-called ‘‘South Cove” area. 


Indeed with the proposed extension of the Massachu- 
setts Turnpike into the South Station area by way of the 
Boston and Albany railroad right of way the year 1956 
was an active one from the point of view of proposals 
which contemplate the redevelopment of Boston on a 
major scale. 


ZECKENDORF PROPOSAL 


In September the Chairman of the Board was ap- 
pointed a member of a citizens committee of twenty 
prominent people, headed by Thomas G. Dignan, 
President of the Boston Edison Company, to consider 
the proposals contained in the so-called Zeckendorf 
Plan. This plan, which is being sponsored by Mr. 
William Zeckendorf, President of the Webb & Knapp 
Company of New York, envisages an extensive redevel- 
opment of the entire South Station area. The staff in 
the meantime has been cooperating with representatives 
of the Zeckendorf interests on an informational basis. 
At the end of the year the Board reported on its view- 
point of the Webb & Knapp proposals to the Mayor’s 
Committee. Though little exception was taken to the 
re-use proposals of the plan, question was raised as to its 
conditions, the principal issue arising from the prerequi- 
site that the Massachusetts Turnpike be constructed 
along the Boston and Albany right-of-way through the 
Back Bay yards to a connection with the Fitzgerald 
Expressway in the vicinity of South Station. 
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System SruprEsS — FIRE STATIONS 


In September, the staff report on “A System of Fire 
Stations” was presented for Board consideration. At a 
meeting with Fire Commissioner Cotter certain changes 
and recommendations particularly with regard to two 
proposed locations were suggested. A new map in- 
corporating those changes has been drawn and it is 
expected the report will be published in the ensuing year 
as a third in a series of public facility system proposals. 


SCHOOLS AND RECREATION 


A fourth system report has been underway. This 
report is a combined study of the school and recreation 
systems since both systems to a large extent should 
be interrelated. With the excellent cooperation of 
school officials, the school system phase, with the excep- 
tion of high schools, has been completed. In the en- 
suing year it is expected that the recreation phase will be 
completed and integrated with the school system study 
so that another element in the detailed general plan will 
be available. 


TRANSPORTATION 


EXPRESSWAYS 


It is satisfying to record that in addition to the start of 
construction on the tunnel section of the Fitzgerald 
Expressway, the construction of the Southeast Express- 
way and the Northeast Expressway was also begun 
during the year. Completion of the three projects is 
scheduled for late 1958. Planning for the Belt Route 
and the Southwest Expressway are of next imme- 
diate concern. 

The enactment of federal legislation sponsoring a 
13-year, 50-billion-dollar, interstate highway program 
wherein the federal government will pay ninety per cent 
of the costs augurs well for early consideration of the 
last two mentioned projects, since they have been de- 
signated as components of the interstate system. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE 
On August 2, the Board met with the Mayor and 
discussed the proposed extension of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike into downtown Boston and the effect it might 
have on the building of the Belt Route. As a result of

this meeting the Mayor arranged for a meeting of the 
Board with Turnpike Authority representatives. Due 
to postponements, this meeting did not take place until 
early in December at the Authority’s offices. The Turn- 
pike Authority representatives declared that there was 
no additional information to disclose, that their engi- 
neers were investigating possible routes but that any 
determination on routes would have to await the receipt 
of a traffic and economic report now being prepared by 
Coverdale & Colpits which was expected early in the 
ensuing year. The Turnpike Authority representatives 
promised a further meeting with the Board when pend- 
ing studies are prepared. A decision on this matter is 
vital not only as it concerns the metropolitan highway 
master plan but in its import on the replanning of the 
downtown area. 


DOWNTOWN CIRCULATION 


Several meetings on a staff level were held during 
the early part of the year with chief engineers of other 
city departments concerned with highways, regarding 
the development of a long range master plan for the 
central area street system. The planning staff has 
independently developed such a plan but it is in need of 
assessment by a technical committee. Proposals for 
large scale projects such as the ‘‘Government Center” 
are related to this plan. It is expected that in the en- 
suing year an official technical committee will be con- 
vened to make a determination on this plan which is 
fundamental in the rebuilding of the downtown area. 


OFrr-STREET PARKING 


In January the contract was let by the Real Property 
Department for the construction of the City’s fourth 
garage, having a capacity of 625 cars, at St. James 
Street in the uptown area. On September 1, a lease was 
signed with the Colt Realty Company, Inc., for the 
building of a 700-car automatic parking structure at 
Hayward Place and Harrison Avenue in the shopping 
area. Whereas the St. James garage is a ramp type 
garage being constructed by the city, the Hayward 
Place garage is of the mechanical type and is being 
erected by a private developer under the forty-year 
lease arrangement whereby the garage becomes the 
property of the city at the expiration of the lease. 
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Construction of a sixth garage with a capacity of 
700 car spaces at Central and Kilby Streets, in the heart 
of the financial district, has been delayed since the city 
has been temporarily enjoined by court order from 
taking the land. Land at the foot of the exit ramp of 
Fitzgerald Expressway at Fort Hill Square has been 
transferred by the Commonwealth to the Real Property 
Department to be used as a site for a parking structure. 

Regarding garage construction by private enterprise 
it is interesting to report that a three-hundred car ramp 
garage is being built as part of a new building on the 
old U. 8. Hotel site at Lincoln and Beach Streets, and 
that construction has started on the erection of a 265-car 
automatic parking structure on Province Street. Both 
of these sites were recommended locations in the Plan- 
ning Board’s Downtown Parking Report of 1954. 

In May as a result of a request by the Real Property 
Department for additional locations, the Board re- 
evaluated its off-street Parking Report, dated December, 
1954. The Board reported that the parking program 
recommended was sound and that no new factors con- 
cerning traffic counts or economic surveys were available 
upon which to base any change. 

The Board did revise its priority schedule to the extent 
of recommending that consideration of the building of a 
garage in Scollay Square be delayed pending the results 
of a proposed private garage at Court Square. Also 
that the Kingston-Bedford Street site and the Fort Hill 
Square site be acquired (which was done later in the 
year) as soon as possible and that a site be selected in 
the South Station area. Tentative sites recommended 
were in the rear of the United Shoe Machinery Building 
on High Street and on Congress Street. 

The Board met with the North Station Businessmen’s 
Association regarding its request that a garage be built 
in the North Station Area. A staff study revealed 
that any shortage in parking at North Station is caused 
by amusement events taking place in the Boston 
Garden. The Board felt that the North Station area 
could not be considered as a priority case at this time. 


URBAN RENEWAL 


During the year, the staff undertook a city-wide 
study to identify and classify renewal areas for the 
purpose of developing a renewal program for Boston. 
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Actually two bulletins were tentatively prepared out- 
lining the aim and extent of action needed. However, 
due to the successive resignation of staff members 
involved in the work, and a consequent lack of man- 
power on the staff as a whole, the final preparation of 
these bulletins was suspended, pending replenishment 
and upgrading of staff salaries. 

Meantime, staff studies on systems, schools and recrea- 
tion ete., which incidentally served as a part of the frame- 
work for urban renewal, were continued. 

During the year analysis work was done on two re- 
newal areas: one, in the Roxbury area contiguous to the 
proposed location of the belt expressway route, the 
other in the South Cove area bounded by Stuart, 
Kneeland, Albany Streets and Broadway. 

In the course of the year the Planning Board staff and 
the Housing Authority urban renewal staff conferred 
and collaborated concerning general renewal work and 
possible projects, the South Cove being one under con- 
sideration. However, though the Planning Board staff 
had pioneered on the study of this area, it was not so 
credited by the Urban Renewal Division of the Housing 
Authority when in September it published a mimeo- 
graphed report recommending the South Cove area as a 
renewal project. 

In April, the ‘Workable Program for Urban Renewal,” 
which had been prepared by the Planning Board with 
some assistance from the Urban Redevelopment Divi- 
sion and had been submitted to Washington the previous 
October, received federal approval. Albert M. Cole, 
Federal Housing Administrator at a luncheon tendered 
here at the Sheraton Plaza pointed out that approval 
of the Workable Program made Boston eligible for all 
types of federal assistance under the Housing Act of 
1954. Mr. Cole also at this luncheon presented to 
Mayor Hynes a federal government check in the amount 
of $1,474,600 as part of the federal government’s con- 
tribution to the development of the New York Streets 
redevelopment project. 

In July the Mayor appointed an Urban Renewal 
Coordinating Committee. Mr. John Breen, Director of 
Administrative Services, was designated as Chairman. 
In addition to the three members suggested in the 
Workable Progam, namely, the Health Commissioner, 
the Urban Redevelopment Director, and the Director of 
Planning, others appointed to this committee were the 
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Building Commissioner, Public Works Commissioner, 
the Coordinator of Rehabilitation and the Director of 
Demolition. 

Three committee meetings were held in the fall at the 
Planning Board office at which existing staff studies on 
urban renewal were reviewed. Consideration was given 
to several areas as probable renewal projects but no 
agreement to specifically designate any one of those areas 
as a priority renewal area could be agreed upon. The 
committee did adopt a scheme of action to accelerate the 
code enforcement program and supported plans to in- 
crease and upgrade the staff of the planning board. 

As of the end of the year the status of Boston’s three 
designated redevelopment projects is as follows: 


New York Streets Project — Clearance of 14 acres 
for industrial use —in execution stage, demolition 
90 per cent complete. 

West End Project — Clearance of 48 acres of sub- 
standard housing for residential re-use — awaiting 
final approval from Washington, expected early in 
ensuing year. 

Mattapan Project — Development of 80 acres of 
blighted open land for residential use — additional 
documentation submitted to obtain final planning 
advance. 


REZONING STUDY 


During the year the Board continued its review of the 
proposed zoning code, particularly with regard to pro- 
visions for the downtown and Back Bay districts. Asa 
result of a Board of Zoning Adjustment decision to allow 
a 155 feet district along the Beacon Street river front, 
with no maximum coverage requirements, two open 
meetings were held with the Back Bay Neighborhood 
Association. There was a full discussion of the provisions 
of the proposed code and the chances for its early 
adoption to prevent the possibility of having a solid wall 
of tall buildings being erected on the river front. The 
Board was of the opinion that certain floor area ratios 
downtown and in the high valued apartment districts 
were too low and increased the floor area ratios from 
eight to ten in business districts and from three to four 
in intown apartment districts. 

In April a second draft of the proposed code was 
prepared. A copy of the revised material was made 
available to certain legislators who wished to study the 
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code before taking action on the enabling act. In May, 
the code and maps were forwarded to the office of the 
Corporation Counsel for review. 

As a result of staff conferences with the Law Depart- 
ment, the format of the proposed code was simplified by 
tabulating all use regulations in one table. Other pre- 
liminary changes were made in order of sections, certain 
definitions, etc. By the end of the year a third draft of 
the code was being prepared for somewhat wider 
distribution and discussion by key groups and working 
committees involved in Boston’s zoning problems. 

Meanwhile several conferences were held with the 
Corporation Counsel regarding legislative consideration 
of the new enabling act. Though the Board voted that 
the Legislature be petitioned to eliminate from the bill a 
clause which would cause a twelve-month delay in 
adoption of the code, it was not carried out since the 
Corporation Counsel felt that it might jeopardize the 
passing of the bill. 

On August 10, the enabling act was passed and is 
further reported on in this report under the heading 
“‘Legislation.”’ 


STAFF REORGANIZATION 


During the last few years it had become evident that 
the staff was too limited both in quantity and quality to 
enable it to cope with the constantly increasing demands 
made upon it. Admittedly, the prime cause of the 
difficulty was a low salary schedule, which not only 
caused a high rate of turnover but prevented the 
securing of trained planners. In 1953, the Board had 
established a personnel committee whose function was 
to act on the qualifications of all new applicants and 
promotions recommended by the director. A prime 
effort of this committee was the attraction and training 
of local people to attract, train and build up a staff of 
local people who it was felt would stay in the area. 

A succession of resignations early in the year by senior 
members of the staff resulted in vacancies which could 
not be filled by qualified personnel because of the low 
salary schedule. 

In April the Board commissioned the firm of Adams, 
Howard and Greeley as its general consultants to submit 
a report on problems involved in improving the effective- 
ness of the staff and recruiting new staff to fill the vacan- 
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cies that were increasing at an alarming rate. On 
May 7, this firm forwarded a 13-page mimeographed 
“Report on Staff Problems” to the Board. The report 
first discussed the problem of recruiting and holding 
enough professionals with an adequate range of training 
and experience. After commenting on the shortage and 
national competition for planning personnel the report 
stated that the first element in this competitive situation 
is rate of pay and stated that if Boston is to fill its pres- 
ent vacancies with professionals capable of performing 
the duties of their positions, it must attract them from 
other cities; and in order to do this, professional salary 
rates must be increased very substantially. However it 
also stated that salary adjustments do not alone attract 
and hold qualified planners. It referred to other 
features of job attractiveness, such as job satisfaction, 
staff relationship to the Board and other liaison func- 
tions with the city government and to the community. 

A significant recommendation, in the light of the 
present personnel crisis, is to return to the practice of 
employing part-time students from local technical 
schools. 

Changes in administration of the internal workings of 
the department along with suggestions for engendering 
favorable publicity were also recommended in the report. 

Following this report the Personnel Committee held 
several executive sessions to determine a line of action. 
The result was that a new salary schedule and organiza- 
tion chart was prepared by the Director and the Board 
set up the new position of Administrator to head the 
department. At the end of the year Mr. Donald M. 
Graham, Redevelopment Director for the City of 
Providence, was selected to fill the position commencing 
January 7, 1957. 


LEGISLATION 


NEw ZoninG ENABLING AcT 


The Zoning Enabling Act, which had been before the 
Legislature the previous year in the form of House Bill 
1342 and Senate Bill 729, was this year again considered 
as Senate Bill 283. On August 10 the latter bill with 
amendments was approved as chapter 665 of the 
Acts of 1956. 

Two provisions in the Act were of great moment con- 
cerning any early adoption of new regulations. It gave 
the City Council until June 1, 1957 for acceptance of the 
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Act and it provided further that after adoption of the 
proposed code by the new Board of Zoning Commis- 
sioners that the code be filed with the clerk of the Senate 
and shall not take effect until one year has expired after 
such filing. 7 

On October 8 the Act was forwarded to the City 
Council by the Mayor. In December representatives of 
the Board met with the executive committee of the City 
Council, at the latter’s request, to discuss certain items 
in the Enabling Act with which the Council were not in 
agreement. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


During the 1956 legislative session three House bills, 
H 836, H 390, and H 664 were submitted for the estab- 
lishment of an official greater Boston council to perform 
metropolitan planning. The Board was represented at 
the hearing on House Bill 836 by the Vice-Chairman and 
the Director. The Board’s position was that of favoring 
metropolitan planning but opposing stipulated proposals 
which would allow Boston only one representative out 
of forty-six on the Council and would require Boston to 
pay at least 33 per cent of the cost. The bills were 
referred to the next annual session. 

Chapter 465 of the Acts of 1956 created the Massa- 
chusetts Port Authority which provided that the Sumner 
Tunnel, Mystic River Bridge, Logan Airport, Hanscom 
Field and the Port of. Boston facilities be acquired by 
this Authority. This Authority is empowered to extend, 
improve, maintain and operate the projects under its 
control by issuing revenue bonds, payable solely from 
revenues. The first requirement in the Act provided 
for the construction of an additional vehicular crossing 
between Boston Proper and East Boston. This crossing, 
whether a tunnel or a bridge, is to supplement the present 
two-lane vehicular Sumner Tunnel which was designed 
to carry 18,000 vehicles per day but which is now carry- 
ing 34,000 cars, with resultant congestion and danger 
to the general public particularly during breakdowns. 
The Authority is to purchase the Sumner Tunnel from 
the city by a cash payment of $7,900,000 in addition to 
taking over the principal of the tunnel bonds now 
outstanding. As of the end of 1956, the Port Authority 
has not sold its bonds, which is a necessary step before it 
can function as intended. . 

Chapter 581 authorized and directed the Metropolitan 
District Commission to take over the care, control, and 
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maintenance of certain public ways and parkways in 
several cities of the metropolitan area. In Boston it 
placed under Metropolitan District Commission jurisdic- 
tion the heavily used circumferential and radial route 
formed by Gallivan Boulevard, Morton Street, the 
Arborway, Jamaicaway, Riverway, Fenway, portions of 
Park Drive and Boylston Street, and Charlesgate West 
and East. Also a portion of Centre Street between 
V. F. W. Parkway and the Arborway and several streets 
in the southern tip of Hyde Park forming a connection 
between Stony Brook Reservation and Neponset Valley 
Parkway. 

Chapter 81 of the Resolves of 1956 directed the Metro- 
politan District Commission to make an investigation 
and study relative to the establishment of a public 
parking area in the vicinity of Storrow Memorial Drive 
and Charlesgate and a vehicular overpass across Beacon 
Street and Commonwealth Avenue at that point. 

Chapter 718, which authorized the expenditure of an 
additional 200 million dollars for the construction of 
expressways, specifically provided that the ‘“‘Inner Belt”’ 
project in the city of Boston must be approved by the 
Mayor. 

Chapter 675 provided that the remainder of the site 
of the former State Prison in Charlestown, after transfers 
have been made to the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works and the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion as necessary for highway purposes, shall be conveyed 
to the Boston Housing Authority as part of any land 
assembly and redevelopment project undertaken by the 
Authority, provided that all sums derived by the Author- 
ity from selling the land in accordance with the redevel- 
opment plan shall be paid to the Commonwealth. 

Chapter 466 increased the amount of state funds 
available for erecting housing for elderly persons of low 
income from fifteen million to thirty million. 

Chapter 421 directed the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission to construct suitable structures and facilities 
for recreation purposes on that part of the William H. 
Garvey playground in Dorchester which has not been 
taken by the Commonwealth for highway purposes. 

Chapter 264 authorized the city to sell land held by 
the city for park purposes at Gardner and Baker Streets 
in West Roxbury. 

It is regrettable to note that the Recess Commission 
established a few years ago to study the need and 
location of a new state office building, dissolved on 
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June 30 of this year. It is hoped that legislative action 
on the matter will be renewed at the next session, since 
the possibility of the establishment of a government 
center was so well supported by the general public 
towards the end of the year. 


M. D. C. REportT oN RECREATION NEEDS 


As a result of chapter 123 of the Resolves of 1955, the 
Metropolitan District Commission this year issued its 
“Report on A Study and Recommended Program of 
Development of Parks and Reservations and Recrea- 
tional Facilities of the Metropolitan Parks District.’ 
Such a plan had not been made since the Parks Commis- 
sion Report of 1892. For Boston the report proposed 
improvements to the South Boston, East Boston and Dor- 
chester Beaches; new ice rinks and dual purpose swim- 
ming pools in the downtown area; and improvements in 
Franklin Park and Stony Brook Reservation in Hyde 
Park and along the Neponset River. The report also 
recommended that a central metropolitan zoo should be 
established in Franklin Park and that the establishment 
of an aquarium, probably at the Museum of Science, 
should be planned for. It was suggested that public 
subscription might be investigated concerning the crea- 
tion of these last two features. 


PROPERTY MAPS 


During the year several conferences were held be- 
tween city officials and career men from different depart- 
ments concerning the need for up-to-date atlases or 
cadastral maps of the city. The present atlases in use 
throughout City Hall are all out-dated by at least twenty 
years, the oldest dating back to 1914. The several 
department maps existent vary in scale from 20 feet to 
150 feet to the inch and were drawn only with the indi- 
vidual departments particular need in mind. Negotia- 
tions with representatives of the Bromley Atlas Company 
to undertake a revising of the atlases failed when a sur- 
vey revealed that there would not be enough outside 
demand to warrant expenditures. The Board officially 
recommended to the Director of Administrative Services 
that a mapping survey be undertaken as part of the 
operating budget of the Department of Public Works. 
A legislative bill has been entered for the 1957 session to 
authorize Boston to borrow money for the preparation 
of these maps.

The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. Public hearings, executive sessions 
and inspection trips were held as found necessary, the 
staff of the City Planning Board rendering such assist- 
ance as was essential in the way of investigations, field 
surveys, drafting and clerical work. A detailed record 
of the proceedings has been filed by the Board in the 
office of the Building Commissioner, as required by law. 
This record is open to public inspection, and notice of 
the decision has been mailed to all parties in interest. 


PETITIONS 


Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 410 petitions has been received, 350 for changes 
in boundary lines, and 60 for review of Board of Appeal 
decisions on height variances. 

This year one decision authorizing a change in bound- 
ary lines was the subject of an appeal to the Superior 
Court and the action of the Board was upheld. However 
an appeal to the Supreme Court is now pending. 

In but four instances have decisions of the Board been 
set aside. In these cases the question of procedure was 
at fault while the constitutionality of the Board was 
definitely upheld. 
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NEW ZONING ENABLING ACT 


There were no amendments to the Zoning Law during 
the year. However, on August 10, a new Zoning En- 
abling Act for the City of Boston was enacted as chapter 
665 of the Acts of 1956. This Act is subject to accept- 
ance by a vote of the City Council prior to June 1, 1957. 
Further the Act provides that the new regulations 
adopted under the Act must be filed with the Clerk of 
the Senate and shall not take effect until twelve months 
have expired after being filed. At the close of the year 
the City Council had not acted on the acceptance of the 
new Enabling Act.

I am pleased to present the Annual Report of the 
Department of Civil Defense for the year commencing 
January 1, 1956, and ending December 31, 1956, con- 
cerning activities in the various phases of Civil Defense 
during the year. 


) 
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Civi, DEFENSE AcTIVITIES 1956 


New Policy 

An official change was made in the policy of this De- 
partment by an Executive Order of the Governor issued 
in February, 1956, which defined the future policy of the 
Commonwealth to be evacuation of metropolitan areas 
and directed the cities and towns to make Civil Defense 
plans for evacuation. In the same order the Governor 
also changed the air raid signals in the Commonwealth 
so that there would be but two signals — an Evacuation 
Signal and a Take Shelter Signal. 


To acquaint the people of the City of Boston with 
this new policy this Department distributed thousands 
of new air raid signal cards through the schools and 
business establishments. Placards were placed in all 
office buildings, subway stations, and streetcars so that 
people might be correctly informed of the signals. We 
also issued a Revised Plan for the City in which we 
indicated general procedures for the people to follow and 
picked out evacuation routes which promised the best 
means of egress in times of emergency. Members of 
this Department in their various meetings with military, 
social, school, and business groups, discussed the two 
types of signals and outlined the action to be taken 
when either signal occurred. 


After evacuation had become the official policy, sur- 
veys were taken to determine the locations of large 
numbers of people and to assign specific routes. Every 
business employing twenty-five or more people was 
solicited to obtain information regarding the normal 
means of transportation of their employees so that some 
sort of planning might be developed for the dispersing 
of people from the downtown area. 

All families of school children were contacted so that 
parents might decide on the procedure to be followed in 
regard to their children and to enlist the assistance of as 
many parents as possible should it ever be necessary to 
carry out the task involved in evacuating school chil- 
dren from Boston. 


Planning for evacuation of a metropolitan area pre- 
sents difficult and complex problems. The mass move- 
ment of hundreds of thousands of people, under the best 
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of circumstances, would be a grave undertaking, and in 
this particular case the problem becomes increasingly 
difficult because of the lack of information as to the 
WHEN, HOW, or even WHERE an attack might be 
made. It becomes increasingly evident that, because of 
these indefinite factors, any plan that is developed must 
be sufficiently fluid to be capable of immediate change 
and adaptation to the circumstances. At the present 
time we are actively cooperating with the Common- 
wealth in a Federal Civil Defense sponsored Survival 
Project Plan which is being worked out by the State in 
cooperation with the cities and towns. 


Training Exercises 

During the past year this Department has partici- 
pated in three Control Center Exercises at which all 
city departments that would be involved in a grave 
emergency or disaster were represented, as were the 
utilities and other divisions. These exercises were con- 
ducted to cover various phases of the problem which 
would arise should there be any bombing attack in the 
United States, and in direct preparation for Operation 
Alert 1956 which was the nation-wide Civil Defense 
test exercise held July 20 to 23. I am happy to say 
that during the four days of this test exercise Civil 
Defense received very active and able cooperation from 
those city departments which participated. Many 
additional members of these departments were indoc- 
trinated in Control Center procedures. 


Training Schools 


The Civil Defense Nursing Coordinator in Boston 
who heads up the combined group of public health 
nurses, public school nurses, visiting nurses, and the 
Red Cross nursing service was sent to Battle Creek, 
Michigan, to a Federal Civil Defense Training Center 
to receive the necessary indoctrination for coordinating 
nursing functions for Boston in the event of a disaster. 

Two of the lieutenants attached to Rescue Squads in 
the Boston Fire Department attended the Massachu- 
setts Civil Defense Rescue Training School at Topsfield 
for two weeks so that they might have a refresher course 
and up-to-the-minute training which they could pass on 
to other members of their department. 
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The head of the Women’s Activities division of Bos- 
ton Civil Defense attended a two weeks course con- 
ducted by the Welfare Division of the Massachusetts 
Civil Defense Agency at Topsfield. .This provided her 
with an opportunity to review the State plans and to 
meet other people in similar positions and will promote 
greater liaison between the city and the state in this 
field. 


A new Fire Auxiliary was formed and members have 
been trained in the fire stations of the city and at the 
Boston Fire Department Training School for a period of 
some months. Those who had attended the required 
number of sessions and accomplished a given amount of 
training were awarded auxiliary fire badges at Fire 
Headquarters. 


Police Auxiliary units have continued to meet during 
the year in the various police divisions and have been 
kept up to date on Civil Defense changes and plans. 


A school program of training of all junior high and 
high school students in first aid has been conducted 
successfully throughout the year. Plans have been 
made to extend this training to Catholic elementary 
and high schools wherever it is practicable. 


Two Radiac Schools for officers of the Fire and Police 
Departments were held at Boston Fire Headquarters. 
Other classes dealing with radioactive elements are 
planned for junior officers in the Fire Department dur- 
ing the coming year. 


Five Boston Health Inspectors attended the Radiac 
School as well as the Federal Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration course in radiation detection and the decontam- 
ination of food stuffs. 


Boston Civil Defense furnished copies of a Technical 
Bulletin entitled ‘‘Emergency Medical Treatment’’ to 
the medical schools in Boston so that they could incor- 
porate certain phases of emergency treatment into the 
curriculum of the medical schools. The lectures on the 
subject will be given by faculty members of the medical 
schools and should do much to make our future doctors 
aware of the necessary treatment that would be in- 
volved in any serious disaster. Plans are also being 
made to initiate similar lectures into the curriculum of 
dental schools during the coming year. 


Or 
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Broadcasts 


The Federal Civil Defense Agency sponsored a weekly 
radio program called ‘‘We the People’”’ on Station WNAC 
and the Mutual Network System for ten months. In 
this program a five-minute period was assigned to local 
civil defense and we devoted this time to discussion of 
various related civil defense phases and problems on a 
local level. 


Ground Observer Corps 


In July the organization and administration of the 
Ground Observer Corps became the responsibility of 
Civil Defense. As the local Civil Defense agency we 
have cooperated as much as possible with this volunteer 
group of sky watchers and have tried through radio pro- 
grams and speeches to organizations to augment their 
numbers. Recently we provided binoculars to assist 
them in their untiring and unselfish work. 


Natural Disasters 

During the past few years this Department has oper- 
ated during floods, hurricanes, and more recently bliz- 
zards. For each of these emergencies different types of 
equipment have been acquired and used. This summer 
and fall much of this equipment was reconditioned to 
put it in a state of operational readiness and much of it 
was relocated in places of greater strategic value in an 
emergency. This movement and re-allocation of equip- 
ment was made possible to some extent by the removal 
to Ft. Devens, Massachusetts, of all Federal equipment 
of which this Department had been the custodian. 


Matching Funds 


During the past year we have applied for additional 
radio equipment on the police, fire, and public works 
bands. A remote control unit was added to the public 
works radio network increasing coverage both inside and 
outside the city. Additional generators and rescue 
trucks were purchased on a matching fund basis. At 
the request of the Federal Government we have also 
installed three sirens and have contracted to acquire 
ten additional sirens to meet a standard set by the 
Federal Civil Defense Administration. Application was 
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made and approved for reimbursement on a matching 
fund basis of certain Civil Defense operational costs. 


Surplus Property 

After necessary legislation made it possible, this De- 
partment applied and qualified for a share of surplus 
property which will be made available to Civil Defense. 
Some of the material which ordinarily would have been 
purchased on a matching fund basis was not contracted 
for because of our expectation of getting it at ware- 
house cost only, Such material as we acquire in this 
way will save for the city the money which we would 
have had to provide as our share on a matching fund 
basis. 


Radioactivity 

Radioactivity has become a very important and even 
ominous aspect in Civil Defense thinking and planning, 
and aroused national interest because of its being pro- 
jected into the presidential campaign. The ominous 
side of the subject deals with radioactive fallout which 
could completely nullify state and local evacuation 
plans. Present planning calls for evacuation if there is 
sufficient time to move masses of people but for a 
shelter program only if warning time is inadequate. 
Unfortunately, the best shelter from radioactive. fallout 
is provided by the large buildings and subways of the 
downtown area which under our present planning would 
be evacuated. Increased radiological hazards may call 
for some future modification of plans and the creation of 
more atomic shelters in suburban and rural areas. 


The production of enormous amounts of radioactive 
material created by the development of thermonuclear 
weapons has made available sufficient sources of radio- 
active elements so that they may be used on a compara- 
tively large scale by research and industry. At present 
there are a number of locations in Boston and adjoining 
towns where one or more of these different types of. 
radioactive sources is being used and radioactive waste 
is being transported through the city to the docks from 
which it will be carried out to sea for disposal. There is 
always the hazard of fire in these locations, or of an 
accident in the transportation of the waste, so this De- 
partment initiated Radiac Schools which were attended 
by officers of the Fire and Police Departments. The 
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reason for holding such schools was that, in an emer- 
gency, these men would be the first to arrive on the 
scene and it was felt that they should have sufficient 
knowledge to protect themselves in carrying out their 
normal duties. As a further safeguard, the Assistant 
Chief in charge of Fire Prevention was given detection 
instruments which would be quickly available at a fire 
at any of these locations. 


Other instruments were made available to teachers of 
science in the Boston schools so that they might use 
them in explaining to the science and physics students 
certain aspects of radioactivity which inevitably must 
be learned by a younger generation growing up in an 
atomic age where atomic power will play so great a part 
in the peacetime development of industry and the nation. 


Summary 

Civil Defense during the past year has changed its 
policy to conform with the State Executive Order for 
evacuation. We are continuing, however, to retain our 
shelter program because of the great protection afforded 
by the buildings and will continue to do so until such a 
policy seems no longer practical. During the last few 
months of the year the emphasis on radioactivity has in- 
dicated to us that our policy will not remain static but 
may be subject to change at some future date. 


All the Control Center Exercises which we have had, 
as well as Operation Alert 1956, have been based on the 
assumption of a disaster created by enemy attack. 
This part of our activity is in conformity with that part 
of the statute which calls for the preparation for and the 
function of Civil Defense for such emergency. During 
the Control Center Exercises we have continued to 1m- 
prove coordination between the various services and 
have used the exercises as a means of indoctrinating 
many representatives of the various departments in 
Control Center procedure. 


Another phase of our activities has been the move- 
ment and re-allocation of equipment to meet natural 
disasters such as floods, hurricanes, and blizzards. We 
have increased first-aid equipment throughout the city 
so that we would be better prepared should an emer- 
gency occur. We have stressed certain phases of Civil 
Defense training in the school system and in various 
specialized schools so that we may relate Civil Defense 
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to the normal work or activity of people. Training of 
this nature meets with a more receptive student, creates 
greater interest, and minimizes uncertainty or fear 
because the approach is more practical. 

You may be sure that we will continue to improve our 
Civil Defense organization so that it will be able to 
render the most effective service in any emergency that 
may arise.

-Srr,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 3 to March 23 (on March 23 the central 
office was open until 10 p.m., for registration for the 
Presidential Primaries), from April 25 to August 17, 
and September 19 to October 5, inclusive. Registration 
in wards was held on August 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 13, 14, 15, 16, 
and 17, from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the State Primaries; 
and September 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, and October 1, 2, 3, 4, 
and 5, from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the State Election. 
This registration was held in two places in different 
sections of each ward, ten nights in each place. 

In Ward 3, an additional registration place was open 
on August 13, 14, 15, 16 and 17, from 6 p.m. to 10 P.M., 
for the State Primaries; and October 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5, 
from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the State Election. In 
Ward 13, an additional registration place was open on 
August 17 only, from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the State 
Primaries. 
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NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the City Election held November 8, 1955, the 
number of voters on the list was 362,890. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
August 16, 1956, was 324,910. From that time to the 
close of registration for the State Election there were 
added the names of 50,658 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 8,461 voters who were 
omitted from the 1956 police listing and who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on the 
day of the State Election, held November 6, 1956, was 
375,568, an increase of 12,678 from the number on the 
list at the preceding City Election. The number of 
voters on final list December 31, 1956, was 375,584. 


NoMINATION Papers, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS. 


The Board received 385 nomination papers for the 
Presidential Primaries, on which 5,277 names were 
certified; 1,557 papers for the State Primaries, on which 
35,315 names were certified; 9 petition papers for re- 
count of ballots cast in the Presidential Primaries, on 
which 111 names were certified; and 12 papers for re- 
count of ballots cast in the State Primaries, on which 
393 names were certified. This makes a total of 1,963 
papers, on which the names of 41,096 voters were certi- 
fied. There were no referendum petitions. 


REVISION OF THE VoTING List. 


The names of 2,606 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. 

JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1956 con- 
tained the names of 8,024 voters of Boston. During 
the time covered by this report 4,596 were drawn for 
jury service. ; 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED. 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of physical 
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disability were examined for registration in their homes 
or other places of confinement upon receipt of an ap- 
plication for such registration. Applications were re- 
ceived from 147 such persons. Of that number, 86 were 
found to be qualified and were duly registered. Seven 
applications were received after the closing date estab- 
lished by law and could not be acted upon. Persons 
found qualified to register were furnished with applica- 
tions for absentee ballots for the State Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 
51, of the General Laws, 53 persons in the military serv- 
ice were registered as voters in Boston during the period 
from the close of registration to the third day preceding 
the State Election. 


ABSENTEE VOTING. 


Absentee voting applied to this State Election, and 
set forth below are statistics relating to absentee ballots: 


2,498 applications received from civilians. 

2,282 civilian ballots mailed. 

1,886 civilian ballots returned and sent to polls. 

1,304 applications received from physically disabled. 

1,183 ballots mailed to physically disabled. 

1,039 ballots returned and sent to polls. 

1,210 applications received from both members of the armed 
forces and kin, qualifying members of the armed forces 
CaeeaAtV..): 

1,008 applications received from both members of armed forces 
and kin for registered voters in the armed forces. 

2,218 total applications for servicemen’s ballots. 

2,118 ballots mailed to servicemen. 

1,794 ballots returned by servicemen and sent to polls. 

32 civilian ballots returned ‘unclaimed. ”’ 

13 servicemen’s ballots returned “unclaimed.” 
117 civilian ballots returned too late to be cast. 

45 servicemen’s ballots returned too late to be cast. 

6,020 total applications received. 

5,583 total ballots mailed. 

4,719 total ballots returned and sent to polls. 
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Votina MACHINES. 


During this past year the Board of Election Com- 
missioners purchased forty-five additional voting ma- 
chines. Fifteen more precincts were mechanized bring- 
ing the total machine precincts to 259; there were still 
30 paper ballot precincts remaining in the City. 

Demonstrations of machines were held in the districts 
where voting machines were used for the first time. 
As required by statute all new voters were notified of 
these demonstrations by mail. Instructions were also 
available at the office of the Commission during regular 
office hours. 

Returns were speedy at all three functions and results 
were available to the general public earlier than ever 
before. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of Mr. David Lasker expired on March 31, 
1956, and he was reappointed for the term of four years 
ending March 31, 1960. Commissioner Lasker was 
designated by the Mayor to be Chairman of the Board, 
and Commissioner Gertrude A. Pfau continued as 
Secretary. : 


EXPENSES OF THE ELECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The expenses of the Election Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1956, amounted to $539,671.40.

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SPECIAL COMMENTS 


Great advances were made in 1956 in fire prevention, 
publicity, and training. It was marked by a reduction 
in the number of building fires as well as in the number 
of fires caused by oil heaters. 

Oil Burner Fires. In the year 1954 there were 329 
fires attributed to space or range oil burners. In 1955 
the number of fires from the same cause was 202, while 
in 1956 the number of fires from this cause was 148, a 
decrease of 181 in a two-year period. This despite an 
early, cold winter. We feel this decrease is due to our 
in-service inspections and our publicity programs as 
well as our school program. 

In-Service Inspections. This project can be credited 
with a substantial part in reducing the number of build- 
ing fires from 3,698 in 1954 to 2,755 in 1955, and to 
2,360 in 1956. 

Church Inspections. At the request of Archbishop 
Richard J. Cushing to the Fire Commissioner, and under 
the supervision of the Fire Prevention Division, a series 
of inspections were made of all churches, schools, parish 
buildings, and rectories in the city. The purpose of the 
inspections was to correct any existing fire hazards and 
also to improve fire protection and alarm systems. This 
work (number approximately 200 parcels of property) 
was accomplished by the various district fire chiefs, 
accompanied by the company officer in the subdistrict 
affected. A semiannual inspection of such properties is 
planned in the future, and the program will be expanded 
to include guidance centers, homes of various descrip- 
tions, and all other property owned or controlled by the 
archdiocese. 

Places of Assembly. All places where alcoholic bev- 
erages are sold or kept for sale to be consumed on the 
premises in the entire city, including the so-called 
“night club,’ were inspected by the district fire chiefs 
of the respective districts during the past year and a 
card system has been adopted in order to facilitate 
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regular and systematic inspection of these establish- 
ments. The number of locations now visited is approxi- 
mately 500. 

Port of Boston. In order to avoid, if possible, a serious 
fire at any of the various water front facilities in the city, 
a committee has been set up representative of the Port 
Commission, United States Coast Guard, Boston Ship- 
ping Association, Terminal Operators, Rt. Rev. Mon- 
signor John T. Powers, the Fire Department, and other 
persons interested. Meetings are to be held on a monthly 
basis and all possible steps to prevent fire or restrict its 
extension is the ultimate aim of said committee. 

Public Relations and School Programs. 'This has been 
delved into extensively in separate sections of this report, 
and it may be reported here that both of these programs 
have grown steadily and made the general public much 
more fire conscious, thus contributing tremendously to 
the overcoming of the problem of safeguarding life and 
property against fire. 

Fire Prevention Week. Extensive preparation and par- 
ticipation in spreading the fire prevention message to 
the public was conducted during the entire week. The 
Fire Commissioner had all division and district fire chiefs 
take an active part in this work and personally, with his 
staff of chief of department and three assistant fire 
chiefs, attended daily demonstrations in connection 
therewith. The Fire Prevention Week Contest con- 
ducted by the National Fire Protection Association was 
entered into this year, and Boston won honorable men- 
tion for the material submitted. 

Christmas Season Hazards. The Fire Prevention 
Division, regardless of the pleas from hundreds of owners 
and managers of rest homes and centers, “held the line’’ 
and would not permit flammable trees or decorations in 
any occupancy housing large numbers of persons. 


FIRE PREVENTION SCHOOL" PROGRAM 


It is a source of gratification to the department to 
know that as the realization grows throughout the nation 
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of the importance of informing the public concerning 
fire hazards and in gaining the public’s cooperation in 
correcting and eliminating these hazards, the success of 
the sixth-grade fire prevention educational program in 
Boston is frequently cited as an example of the good 
work that can be accomplished. 


Under this program, Boston fire lieutenants visited 
every sixth-grade classroom three times, supplemented 
by a fourth visit in many instances. These visits in- 
cluded public, private, and parochial schools. In addi- 
tion to this, the lieutenants adapted their program for 
institutional schools so as to present instruction and 
literature, including fire prevention picture books, to 
boys and girls of various ages. 


As part of this regular program, the lieutenants 
visited 170 schools in Boston which contained a total of 
325 sixth-grade classes and enrollment of approxi- 
mately 15,000 boys and girls. In this work, they incor- 
porated a number of additional activities. They co- 
operated with the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters, 
sponsoring the sixth-grade program, and with the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters in special Fire 
Prevention Week distribution to schools of various fire 
prevention material. They also cooperated with the 
Electrical Division of Inspections, Building Department, 
in distributing special material aimed at preventing 
electrical fires, and cooperated further with the School 
Department and the diocesan schools in supplementing 
fire prevention instruction with warnings about the 
dangers of bomb scares, false alarms, abandoned refrig- 
erators, and empty gasoline drums, and were credited 
with being an excellent influence in curbing vandalism. 


Numerous incidents of merit have been attributed 
to this educational work. In Brighton, prompt action 
by two girls was credited with bringing apparatus in 
time to prevent what otherwise might have been a 
very serious fire. The girls stated that their instruction 
had been received from ‘‘firemen in school.”’ 
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PuBLIC RELATIONS 


The year 1956 saw the Public Relations Department 
improving all phases of its relationship with the major 
mediums of news. A résumé of the activities of this 
office, covering the various types of news mediums, 
follows: 

Local Newspapers. A great deal of space was 
obtained stimulating interest in Civil Defense and 
Auxiliary Fire Departments. All carried items of local 
interest pertaining to actual fire operations during the 
year. All willingly printed administrative items, such 
as appointments, promotions, and retirements. 

News items regarding the operations of the Fire 
Department, such as that entitled ‘‘ Beateng The Blaze,”’ 
giving a concise and clear picture of the operations of 
the Fire Alarm Office, were introduced. Another major 
publication carried an item titled ‘“‘Eliminate That 
Danger”? which drove home to the public the common 
causes of fire in great detail. There were many other 
news items which brought out the varied facets of the 
Fire Department. Needless to say, many of these 
items were of a highly laudatory nature, and worked 
to create good will for the department. 

Television. There are two major stations and an 
educational channel available for the transmission of 
news. During Fire Prevention Week, the amount of 
time provided this department was extremely generous. 
Time was allotted for live telecasts of members of this 
department and officials, items of public safety value, 
children’s programs, movies, and fire prevention dis- 
cussions. 

WBZ-TV provides on-the-spot coverage of every 
major happening within the department as well as 
daily morning reports as part of the morning news. 

Radio. In addition to reporting major fires and fire 
stories occurring in Boston, seven major radio stations 
are giving a daily fire report of the activities of the 
Boston Fire Department. Several of these stations 
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have been very cooperative in presenting interviews 
with officials of our department in matters of public 
interest and public safety. In cases of emergency, 
every station has placed Fire Department messages 
before the public whenever request has been made 
of them. 

The high point of the function of this office, of course, 
was during Fire Prevention Week when the department 
spent much time bringing home the message of fire 
prevention to the public and cultivating the good will 
of the public. Every means of advertising was utilized, 
such as television, radio, newspapers, window displays, 
street banners, taxi signs, truck signs, parades, demon- 
strations, interviews, stenciling, and distribution of fire 
prevention literature. A résumé of these activities is 
contained in a presentation entered in the National 
Fire Protection Association contest. Our entry received 
Honorable Mention.

Il. TRAINING AND INSPECTION 


Due to winter weather conditions, it was necessary 
to curtail outside instructions and training. This inter- 
val presented an opportunity to inaugurate programs 
essential in the over-all training plans. 

1. Engine Company and Ladder Company Equipment 
Check — A standard form was developed and training 
instructors were dispatched to the various fire com- 
panies for the purpose of checking the quantity and 
condition of all tools and appliances, and, at the same 
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time, review the operation of such tools and equipment 
with company members. Consolidated lists from in- 
structors’ reports indicating replacement or repair of 
equipment were compiled and directed to the Mainte- 
nance Division and properly attended to at that location. 

2. Single Unit Operation— Check of Procedure, Equip- 
ment, and Apparatus — Training instructors visited all 
single unit companies, checked on familiarity of members 
with proper operating procedures, condition of equip- 
ment necessary in its proper function, and condition of 
apparatus. Information was compiled from forms 
furnished, and, where additional equipment was deemed 
necessary, or minor defects in apparatus were found, the 
Maintenance Division was notified and the necessary 
steps taken to remedy the situation. The essential 
factors in the proper operation of pumps was dissemi- 
nated to all company members, and question and answer 
periods held at various intervals of each instruction 


period. 
3. Civl Defense — Late in 1955 the activities of 


Civil Defense in the Boston Fire Department were 
transferred to the Training Division. As mentioned in 
the annual report of that year, plans were immediately 
put in operation for the formation of a trained Civil 
Defense Auxiliary Fire Force and the necessary steps 
taken to inaugurate such a force. 

Early in 1956 members of this force were sworn in 
during impressive ceremonies at Memorial Hall, Fire 
Headquarters. ‘Training centers were established in 
firehouses throughout the city, with one training center 
located in each of the eleven fire districts of the city. 
This allowed the auxiliary member an opportunity of 
drilling in a location close to his residence. ‘The fire 
officers in the companies designated as training centers 
furnished the instructions. To allow a uniformity in the 
subject matter of the training program, the material was 
‘selected by the Training Division and outlines of weekly 
drill items furnished company officers of the training 
centers. Publications available in company libraries 
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were used as a source of reference. When weather per- 
mitted, training was moved from indoors to out of 
doors, and again the necessary drill items supplied by 
this division. 

Continued efforts were made to increase the enroll- 
ment figures, and at the close of the year 1956 a total of 
273 civil defense auxiliary fire fighters were on the rolls. 
The excellent assistance given to the enrollment pro- 
gram, by civic-minded organizations who sponsored ad- 
vertisements in sectional newspapers, by the Boston 
newspapers, and by radio and television stations is 
deeply appreciated, and for such cooperation we are 
most grateful. Each fire station throughout the city 
was used as an enrollment center, and this added con- 
siderably to the convenience of those desiring to enroll. 

A number of auxiliary fire badges, rubber coats, and 
boots was obtained through the office of the Boston 
Civil Defense Director and issued to those auxiliary 
members having the best attendance records. It is 
anticipated that eventually all auxiliary members will 
be similarly equipped. ; 

4. Officers’ Training and Instructions Course — To 
complete the first phase of training and instructions for 
company officers, class No. 14 began on January third 
in Memorial Hall, Fire Headquarters. Seventeen 
officers from Boston and five from nearby cities and 
towns were in attendance at this class. 

This course, which began in November of 1954, 
furnished instructions to a total of 285 Boston officers 
and 48 officers from adjacent cities and towns. The 
evident success of this course points towards the develop- 
ment of additional phases of training along the line. By 
the close of the current year, the curriculum had been 
developed and instructors had been assigned for the 
inauguration of the second phase of this type of training 
early in 1957. 

5. Red Cross First Aid Training Program — In the 
course of a fire fighter’s daily response to fires or other 
emergencies, there are many seriously injured persons 
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who require first aid to ease their suffering, and, in 
many cases, to save their lives. We were indeed 
fortunate in having on the staff on this division one of 
the finest and most widely known first aid instructors 
in this section of the country. Immediate steps were 
taken to inaugurate the program, and at this time it is 
still in progress. 

The first class in this program began on February 6 
and was held for the aides assigned to the various 
chiefs’ cars. These classes ran for a four-week period, 
and a total of forty-eight aides received Red Cross 
certificates in Standard and Advanced First Aid. At 
the conclusion of these classes, the chiefs’ cars driven 
by these aides were designated as ‘‘ Mobile First Aid 
Units”’ and are available to render first aid as needed. 

With the view of extending this training to other 
members of the fire department, an instructor course in 
Red Cross First Aid was inaugurated in Memorial 
Hall on March 6 for officers from the various fire com- 
panies throughout the city. A total of fifty-two officers 
attended these classes, which ran until late in April. 
All of these officers received Standard, Advanced, and 
Instructor certificates in the Red Cross First Aid. 

A short time after, these officers began first-aid 
instruction courses in the stations to which they are 
assigned, and by the end of the year, a total of 319 
fire fighters in the various fire stations throughout the 
city had received Standard and Advanced Red Cross 
First Aid certificates. The program is continuing, and 
it is anticipated that eventually all fire fighters will be 
trained in first aid. This is truly a fine service available 
to the victims of accidents, fires, and other emergencies 
in the City of Boston. 

6. Teacher Training of Department Personnel — In 
recognition of the fact that an individual well versed 
in the phases of his profession is not necessarily a good 
teacher of the essential points necessary for serious 
training relative to that profession, arrangements were 
made with the Massachusetts Department of Education 
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for a course in teacher training for the personnel of 
the Training Division and other selected members of 
the department. The course was established early in 
1956 and held two nights weekly in Memorial Hall. 
A total of twenty-five members of the department 
attended this course for a thirty-hour period, and upon 
completion received certificates from the Department 
of Education. 

There is no doubt that, upon completion of the course, 
our instructors were better versed in teaching methods 
and the necessary points of lesson planning and delivery. 
Programs of this nature are of benefit to the Fire De- 
partment and the cooperation of the Department of 
Education made it possible. 


Ill. Trarnine 

Fire School — As weather conditions permitted, in- 
creased training activities were directed to the Fire 
School, South Boston. In the course of this training 
activity, engine and ladder companies were dispatched 
to the fire school for the necessary instructions and 
review on the various phases of fire ground operations. 
In this manner, all members of the companies involved 
received instructions. The subjects covered were as 
follows: 

(a) Single Unit Procedure — First Phase of Train- 
ing — Members of ladder companies and other de- 
partment members, who had not previously attended 
single-unit training, were indoctrinated in various 
phases of single-unit operation, at the Fire School. 
Early in June all department members had been 
trained in the basic operating plan, and it was found 
that the time was opportune to expand this training 
to include multiple company operations from single- 
unit apparatus. 

(b) Single Unit Procedure — Second Phase of Train- 
ing — The establishment of the second phase of 
training in single-unit operating procedure provided 
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for the assignment of a single-unit engine company 
and a double-unit engine company to the Fire School 
at the same time and their engagement in multiple 
operations from single-unit companies. Members of 
both companies were reviewed in the basic operational 
plan, then trained in the proper procedure for multiple 
operations. 

(c) Single-Double Unit Procedure —tIn order to 
take advantage of the speedy, preconnected attack 
line operation of single-unit companies, a survey 
was made for a method to incorporate this feature 
in the operation of double-unit engine companies. 
The necessary procedure was worked out at the Fire 
School, and the conversion of these pumps for this 
operation was accomplished at the Maintenance 
Shop. By the end of 1956, a number of two-unit 
companies were operating as single-double unit com- 
panies. This operation is sufficiently flexible to per- 
mit incorporation of the preconnected attack line 
feature, and at the same time, comply with previous 
procedure of two-unit companies depending on con- 
ditions arising on the fire ground. 

(d) Ladder Pipe Procedure —The ladder pipe 
standard operating procedure was reviewed for com- 
panies previously equipped with ladder pipes, and this 
procedure was promulgated to other department 
members with the intent of having all men versed 
in the proper operation of this device: Additional 
ladder pipes were received during the year, and the 
program expanded accordingly. 

(e) Heavy Stream Appliance and Master Fog 
Streams — Although infrequently used, heavy stream 
appliances are of extreme importance to all fire 
departments, for it is by the use of these appliances 
that large fires are checked and conflagrations pre- 
vented. Therefore, continuous training in maintain- 
ing proper water supply to and in the operation of 
these appliances is necessary, so that when the 
occasion arises, there will be no delay in placing them 
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in operation in the most efficient manner. for this 
reason, training in heavy streams must be incorporated 
in the curriculum of all progressive fire departments. 
Such training took place in this department through- 
out the year, with efforts directed towards the develop- 
ment of solid streams and so-called master fog streams. 


(f) Civil Defense Auxiliary Fire Force — When it 
was indicated that training of civil defense auxiliary 
fire fighters could and should be carried out, a program 
of training in the extinguishment of live fires was 
inaugurated at the Fire School, after working hours. 
Auxiliary members were trained in the proper method 
of running lines of hose and in the operation of nozzles 
and other equipment. 


(g) Instruction in Operation of New Seagrave 
100-Foot Aerial Ladder Trucks — Early in 1956, two 
new 100-foot aerial ladders were received by the 
department and assigned to Ladder Companies 8 
and 17. Prior to being placed in service, all members 
of both these companies were trained in the proper 
operation of the apparatus and the special equipment 
thereon. Review instructions were held from time 
to time throughout the year for the members of these 
companies, and other companies present at the Fire 
School at the same time were exposed to this in- 
struction. 


(h) Portable Generator Instructions — Each of the 
new trucks mentioned above were placed in service 
with two portable generators and added to the number 
of generators on engine squad companies. This 
made a total of nine 3,500-watt portable generators 
in service with this department. It was necessary 
to develop an operating and maintenance procedure 
for these units and initiate a program whereby 
company members affected would be properly trained 
to accomplish the operation and maintenance in- 
volved. In addition, members of auxiliary divisions 
who respond to multiple alarm fires were given 
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this training so that they could take over the operation 
of these generators at fires, and in so doing, free the 
company member for other duties. 


(2) Pump Operating Instructions — In the course of 
training which encompassed single-unit instructions, 
ladder-pipe procedure, and heavy-stream develop- 
ment, members in attendance were instructed in 
the proper operation of pumps so as to meet the 
demand placed on pumps by these appliances. 
Instructions covered pump operation, both from 
hydrant and draft, with particular emphasis placed on 
available water supplies, importance of gauge readings, 
water requirements for such devices, dangers to 
avoid to prevent damage to pumps, and the necessity 
for supplementing water supplies. 

(7) Chemical and Mechanical Foam Development — 
A majority of engine companies in the department 
are equipped with facilities for supplying either 
chemical (powder) or mechanical (liquid) foam at a 
fire requiring this type extinguishment. This is 
another item that is used infrequently in normal 
fire department operations, but when its use is 
necessary, due to the type of fire encountered, it 
must be placed into operation without delay. Con- 
tinued training is necessary to keep company members 
proficient in the development of foam streams and in 
the detection of faults in the equipment or materials 
used. All companies training at the Fire School 
received such training, and any faults in equipment 
or materials were corrected. 


(k) Cardox-Dry Chemical Instructions — The de- 
velopment of a special unit carrying large quantities 
of CO2 and dry chemical necessitated training in the 
proper use of the equipment on this unit. As it 
was primarily developed for use at the Logan Airport | 
and nearby oil farms, the unit was assigned to Engine 
40 in East Boston. All members of this company 
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were trained in its proper operation on simulated 
flammable liquid fires at the Fire School prior to the 
unit being placed in service. 


1. Gas Mask — Inspection and Use — As each com- 
pany in the department is equipped with gas masks for 
use during fire-fighting operations, it was determined 
that, during their assignment to the Fire School, every 
mask in service would be inspected and checked for 
operating efficiency. A number of minor defects were 
found and corrected, thereby eliminating the possibility 
of failure during use of this equipment at fires. At the 
same time, a review of previous training in the use of 
masks was held and correct operating procedures 
stressed. 


2. District Fire Chiefs — Operational Procedures — 
For the purpose of having all department personnel 
familiar with operational procedures, the district fire 
chiefs of the department attended sessions at the Fire 
School. The specific procedures which they reviewed 
were: 

1. Procedures involved in placing ladder pipes in 
operation. 

2. Single Unit Operations, Part 2, Multiple engine 
company operation from single-unit companies. 


3. Elevator Rescue Procedure at Housing Projects — 
In order to effect the rescue of occupants of certain 
housing projects from elevators stopped between floors 
of the project buildings and to accomplish this in the 
fastest possible manner with a minimum of damage, 
this division, with the cooperation of the Boston Hous- 
ing Authority and the elevator maintenance companies, 
in 1955, initiated a program of rescue procedure. This 
rescue procedure continued into 1956 to embrace all 
projects wherein elevators were located and all fire 
companies and chief officers who might be directed to 
these locations. Five additional housing projects were 
the locations of such training, and a total of sixteen 
ladder and engine squad companies participated in the 
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instructions. In locations where elevator door and pent- 
house keys were a necessity, such keys were obtained 
and placed on the first arriving fire companies. 

A series of photographs depicting the various steps in 
the rescue procedure were taken at each project in- 
volved and are used as a source of refresher drills for 
members of companies who may respond to such emer- 
gencies. 

The problem which the development of this particular 
training procedure solved is typical of the ease with 
which difficult situations can be remedied by coopera- 
tive efforts of the parties concerned. 

4. Resuscitator Training — Training on this type of 
equipment must be a continuing endeavor, in order that 
the equipment may be of greatest value when its use 
becomes necessary. With this in mind, training on the 
operation of resuscitators is carried out weekly in com- 
panies with occasional visits from Training Division 
personnel. All reports of minor defects or operational 
difficulties are received at this office and acted upon to 
assure that the equipment is in good operating condi- 
tion. In most instances where it has become necessary 
to remove resuscitators from service for repairs, one is 
received on loan from the company making the repairs, 
and this enables the fire company to continue its resusci- 
tator service when needed. 

During the past year, new resuscitators were received 
with the two new ladder trucks of Ladder Companies 
8 and 17. These were dual model resuscitators, and 
the entire personnel of these companies and other com- 
panies in the same quarters were thoroughly trained in 
proper operating procedure. 

The receipt of these new resuscitators allowed the 
transfer of other resuscitators to Ladders 7 and 29. 
Members at those houses were instructed in proper 
operating procedure. _ 

The relocation of Engine Squads 53 and 34 to the 
quarters of Engines 45 and 29, respectively, placed two 
resuscitators in the same quarters. To circumvent this 
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and to provide for a more equitable distribution of these 
units, the resuscitators of Ladder Companies 11 and 16 
were transferred to the inventories of Ladder Compa- 
nies 14 and 25. Here again, members of these com- 
panies were given the necessary training. Such training 
in all these cases was given by personnel of the Training 
Division. 

5. Probationers’ Training—Consistent with prac- 
tices established in 1955, positive control was maintained 
over the training of fire fighters on probation during 
their probationary period. The course of instruction 
included an indoctrination in the fundamentals of fire 
fighting, supplemented by additional instructions and 
examinations throughout the probationary period. The 
indoctrination in the fundamentals of fire fighting con- 
sisted of a fifteen-day period at the Brighton drill yard 
and the Fire School in South Boston, where basic train- 
ing received prime consideration. 

At various intervals during the probationary period, 
these men were released from their assigned fire com- 
panies for lectures and instructions on fire fighting, 
apparatus and equipment, and over-all Fire Depart- 
ment operations — subjects which were beyond them 
at the time of their appointment to the department. 

An evaluation of each candidate is made in the Drill 
School, and confidential reports are received monthly 
from the company officer with whom the probationer 
works. Such confidential reports are required in detail 
on forms developed by the Training Division and 
furnish a means of further evaluating the probationer’s 
progress. Examinations are given at intervals during 
the probationary period on subjects taught, company 
operations, and department rules and regulations, and 
members are graded accordingly. 

Upon the completion of all instructions, the successful 
passing of examinations and drill school requirements, 
the receipt of favorable reports from company officers, 
and the establishment of the fact that the probationer 
does possess a chauffeur’s license, recommendation is 
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forwarded to the Fire Commissioner that the proba- 
tioner reported on be appointed as a permanent member 
of the department. 

During the past year, twenty-eight probationers 
appointed in 1956 were processed in this manner, and 
thirty-five new men were appointed to the department. 

6. Company Drill Item Outlines — A program was 
inaugurated during the past year whereby the Training 
Division would outline various items as the subject 
matter for company drills. This would allow for a 
uniformity of drill procedures in each fire station and 
the subject matter could, from time to time, be directed 
towards particular problems which were pertinent at 
the time. The drill outlines were sent out in groups to 
cover a five-week period, and instructions were pro- 
mulgated in department orders, establishing the hour 
and duration of the drill. Outlines were so arranged 
that material contained in the fire company library 
and the training pamphlets would be a source of refer- 
ence. 

During the past year, a total of forty-four drill out- 
lines were issued to the department covering the follow-

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7. Operation of Ladder Trucks — As mentioned pre- 
viously, an intensive training program in the operation 
of the new 100-foot Seagrave ladder trucks was given 
to the personnel of Ladder Companies 8 and 17, both 
prior to and after they had been placed in service. The 
award of a contract for two more ladder trucks of this 
type, which will be assigned to Ladder Companies 15 
and 26, led to the development of a program whereby 
the personnel of these last-mentioned ladder companies 
would be detailed to Ladder Companies 8 and 17 for 
periods of two weeks, with the point in view of having 
such personnel thoroughly indoctrinated in all necessary 
phases of the operation of these new type trucks and the 
special equipment contained thereon. It is felt that 
when the new trucks are received early in 1957, a mini- 
mum of training will be necessary to place them in 
service. 

The placing in service of these new Seagrave trucks 
made an 85-foot Pirsch aerial ladder, formerly in service 
with Ladder 17, available for service with Ladder 
Company 7. Prior to being placed in service at this new 
location, the Pirsch ladder truck was given a complete 
overhauling at the Maintenance Shop, and when ready 
for service, all members of Ladder 7 were trained in its 
operation. 

Pirsch junior aerial ladders were assigned to Ladder 
Companies 25 and 29. This was a change in the type 
of apparatus such companies were familiar with, and 
consequently training in the proper operation of this 
equipment was necessary. This was accomplished, and 
this Pirsch apparatus is at present in service at these 
locations. 

8. Chlorine Leak Kits — These kits, the property of 
the Solvay Process Company, are maintained in the 
quarters of the Rescue Company in Bowdoin square 
for use in emergencies involving leaking chlorine cylin- 
ders. The infrequent use of these kits necessitates fre- 
quent training for company members, so that they 
will remain familiar with the methods used in placing 
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this kit in service. With this in mind, the Solvay Com- 
pany was contacted and an engineer familiar with this 
equipment was made available to provide refresher 
training for Rescue Company members. 

An inquiry from the district chief of District 11, 
Brighton, relative to the availability of this kit for use 
at the Clorox plant in Brighton, where there is a large 
storage of chlorine, led to a meeting with officials of the 
Clorox Company, and they procured their own chlorine 
leak kit, which is now stored at their plant. Again, 
the Solvay Company made an engineer available, and 
all members of fire companies in the Brighton area 
were trained in the use of this leak kit. 


9. Explosimeter Instruction — Explosimeters used to 
detect the presence of combustible gas or vapors were 
acquired for each district fire chief’s car. This made 
instantly available, in all sections of the city, the 
necessary equipment for determining the presence of 
dangerous concentrations of explosive gases at emer- 
gencies to which the department may respond. Due 
to the delicate calibration of these instruments, special 
carrying cases were designed to prevent the possibility 
of their being out of calibration and were furnished for 
each explosimeter. 


Placing these instruments in service necessitated 
training of all district fire chiefs, acting district fire 
chiefs, and district fire chiefs’ aides in their proper 
operation and maintenance. A training division pam- 
phlet covering this operation and maintenance was 
given to all those receiving this training. 


10. Pump Testing and Preventive Maintenance — 
Continuing the program, established in 1955, of pump 
testing and recording of performance data, all pumpers 
in the department were ordered to the pump test pit 
at Headquarters. At that location they were subjected 
to a service test to determine ability to discharge 
rated capacity, the motor speed required, and dis- 
charge capacity at high pressures. The over-all condi- 
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tion of the unit, discharge gates, suction inlets, pump 
gauges, pressure regulating devices, and pump shifting 
levers were thoroughly checked. This performance 
data and condition of the unit were recorded, and 
in those instances where pumps failed to meet per- 
formance requirements, the Maintenance Division was 
notified. Repairs were made by them and the pump 
retested to assure its compliance with the performance 
requirements. Minor defects in appurtenances were 
corrected immediately by crews from the Maintenance 
Division, and when the occasion arose where major 
defects had to be remedied, the unit was removed from 
service so tha? these defects could be remedied. 

During the course of these pump tests, all members 
of the company involved were given refresher in- 
structions in drafting at the pump test pit. At the 
conclusion of these instructions, the company members 
were taken to Memorial Hall for instruction and 
discussion on the theory of pump operation. The 
presence of two display model pumps at this location 
allowed these men the opportunity of seeing the in- 
tegral parts of the pump and the part they play in 
successful pump operation. These pump tests and 
instructions were given by engineers from our motor 
squad. The records of pump tests and ‘performance 
are on file at this division. 

The preventive maintenance of this apparatus was 
done by the shop mechanics on the same day that the 
pump was tested. All aspects of motor vehicle upkeep 
were covered, such as ignition system, fuel system, 
steering assembly, running gear, tires, braking system, 
springs, lights, warning devices, etc. Preventive main- 
tenance forms listing various parts and appointments 
of the apparatus necessary In a maintenance check 
were filled out by the mechanics with any additional 
notations incorporated thereon. Such maintenance 
records are on file at this division. 

11. Preventive Maintenance of Hose Wagons — Those 
companies operating as double unit companies with 
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pump and hose wagon had similar preventive main- 
tenance performed on their wagons, and records of 
this maintenance are also on file. 

12. Ladder Truck Inspection and Preventive Main- 
tenance — The success of the program of test inspection 
and preventive maintenance of the apparatus of engine 
companies led to the development in 1956 of a similar 
program for all ladder trucks in the department. It 
was decided that the aerial ladder, aerial ladder-raising 
mechanism, ground ladders, and fire-fighting equipment 
on each ladder truck should receive attention, as well 
as the mechanical condition of the truck. This neces- 
sitated each ladder truck’s appearance® at the main- 
tenance shop for two consecutive days. The first 
day was spent in a thorough examination of the aerial 
ladder, the removal of old lubricants and relubrication, 
a check on its structural condition, an examination 
and check of each ground ladder carried, with repairs 
to or replacement of those found defective, and a 
check of the tools carried on the ground, with axes 
being resharpened, handles replaced where necessary, 
etc. Company members of the various ladder com- 
panies assisted in this phase of the program. The 
second day the apparatus was turned over to the shop 
mechanics for a complete preventive maintenance 
check similar to that outlined previously for pumpers 
and hose wagons. 

Training Division forms were developed listing. the 
items requiring attention or checking, and upon which 
could be recorded the work done and defects remedied. 

These forms in their completed state are on file 
at this office. 

13. Red Cross First-Aid Training — As previously 
mentioned, an intensive program of training department 
members in proper first-aid procedure was inaugurated 
in 1956 and is continuing. It is hoped that eventually 
this program will encompass all department personnel. 

14. Single Umt Engine Company Operations — Sec- 
ond Phase — With the completion of the training of 
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all department personnel in the basic operating pro- 
-cedure of single units, it was deemed advisable to 
supplement this training with what we have termed the 
second phase in single unit operations. It was correct 
to assume that members of double unit companies would 
be less familiar with single unit operations than members 
of those companies operating as single units. The 
occasion could arise where it would be more advanta- 
geous for a double unit company, on arriving at a fire 
at which a single unit company was already operating, 
to run a line direct from the single unit which, in most 
cases, is located in close proximity to the fire. 

There are certain conditions in this multiple opera- 
tion which must be taken into consideration. Primarily, 
the discharge from the streams which the single unit 
company is operating, may approximate the capacity of 
the feeder line. If another stream is desired from this 
unit, the supply of water to it will have to be supple- 
mented by an additional feeder line. To demonstrate 
the necessity of running an additional feeder under 
such conditions of operation, a single unit company and 
a double unit company were dispatched to the fire 
school each day for training in this multiple operation. 
They were shown, by demonstration, the effect on dis- 
charge streams, and the drops registering on pump 
gauges when consideration was not given to the neces- 
sity of supplementing water supplies to the single unit 
pumper under certain operating conditions. The 
training was well taken by those in attendance and the 
efficiency of this operation at fires became more pro- 
nounced. This training encompassed personnel in all 
engine companies of the department and the district 
fire chiefs. 

During the past year, Engine Companies 30 and 32 
were converted to and placed in operation as single 
units. 

15. Single-Double Unit Operation — The preconnect- 
ed attack line feature of single unit engine companies 
is being incorporated into the operation of double unit 
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companies. - After considerable testing and research, 
an operational procedure was developed and is now in 
effect. To accomplish this objective, the standard 
pump in service with double unit engine companies, is 
taken to the maintenance shop for changes in hose 
carrying compartments and pump piping. Although 
this program did not get under way until late in the 
year, three double unit companies are now operating in 
this manner, specifically, at Engine Companies 3, 39, 
and 48. The training in this operational procedure has 
already been given to the personnel of ten double unit 
companies by officers of this division, at the Fire School. 

16. Engine Squad Units —'The remainder of these 
units contracted for in 1955 were received early in 1956 
and assigned to companies strategically located through- 
out the city, with the purpose of having rescue equip- 
ment immediately available in all parts of the city. As 
these units were delivered by the contractor, the mem- 
bers of companies to which they would be assigned, 
were thoroughly trained by this division in all phases of 
operation, and then the unit was placed in service. 

The squad units were converted from five Mack 
wagons, and in the process of conversion, were equipped 
with 750 g.p.m. pumpers, 400-gallon booster tanks, 
3,500-watt generators, sufficient compartment space to 
house essential rescue equipment and hose, and the 
mounting for carrying a 35-foot extension ladder. The 
conversion of these Mack wagons into apparatus of 
special design allowed the formation of five engine 
squad companies capable of functioning as a rescue 
unit without losing identity as an engine company. 

There are a few outstanding features about this en- 
gine squad unit that are worthy of comment. 

First, the 400-gallon booster tank exceeds the capacity 
of tanks normally on hose wagons by 250 gallons. 
This will allow the operation of a one and one-half-inch 
attack line for a period in excess of four minutes under 
conditions of maximum discharge. Secondly, each of 
these units is equipped with a 3,500-watt generator, 
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which is capable of supplying the floodlights and the 
- numerous electrical power tools carried as standard 
equipment. 

At the present time, the assignment of engine squad 
companies is as follows:

Much favorable comment has been received concern- 

ing these units and articles concerning them have ap- 
peared in magazines current in the national fire service. 


17. Exhibition Drill Team — The Boston Fire Depart- 
ment has had for many years a department exhibition 
drill team consisting of twenty-two fire fighters. It 
normally functions during the National Fire Prevention 
Week, giving exhibitions at various locations through- 
out the city in the handling of hose and ladders and in 
the art of climbing ladders. The personnel of this team 
is subject to change during the years, but the training 
of these men is done by the department drillmaster. 
This past year, the program of drilling was expanded to 
encompass more phases of the fire fighter’s work, and 
the number of drills held in various sections of the city 
was increased over that of previous years. 


The department, and especially this division, is proud 
of the excellent performance given by the members of 
this exhibition drill team. We are sure that they helped 
immeasurably in placing the fire prevention message 
before the people of our city. 

18. Radio-Active Materials — Radiation Hazards — 
Recognizing the growing use of radio-active materials 
with the accompanying hazard of nuclear radiation, 
steps have been taken to acquaint personnel of this 
department in the precautions to be taken upon re- 
sponse to emergencies involving such radio-active mate- 
rials. Two classes have been held in Memorial Hall on 
this subject, and approximately fifty of our department 
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officers were given preliminary training on this subject 
by Doctor Gunter of the Massachusetts Radiac Com- 
mittee. Steps have also been taken to include this 
subject in the curriculum of the Officers’ Training Course 
which will begin in January of 1957.

V. Tratning DIVISION PROJECTS 


In keeping with previously established procedure, 
the various programs incumbent on this division are 
broken down into projects to facilitate handling and 
filing of information relative thereto. Many of these 
projects have been reported on previously in their 
initial stage. Others have been completed and require 
no further report. Those projects worthy of your 
attention are as follows: 

Hose Tests and Specifications — In collaboration with 
the fire fighting force, revised specifications were drawn 
up for the procurement of one and one-half-inch, two 
and one-half-inch and three-inch hose. Revision of 
original specifications for this item were brought about 
by recent developments in hose manufacturing practices 
and field experience with this item in the Boston Fire 
Department. 

Portable Generators — After much research on this 
subject, a specific make of portable generator was 
selected as best suited for the needs of this depart- 
ment. The generator output that was considered as 
adequate for our needs was not available in a portable- 
type generator and the manufacturer agreed to develop 
such a generator for the fire service. With such a 
generator therefore becoming available, one such 
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generator was procured for each of five engine squad 
companies and two generators for each of two new 
ladder trucks. These generators have a capacity of 
3,500 watts, and because of their location on the different 
companies throughout the city, allow the placing in 
immediate service of floodlights and electrical power 
tools which greatly facilitate the operation of the 
department throughout the city. 

Smaller generators of 2,500-watt capacity have been 
secured for other locations in the city, and at present 
are being fitted for service with certain ladder com- 
panies. It is anticipated that eventually all areas of 
the city will be so equipped with portable generating 
equipment, and that the dispatching of special units of 
this type will be unnecessary. 

Wet Water — Still in the experimental stage insofar 
as incorporating its use in this department. 

Rubber Gloves — In keeping with best accepted prac- 
tices relative to the handling of emergencies involving 
electrical hazards, the department in 1955, received and 
placed in use the best type rubber gloves available with 
all ladder, engine squad and rescue companies. At 
the time they were placed in service, leather protector 
gloves, an essential in proper operating procedure, to 
be used with the rubber gloves, had not arrived. Upon 
their arrival early in 1956, they were immediately 
placed in service with those companies having rubber 
gloves. The completion of this project with the dispersal 
of such gloves leaves the department in a much better 
position relative to electrical hazards than it has ever 
been in the past. 

Apparatus Drainage — The completion of this project, 
initiated in 1955, has provided prompt drainage facilities 
for the booster tanks on all apparatus. This allows 
all such units to respond to fires with full tanks of water 
to be used in the initial attack stage of a fire. Previous 
practice has been to run many of these tanks dry, 
during winter months, to prevent freezing where in- 
adequate quick draining facilities were not available. 
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In conjunction with this, at all alarms in cold weather 
where apparatus will be operating for a prolonged 
period, periodic temperature readings are transmitted to 
such companies via Fire Department radio system. 
This allows the companies operating under such con- 
ditions to have the necessary information so that they 
can act accordingly to prevent freezing of water in 
booster tanks not in use. 

Resuscitators —In keeping with the program pre- 
viously developed for better coverage of the entire 
city with these important life-saving devices, more 
companies were equipped with and trained in the 
operation of resuscitators. At the present time, there 
are in service with this department thirty resuscitators 
located as follows: 

Rescue Company, Engine Company 7, Engine 
Squad 11, Engine Squad 14, Engine Squad 18, 
Engine Squad 29, Engine Squad 45. 

Ladder Company 1, Ladder Company 2, Ladder 
Company 4, Ladder Company 6, Ladder Company 
7, Ladder Company 8, Ladder Company 9, Ladder 
Company 12. 


Ladder Company 14, Ladder Company 15, Ladder 
Company 17, Ladder Company 18, Ladder Company 
19, Ladder Company 20, Ladder Company 22, 
Ladder Company 238. 


Ladder Company 25, Ladder Company 26, Ladder 
Company 27, Ladder Company 28, Ladder Company 
29, Ladder Company 30, Ladder Company 33. 

In addition, the Rescue Company, Engine Company 
7, and the Engine Squad units are equipped with large 
capacity oxygen cylinders and special micro units and 
fittings so that they will have a reserve of this equip- 
ment if the resuscitator normally used by them has 
been dispatched with a victim to the hospital. It is 
important that this resuscitator be kept on the victims 
until such time as they are in a location, such as a 
hospital, where adequate facilities are available to 
allow discontinuance of the use of the Fire Depart- 
ment resuscitator. 
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Mack Wagon Conversions — The arrival of these units 
from the concern contracted with and their subsequent 
placing in service with selected companies throughout 
the city completed this project. Elsewhere in this 
report is contained information relative to these units. 

100-Foot Seagrave Ladder Trucks —'Two of these 
units, contracted for in 1955, were received during 
the past year and placed in service with Ladder Com- 
pany 8 at 123 Oliver street and Ladder Company 17 
at 194 Broadway, locations in the high-value area of 
the city. Data relative to the training of department 
members on this apparatus has been covered under 
training subjects and recapitulation. Because of their 
importance and the value of the special equipment they 
carry, a descriptive pamphlet was prepared by this 
division and copies issued to all assistant and deputy 
fire chiefs. Relative to their special equipment, the 
following is worthy of comment: 

1. Aluminum Ground Ladders — Each of these trucks 
is equipped with a sufficiency of aluminum ladders of 
various types and lengths to cope with the need for more 
ladders at fires. These ladders are of much lighter 
weight than the solid beam wood ladders previously in 
use in this area, and this factor should contribute to the 
efficiency and speed in placing them in position at fires. 


2. 38,500-Watt Generators — Each of these trucks is 
equipped with two 3,500-watt generators with a total 
capacity of 7,000-watt output per truck. This allows 
the placing in immediate service of floodlights and power 
tools by first-arriving companies with consequent in- 
crease in the efficiency of fire control. 


3. Flood Lights — Each of these trucks is equipped 
with the latest type weatherproof floodlights of the 
following sizes and quantities: two 1,000-watt lights, 
six 500-watt lights. This aids in increasing the over-all 
efficiency of fire fighting operations and is an additional 
safeguard for men operating both within and outside 
the fire buildings during periods of darkness. 
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4. O’Brien Rotary Cutters — Each of these trucks is 
equipped with an O’Brien cutter, a tool which facilitates 
the placing of holes in floors or pier decks for cellar pipe 
operation or the prompt and efficient removal of water 
for salvage purposes. 

5. Smoke Ejectors — Each of these trucks is equipped 
with an electric-driven 24-inch smoke ejector capable of 
displacing 11,750 cubic feet of air per minute. This 
equipment aids considerably in the prompt removal of 
smoke from an area both for the purpose of assisting 
fire fighting operations and lessening smoke damage to 
buildings and contents. 

6. Ladder Pipes — Each of these trucks is equipped 
with two ladder pipes, one permanently mounted on 
the lower fly section of the ladder, and the other main- 
tained portable for placing rapidly into use on the top 
fly section. The top fly mounting of this portable pipe 
allows the discharge of water, horizontally, onto a fire 
at heights up to 80 feet. This is 15 feet in excess of the 
horizontal discharge of water from water towers. 


7. Deluge Gun — Each of these trucks is equipped 
with a large-size deluge gun, permanently mounted on 
the side of the apparatus with siamese fittings allowing 
the incorporation of discharge from four lines into one 
large stream of approximately 2,000 gallons per minute. 
This is a valuable asset to any fire department in their 
efforts to contain large-scale fires. 


Halligan Hook — This equipment, new in the depart- 
ment, was issued to specific fire companies where it was 
thoroughly tried, tested, and evaluated. On the basis of 
reports received from companies equipped with these 
tools, the insulation on the handles proved inadequate 
and a new type of insulating covering was obtained. It 
was placed on these handles at the maintenance shop 
and the tools were again placed in service. A follow-up 
survey of this new insulation indicated the effectiveness 
of the change and the excellence of this tool in assisting 
in fire-fighting operations and overhauling. 
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life Net Survey — As a direct result of the survey of 
life nets in the department, a replacement program for 
those found defective was undertaken. Requisition for 
new life nets was made in 1955, and these nets were 
received this past year and placed in service as follows: 


Engines 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10, 12, 19, 21, 24, 26, 28, 30, 32, 
34, 36, 37, 40, 42, 48, 48, 50, 51, 54 and 55. Ladders 1, 
2, 3, 4, 9, 11, 14, 15, 16, 18, 21, 22, 24, 26, 29, and 30. 
This project was completed on March 1, 1956. 


Electrical Survey — A survey of the requirements rela- 
tive to the wiring of electric generators, lights, and tools 
was under way and has continued during the past year. 
The purpose of this survey is to provide the most reliable 
and safe operating equipment and materials available 
for use by this department. The acquisition of the 
latest type weatherproof floodlights, water submersible 
electrical fittings, and large capacity electric cable with 
integral grounding wire has been a forward step in this 
project. It is a continuing affair with replacements and 
additions incorporated into departmental equipment as 
they become available. 


Plans have been formulated, and, in some cases, tem- 
porary use has been made of the available generators 
as contained in TD-2, supplying emergency light and 
power to fire stations where the normal light and 
power supply has been lost for various reasons. It is 
the intention of the department, in fulfilling your direc- 
tive regarding this matter to place in each fire station 
and at the headquarters and maintenance properties, 
permanent connections whereby in event of normal 
electric power failure, portable generators from fire 
companies can be connected to supply the necessary 
electric power. 

Reflective Materials for Fire Coats and Hats — As the 
result of a memorandum from his Honor, Mayor John B. 
Hynes, and a subsequent directive on this subject, a 
survey of available materials with reflective ability was 
made by this division. The purpose was to provide 
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greater visibility of fire fighters clothed in black rubber 
fire coats and working in areas where darkness and 
smoke could render them indiscernible and where, if in- 
capacitated by smoke or gases, they might collapse and 
be unseen by those searching for them. 

The survey of such available materials disclosed that 
the Minnesota Mining Company was manufacturing a 
reflective fabric which could be adhered to rubber 
coats and a reflective sheeting which could be adhered 
to fire hats and that these materials were superior to 
others tested. Tests at the Fire School under conditions 
of (a) darkness, (b) light smoke, (c) heavy smoke, dis- 
closed the following: the ability to discern any reflec- 
tive material under conditions of darkness or smoke- 
filled atmosphere is entirely dependent on the ability 
of light rays to penetrate the area and to focus, to some 
degree, on the reflective material. Under conditions of 
(a) the visibility of the selected reflective materials is 
practically limitless, being influenced entirely by the 
length of the ight beam. Under conditions as in (6) the 
visibility of the selected reflective materials was fair to 
good, and under conditions as in (c) visibility was in 
some cases as low as 5 feet. The fact must be borne in 
mind, however, that under conditions as in (c) without 
the use of reflective materials, there would probably be 
no discernment whatsoever. 


To initiate the program, the fire coats and hats of all 
fire fighters attached to Engine Companies 7 and 21 
and Ladder Company 13 were equipped with these re- 
flective materials. In the specifications for all new 
rubber fire coats, strips of this reflective material have 
been included as a necessary item. Further work will 
be done on this project in 1957. 


Auto Safety Belts for Apparatus — Safety belts for 
fire fighters riding on the seats of fire apparatus was 
the subject of research and investigation by this division: 
Of the various belts reviewed, it was the opinion that 
the product of the Service Belt Company of New York 
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was best suited for our requirements. One hundred of 
these belts were purchased and installed on all ladder 
trucks in the department by maintenance division 
personnel. It is anticipated that, before completion of 
this project, all fire apparatus and chiefs’ cars will be 
equipped with this safety feature. 


Revised 100-Foot Ladder Truck Specifications — Minor 
revisions in ladder truck specifications were made in 
collaboration with the fire fighting division. Such 
revisions were necessary to comply with increased re- 
quirements relative to placing of equipment and a 
broadening of the specifications to encourage an increase 
in the number of manufacturers bidding. 


Pumper Specifications — We drew up specifications 
relative to the department’s requirements concerning 
fire pumpers. As a result, in these specifications were 
the requirements to be met by three 1,250 gallons per 
minute pumpers successfully awarded on bid. 


These specifications were so designed that the depart- 
ment will receive apparatus equipped with a powerful 
engine of high torque rating, a 1,250 g.p.m. pump, a 
400-gallon water tank, large capacity hose compart- 
ments, equipment compartments, semiportable deck 
gun, and a 35-foot, three-piece extension ladder. These 
units are earmarked for delivery early in 1957. 


Miscellaneous Training Division Project — Rope Sur- 
vey — To determine the over-all condition of life lines, 
hauling lines, signal lines and guy lines, company com- 
manders of the various fire companies were directed to 
make a survey of all such lines in service with their 
companies and report the results thereof to this division. 
In all cases, when reports indicated the need of replace- 
ment of a line or lines, notification was sent to the 
Maintenance Division and all such replacements were 
attended to. 


The use of the Recall System provided for in the 
Rules and Regulations, when tried out in 1956, left 
much to be desired, and a new plan of operation of 
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recall’ was set up in order to provide for a speedier, 
safer, more economical recall in keeping with the 
best interests of public safety. 

- A new system of assigning vacations, based on a 
nine-year cycle of rotating vacation periods was in- 
augurated in the department in 1956. Each member 
of the fire force below the grade of deputy fire chief 
was assigned a vacation group number. The system 
is arranged so that every member will have a different 
vacation each year and upon completion of the cycle 
will have had a so-called good vacation about every 
third year. The system was designed to remove the 
element of chance which had been present in past 
years and which resulted in many cases of members 
receiving an off-season vacation repeatedly. 

Due to fluid liaison existing between fire chiefs at 
the district, division and assistant levels, a system of 
journal keeping has been instituted throughout the 
department so that the oncoming chief officer will 
have a source of information insofar as developments 
which have occurred since he was last on duty, whether 
they be administrative or operational; this becomes a 
permanent record. 

It came to light on the occasion of the death of 
fire fighters in a fire in Kast Boston that there were 
not pictures of all fire fighters in the department. It 
was not a small number of pictures, but at least one 
third of the department had never been photographed. 
We took steps to see that pictures were taken, and 
speedily, so that all those employed in the department 
had their photographs on file. It has been made the 
responsibility of the Training Division to see that all 
men appointed hereafter have their pictures taken 
during their probationary period so that we cannot fail 
to have pictures available for all men actively engaged 
in fire fighting in Boston. 

The Maintenance Division has done an especially 
good job in keeping the apparatus in repair and in 
service. They have had, in addition to this, the program 
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of preventive maintenance added to their duties, as 
well as the conversion of pumpers to single piece units. 
In two years they have converted over half the pumps 
in the department to single piece units— all this 
without adding one position to those already provided 
for in 1955. An exceptional job has been done by them. 

In 1956, Chief of Department John V. Stapleton, 
after thirty-two years’ service retired, and he was 
succeeded by Edward N. Montgomery who retired after 
forty-four years’ service. His Honor Mayor John B. 
Hynes then appointed Leo C. Driscoll as the new chief 
of department.

The system was officially accepted by the City of Boston at noon, April 28, 1852, and the 
first alarm was received from Station 7, District 1 (now Box 1212) at 8.25 p.m., 
April 29, 1852.

Drar Mayor Hynes: 

The Annual Report of the Boston Health Depart- 
ment for the year 1956 is hereby submitted. The de- 
partment is happy to report a continuing improvement 
in Boston’s health conditions. 

One of the outstanding accomplishments during the 
year was the inauguration of an extensive Salk vaccine 
program, in which 400,019 inoculations were adminis- 
tered. In 1956, only one case of paralytic and three 
cases of nonparalytic poliomyelitis were reported. No 
deaths occurred in the city during the year from this 
disease. In 1955, 834 resident cases with 32 resident 
deaths were reported to the department. 

A summary of the activities of each bureau in the 
Health Department is presented in order that a clear 
and concise picture of the health conditions in Boston 
may be gained.

BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION 


In 1956, the appropriation for the Boston Health De- 
partment was $1,710,975. Included in this figure is a 
supplemental budgetary allowance of $28,000 for the 
poliomyelitis inoculation program. Of this amount, 
$25,000 was spent on the operative expenses and the 
remaining $3,000 was used for salaries for clerical per- 
sonnel. An expenditure of $1,678,540.58 of the total 
appropriation of $1,710,975 is anticipated. 


As a comparison to the above figures, the Health 
Department expended $998,238.95 in 1946 out of an 
appropriation of $1,007,725.23. In that same year, the 
department had 392 employees as compared with 357 
in 1956. Salary increases have been the principal cause 
of the increased expenditures since 1946. The upsurge 
of prices for supplies and materials has been another 
factor. Also, a law passed by the Legislature making 
the Health Department responsible for hospital care of 
premature infants weighing five pounds or less at birth 
has contributed to the increased budget. Over $39,651 
Was expended on prematurity cases for the year 1956. 
Approximately 65 per cent of the total prematurity 
eases have been paid. In addition, $60,800 was in- 
cluded in the regular 1956 budget for necessary repairs 
to the grounds and buildings of the health units. Con- 
tracts have been granted for repairs to these units in 
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the amount of $40,699. It has been requested that the 
balance of $20,101 be placed in the unliquidated reserve 
to be used in 1957. Many of these units are over 
twenty-five years old and extensive repairs are neces- 
sary to keep them functioning properly. 


In the Settlement Bureau for the year 1956, 413 
applications for sanatoria care were received. Of these, 
139 patients were transported to sanatoria. During 
the year, $48,976 was expended for the care of Boston- 
settled tuberculous patients at Lakeville, North Read- 
ing, and Rutland Sanatoria. An additional $15,362 
was paid to other sanatoria for the care of twenty-one 
Boston-settled tuberculosis patients. A subsidy bill in 
the amount of $4,010.03 was submitted to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health for approval.

BUREAU OF HEALTH EDUCATION 


The Bureau of Health Education was able to main- 
tain almost all of its normal program schedule during 
1956 despite several personnel changes which resulted 
in a 75 per cent turnover in its staff. Training and 
orienting new personnel, however, is time consuming 
and expensive, especially when employment is on a 
temporary basis. 


CHEST X-RAY 


The mobile X-ray unit operated from April to July 
and from September through the first week of December. 
Scheduling the bus was a function of the bureau as 
well as providing health education materials for employ- 
ees. In 1957, however, this aspect of the tuberculosis 
ease-finding program will be transferred to the Bureau 
of Disease Control. In 1956, 45,533 X-rays were taken 
in 140 industries and schools. 


DAY CARE AGENCIES 


One of the staff health educators again interviewed 
the teaching personnel of all day care agencies applying 
for license or renewal of license. Materials on desirable 
teaching programs and activities were provided and 
information given concerning appropriate courses for 
nursing school personnel. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The health educator in charge of this program plans 
a teachers’ meeting in each of the parochial schools 
during the school year. There are fifty-six parochial 
schools in Boston, fifty-four Catholic and two Hebrew, 
with an enrollment of more than 30,000 pupils. The 
educator plans the teachers’ meeting around a definite 
theme which is selected on the basis of problems arising 
in discussions with the school nurse and teachers. In 
the 1955-56 school year, the meeting theme was “‘ Better 
Breakfasts,’ since proper nutrition is still a major 
problem in many areas of the city. For the current 
1956-57 school year, mental health has been selected, 
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with emphasis on detecting potential behavior problems 
and initiating preventive treatment before a major dif- 
ficulty develops. 


PUBLIC INFORMATION 


Press releases and radio and television spot announce- 
ments were prepared regularly throughout the year. 
The Salk vaccine program necessitated a large amount 
of coverage in order to announce schedules of clinics 
for the various age groups concerned. Literature on 
a variety of health topics was obtained from various 
sources and sent. to the health units and stations for 
distribution to the public. Innumerable requests arrive 
by mail and are either answered or forwarded to the 
proper agency. 

The annual report of the department was edited and 
other materials were checked for publication. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Three graduate students from one of the local uni- 
versities spent one month with the bureau for field 
training in health education. Other students from high 
schools and colleges received orientation and assistance 
with special projects. Lectures and field trips in the 
department were also arranged for college and high 
school classes. 
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BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS 


In 1956, the Bureau of Vital Statistics issued 13,075 
burial, transportation, and removal permits. There 
were 23,292 birth certificates received by this office; 
15,727 of these were resident births. The births were 
forwarded to the Bureau of Nursing for early visitation 
to the newborn. 

During the year, 11,902 death certificates were re- 
ceived and checked for completeness and accuracy. 
These certificates were then codified, tabulated, and 
recorded for annual and current statistical reports. The 
bureau received many requests for statistical data from 
federal, state, and civic organizations doing special study 
programs on such degenerative diseases as heart, cancer, 
hypertension, and diabetes. After processing these 
death certificates, they were forwarded to the City Regis- 
trar for permanent recording and filing. 


Two hundred seventy-six cases of sudden death, which 
were declined by the Medical Examiner, were processed 
and sent to the Bureau of Disease Control for assignment 
to the public health physicians. 


Weekly reports on all mortality and morbidity ocecurr- 
ing in the city were sent to the Boston Crty Record for 
publication. Selected mortality and morbidity of infec- 
tive and parasitic diseases were sent to the British and 
Cuban Consulates, the United States Immigration 
Service, the National Office of Vital Statistics, and the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health as required 
by law. Notification was made to the United States 
Food and Drug Administration on all deaths due to 
poisonings. 

In 1956, the bureau initiated a more intensive query 
program to physicians on the proper method of filing 
medical certification for codification. This, in many in- 
stances, was a time consuming project, as it was often 
difficult to locate a physician at a specific time. How- 
ever, it is hoped that by querying the physicians as to 
the proper sequence of the causes of death, more accurate 
statistical reports will be available. 

Annually, the bureau compiles a complete statistical 
summary of births and deaths of Boston residents by 
age, sex, cause of death, and geographical location 
throughout the city. 
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Section of Medical Services 
| LICENSING 
INSTITUTIONS 


The program of inspections of hospitals, nursing and 
convalescent homes, boarding homes for the aged, and 
day care agencies was carried on in 1956 by the Building, 
Fire, and Health Departments of the City of Boston. 
In October, 1956, one change pertaining to licensure of 
nursing homes, convalescent homes, and boarding homes 
for the aged became effective, requiring operators to 
personally request inspections by the Fire Department, 
the Wire Inspection Division, the Zoning Division of 
the Building Department, and the local Health Depart- 
ment. Formerly this was done by the Division of 
Hospitals, Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 
This procedure is now working very effectively. The 
Boston Health Department, however, still received 
reports from the Fire Department and the Building 
Department. 

A survey was made in 1956, involving sixty-two 
private proprietary homes and twenty-four boarding 
homes for the aged, but excluding charitable trust or 
national origin homes. The investigation of these insti- 
tutions, conducted by the public health physicians and 
public health nurses, involved review of diagnosis, treat- 
ment, and progress notes, records concerning narcotics 
and sedatives, responsible physicians, the admitting 
agency, and the average monthly cost for medical care 
of all patients. The basis of the nursing investigation 
was determined by personal inspection of the patient, 
personnel, bedding, and dietary factors. 

The medical and nursing survey of these institutions 
disclosed that about 15 per cent were in need of im- 
proved standards particularly relating to adequate pro- 
fessional personnel and, in some cases, dietary factors. 

At the present time there are seventy-six nursing and 
convalescent homes, and forty-four boarding homes for 
the aged — a total of 120 institutions, including charita- 
ble trusts, those of national origin, and private proprietary 
homes. 
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In conjunction with the regular procedure for in- 
spection of these institutions for renewal of license, 
seventy-five special inspections were made to investi- 
gate complaints. ‘These were referred to the individual 
bureaus involved. 


About forty-five personal office interviews were held 
with operators and prospective operators who were 
looking for information in this field. It was necessary 
to talk to various groups interested in nursing and con- 
valescent homes and boarding homes for the aged. 


This department received seventy applications for 
approval of day care agencies. Of this number sixty 
were approved and ten were rejected because of Zoning 
Division disapproval or failure to meet other require- 
ments. 


In 1956, out of a total of forty-four hospitals, thirty- 
two hospitals were inspected and certified by the Health 
Commissioner — an increase of one license over the 
number for last year. There were twenty special inspec- 
tions of hospitals made in conjunction with the regular 
procedure. 


This year the Health Commissioner certified forty- 
three nursing and convalescent homes and twelve board- 
ing homes for the aged. 

The number of institutions operating either under the 
control of the Boston Health Department or in con- 
junction with the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health includes: 


60 day care agencies 

76 nursing and convalescent homes 
44 boarding homes for the aged 

44 hospitals 


In view of the effective results obtained with the pres- 
ent procedures for these institutions, it is reeommended 
that the same system of inspections be continued. 
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CIVIL DEFENSE 


Civil defense activities were very diversified in 1956, 
and many new services were added to the Health Divi- 
sion’s role in the medical and health functions of the 
Boston Civil Defense Agency. Participation in the 
nationwide test alert, July 20-24, required the staffing 
of the Control Center with medical personnel. It was 
necessary to recruit volunteers for this important work. 
Three teams were formed — made up of a public health 
nurse, doctor, and sanitary inspector — who were as- 
signed to cover Civil Defense Headquarters for the 
period of the alert which extended over the week end. 


Reorganization of the Nursing Services for Civil Defense 


The nursing services of the City of Boston, including 
nurses employed by the School and Health Departments, 
Red Cross nurses, and the Visiting Nurses Association, 
were organized and combined into one large coordinated 
group under civil defense control for emergency service 
in time of disaster. 

Mary O’Shea, R.N., principal public health nurse, 
attended the Federal Civil Defense Agency Training 
Centre at Battle Creek, Michigan, and received the 
necessary training and indoctrination to enable her to 
coordinate all the local, state, and federal nursing services 
in the event of a natural or civil defense disaster. 


Radiation Hazards of Fallout 


All the public health nurses and physicians of the 
Boston Health Department were instructed in the 
hazards of radioactive fallout and were given a demon- 
stration of radiation detection instruments and methods 
of radiological decontamination. 


Food Service Monitors 


Five inspectors of the Boston Health Department — 
Section of Environmental Sanitation — attended a course 
conducted by the United States Food and Drug Admin- 
istration in radiation detection and decontamination 
of food, water, and milk. They will be available for 
monitoring service in the event. of disaster involving 
radiological contamination of foods. 
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Radiac Service 


The creation of a new Radiac Service by the Massa- 
chusetts Civil Defense Agency with local service moni- 
tors trained to detect and provide radiation information 
and to plot fallout areas is the latest advance in the 
progress of civil defense against the health hazards of 
radioactive fallout. 

The training of Health Department personnel for this 
important function as recommended by the Federal 
Civil Defense Agency was initiated under the direction 
of the Director of Medical Services who qualified as an 
instructor by the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency 
and has been designated by the Director of Civil Defense 
to develop a training program to provide monitors for 
all services — fire, police, ete. 

Supervisory personnel of the Police, Fire, and Health 
Departments have been indoctrinated in the use of 
radiation detection instruments which were made avail- 
able to qualified instructors for training purposes. In- 
structors and trained monitors are now available for 
service in the Health and Fire Departments, and plans 
for the extension of this training program to other city 
departments are being developed. 
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BUREAU OF DISEASE CONTROL 


In 1956, with the permission of the Department of 
Administrative Services of the City of Boston, the 
Bureau of Communicable Disease and the Bureau of 
Tuberculosis were combined to form the Bureau of Dis- 
ease Control. It is envisaged that this bureau will 
eventually develop programs for the control of cancer, 
diseases of the aging, diseases of the mind, diabetes, 
accidents, and alcoholism. 

Because the incidence of some of the communicable 
diseases in the City of Boston has greatly declined due 
to many factors, including modern medical techniques 
and the use of antibiotics, the bureau concentrated on 
the control of tuberculosis in order to continue the 
decline shown in the past several years in this disease. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The tuberculosis record of the City of Boston for 
1956 showed considerable improvement. As of Decem- 
ber 31, 1956, 141 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis 
and five from nonpulmonary tuberculosis were re- 
ported. This gives Boston a pulmonary death rate of 
17.2 and a total tuberculosis death rate of 17.8 per 
100,000. 

A total of 642 new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
and 25 new cases of nonpulmonary tuberculosis were 
reported in Boston in 1956. This resulted in a new 
pulmonary tuberculosis rate of 78.5 and a new tubercu- 
losis all forms rate of 80.5 per 100,000. 


CASE FINDING 


In addition to the new cases which are regularly 
found and reported by private physicians, hospitals, 
and clinies, the bureau carried on, with greater intensity, 
the mass X-ray program for case finding in tuberculosis. 
The X-ray mobile unit of the City of Boston continued 
its schedule of X-raying industry and private schools 
and colleges. During 1956, a total of 42,553, 70 mm 
X-rays were taken on the mobile unit with the finding 
of 1,458 suspicious or positive cases which were recalled 
for 14x 17 recheck X-rays. The exact total number of 
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new cases of tuberculosis discovered in this way cannot 
as yet be determined because many cases require further 
study to establish a definite diagnosis. 

The cooperative case-finding program undertaken first 
in 1955 in the community itself, with special emphasis 
on those neighborhoods with the highest tuberculosis 
prevalence, was continued throughout 1956. This 
program was carried out by the Boston Health Depart- 
ment with the cooperation of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health, the Boston Tuberculosis 
Association, and the Massachusetts Tuberculosis and 
Health League. The X-ray mobile unit, the techni- 
cians, and the films were supplied by the Massachusetts 
Department of Health. The Boston Tuberculosis 
Association made available a full-time community 
organizer. The Massachusetts Tuberculosis and Health 
League contributed $5,000 to the program, of which 
about three fourths was allotted for the employment of 
another full-time community organizer, and the balance 
applied to the various needs of the program, especially 
for publicity. During 1956, mass X-ray campaigns were 
held in Jamaica Plain, the North End, the West End, 
Roxbury, and Charlestown. <A total of 31,019, 70 mm 
X-rays were taken, 927 of which were found to warrant 
14x 17 recheck X-rays. As yet, the statistics for this 
program have not been compiled, as many of the cases 
found are still being studied for a definite diagnosis. 


NEW PROJECTS IN CASE FINDING 


Plans are being completed for the synchronizing of 
tuberculin testing in the public and in the parochial 
schools with the community mass X-ray program in a 
neighborhood. A higher percentage of positive findings 
in the community X-ray program is anticipated as a 
result of including the contacts to positive tuberculin 
reactors. 

With the view of conducting a campaign for the rou- 
tine X-raying of all patients coming into Boston hospi- 
tals, a questionnaire was sent to each of the hospitals 
to determine what is being done at present regarding 
the taking of routine X-rays on all admissions to their 
hospitals, including all patients admitted to the house, 
coming to the out-patient department, and coming to 
the accident floor. A canvass was made to determine 
the reaction of each hospital to the desirability of taking 
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routine chest X-rays on all these patients. It is planned 
in the future to attempt to get all of these patients 
X-rayed routinely. Here, too, a population will be 
reached which should give us a higher percentage of 
positive findings. 


TREATMENT 


A total of 17,476 clinic visits were made by patients 
or suspects to the tuberculosis clinics of the Health 
Department during 1956. There were 10,434, 14x 17 
X-rays and 13,597, 70 mm X-rays taken at these clinics. 

The treatment of tuberculosis patients in the Health 
Department clinics was appraised critically with the 
view of improvement. It is planned tentatively to 
concentrate the home treatment of the active cases of 
tuberculosis in the clinic at the South End Health Unit. 
In this way, better control of the treatment of these 
all-important cases will be made possible. The inactive 
cases which require supervision and follow-up rather 
than treatment will still be cared for in the outlying 
clinics. 

The pneumothorax and the pneumoperitoneum clinics 
are being continued as in the past. As has been ex- 
perienced everywhere else, the importance of pneumo- 
thorax or pneumoperitoneum in the treatment of 
pulmonary tuberculosis is on the decline. It is antici- 
pated that the number of these clinics will diminish as 
the demand decreases. 

The chemotherapeutic treatment of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis is increasing in importance in the clinics of the 
Health Department. Although the combination of 
dihydro-streptomycin with either isonicotinie acid hy- 
drazide or para-amino-salicylic acid is still very popular, 
there seems to be an increasing trend to the use of 
para-amino-salicylic acid with isonicotinie acid hydra- 
zide to the exclusion of streptomycin. This is, of course, 
true only of those patients who can tolerate these 
chemotherapeutic agents. 

During 1956, legislation for the forcible incarceration 
of uncooperative patients with active tuberculosis was 
passed by the Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. This law should help greatly in the 
treatment of such cases. Hven though a woefully 
inadequate number of beds is provided for this purpose, 
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the threat of incarceration should be sufficient in most 
of these cases to insure and maintain the hospitalization 
or the proper cooperation in the home treatment of these 
previously uncooperative cases. 


THE TUBERCULOSIS INTEGRATING COMMITTEE OF BOSTON 


Tuberculosis cases in Boston are treated by several 
agencies when they are not treated by private physicians. 
The Boston Sanatorium, the tuberculosis hospitals of 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, the 
South Department of the Boston City Hospital, the 
tuberculosis hospitals of the Veterans Administration, 
and the tuberculosis clinics of the Boston Health De- 
partment all treat tuberculosis patients of the City of 
Boston. In the treatment of tuberculosis, there are 
many interlocking activities among the agencies. There 
are frequent communications among these agencies for 
the settlement of the problems of individual cases. 
Decisions are made, but unquestionably some of these 
decisions, and perhaps many, are equivocal. It was 
thought advisable to establish a policy committee to 
integrate the activities of the above-mentioned agencies. 
This situation was investigated and there was a una- 
nimity of feeling among these agencies that a policy 
committee was essential. Such a committee was 
organized at the close of the year. The first meeting 
of this committee will be held shortly after the begin- 
ning of 1957. 

The committee consists of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Disease Control of the Boston Health Department, the 
Chief of the Division of Sanatorial and Tuberculosis 
Control of the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, the Director of the Boston Sanatorium, the 
Director of the South Department, Boston City Hospi- 
tal, the Chiefs of the Thoracic Division of the Out- 
Patient Department, Veterans Administration, the Chief 
of Medical Supervision, Boston Welfare Department, 
and the Assistant Commissioner of the Massachusetts 
Department of Mental Health. 


OTHER COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


During the year 1956, the number of the communicable 
disease cases reported to the Boston Health Department 
totaled 5,095. This is a low figure for Boston and 
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represents a relative freedom for the city from these 
diseases. A total of 3,109 visits were made by public 
health physicians to these cases. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


After the outbreak of 834 cases with thirty-two deaths 
from poliomyelitis in 1955, there was an extremely low 
incidence of four cases, only one paralytic, and no deaths 
in 1956. This, undoubtedly, was due in large part to 
the outbreak of 1955, when a large number of Boston 
residents were immunized by subclinical infections, in 
addition to those who were diagnosed as having the 
disease. Unquestionably, the administration of 169,695 
inoculations of Salk vaccine by the Health Department 
to the most susceptible groups in the population was 
another important factor, but its specific effect cannot 
be appraised. 

During 1956, 416,791 doses of Salk vaccine were given 
to inhabitants of the City of Boston with vaccine sup- 
plied by the Boston Health Department. Of these, 
294,069 doses were given by the Boston Health Depart- 
ment and the Boston School Department. Private 
physicians and hospitals administered the rest — a total 
of 122,722 doses. Many more inoculations than these 
were afforded Boston inhabitants, since the above 
figures do not include those who received their inocula- 
tions from private physicians who purchased their own 
vaccine or those who received their inoculations from 
other municipalities. Some municipalities, such as 
Brookline, gave vaccine to physicians in their areas to 
use on individuals eligible for the vaccine regardless of 
whether they were inhabitants of their municipalities 
or not. Many additional Boston residents may have 
received polio injections on this basis. With the con- 
tinued use of poliomyelitis vaccine, it is hoped that the 
incidence of poliomyelitis in Boston will be reduced 
appreciably. 

The polio vaccine program for expectant mothers was 
arranged with the cooperation of the maternity hospitals 
in the City of Boston. The distribution of vaccine to 
these hospitals was made on the basis of the number of 
deliveries occurring in 1956. <A total of over 23,000 
births were reported by these hospitals during 1956, 
with 15,586 born to residents of Boston. The Section of 
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Medical Services distributed 31,635 doses of polio vac- 
cine to these hospitals, and private and staff obstetri- 
cians administered the vaccine to the expectant mothers. 
There was a demand for polio vaccine to. be given to 
student nurses in training schools; 2,970 doses were made 
available for this purpose. 


MEASLES 


In 1956, 335 cases of measles and no deaths were re- 
ported in the City of Boston. This is a low figure, and 
may portend an increasing incidence in years to come as 
new susceptibles are born and become exposed. 


GERMAN MEASLES 


There were 787 cases of German measles reported in 
1956 in Boston with no deaths. Since this disease is so 
mild and frequently atypical in its symptomatology, 
there were unquestionably many more cases than those 
reported where either no physician was called in or, if 
called, he could not make a definite diagnosis. There 
are no statistics available for the incidence of German 
measles during pregnancy. 


_ MUMPS 


The incidence of mumps was low in the City of 
Boston, 658 cases being reported, with no deaths. 


WHOOPING COUGH 


There were 179 cases of whooping cough, with no 
deaths, reported in 1956. This is a very low prevalence, 
and it implies very strongly that the whooping cough 
vaccination of infants and children is producing the 
adequate immunity which is hoped for. There is con- 
siderable doubt in the mind of the medical profession how 
effective this vaccine is and how long the resulting im- 
munity lasts. The diminution in the number of cases of 
Whooping cough over the years gives substantial evi- 
dence to the fact, first, that the vaccine is effective and, 
second, that the effect is long-lasting since there is not 
an increased incidence of this disease in the older age 
groups. The argument that whooping cough is actually 
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not being prevented, but made so mild that it cannot 
usually be diagnosed, is academic. If a communicable 
disease which in the recent past was said to cause more 
deaths than all other communicable diseases combined 
has been reduced to a smattering of cases with practi- 
eally no deaths, the vaccine for its prevention must be 
sufficiently effective. The influence of the use of appro- 
priate antibiotics during the course of the disease and 
its complications is a factor to be borne in mind. 


SCARLET FEVER 


There were 791 cases of scarlet fever and no deaths 
reported in inhabitants of Boston in 1956. This disease, 
dreadful one-half century ago, was becoming much 
milder long before the advent of specific antibiotics for — 
the B-hemolytic streptococcus capable of elaborating 
erythrogenic toxin. Public health physicians and private 
physicians were beginning to speculate whether man, 
at least in the United States, was developing an increas- 
ing resistance to this infection, or whether the disease 
was in a low virulence cycle and would gain severity 
with time, eventually becoming a serious problem 
again. To date, the latter has not happened. The 
advent of the chemotherapeutic and antibiotic specifics 
for this streptococcus has made this a relatively mild 
disease, and its complications almost always are easy to 
contol and eliminate. 


DIPHTHERIA 


There were seven resident cases, with one death, 
resulting from diphtheria in Boston during 1956. AI- 
though these figures are low, they are not low enough 
for this preventable disease. Four of the seven cases 
occurred in the age group 20 plus, where the immuniza- 
tion produced by injections in childhood might have 
worn off. 


EQUINE ENCEPHALITIS 


There were two cases of equine encephalitis, with one 
death, in Boston residents during 1956. 


OPHTHALMIA NEONATORUM 


During this year, 108 cases, of which only one was 
positive for gonorrhea, were reported for Boston resi- 
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dents. ‘This very satisfactory record should continue 
because of the law requiring the treatment of the eyes of 
every newborn baby and the susceptibility of the gono- 
coccus to chemicals, including the chemotherapeutic 
drugs and antibiotics. | 


TYPHOID AND PARATYPHOID 


There was one case of typhoid fever and seventy 
cases of paratyphoid B (salmonella) reported for Boston 
residents this year, with no deaths occurring. 


RABIES CONTROL 


There were 3,007 dog bites and 33 small animal bites 
for a total of 3,040 reported to the Health Departmens 
in 1956. Of these, 585 were treated at the Boston City 
Hospital. Antirabic treatment was deemed unnecess- 
ary in all cases.’ 


VENEREAL DISEASE 


The venereal disease statistics showed an increase in 
the number of cases of syphilis, while the incidence of 
other venereal diseases remained about the same. On 
analysis the increase was found to be among the younger 
age groups — the increase being in the cases of early 
syphilis. 

During 1956, 495 lapsed cases and contacts of venereal 
disease were referred to the Bureau of Disease Control 
for disposition. Of these, 339 cases were successfully 
followed up by the personnel of the bureau, and these 
cases were returned to treatment. 
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BUREAU OF DIAGNOSTIC LABORATORY 


The Bacteriological Laboratory maintained, with 
credit, its state certification standing on the basis of 
experienced personnel, superlative performance of diag- 
nostic cultural and microscopic and serological examina- 
tions, in spite of only adequate equipment, since much 
of the apparatus is time-worn. 

The demand for ‘‘sterile goods’’ for the mass immuni- 
zation of parochial and preschool-age children was 
handled by the laboratory staff. The bureau estab- 
lished a central supply for preparation, sterilization, 
issue of material, and subsequent repeated operations, 
for 307,872 inoculations of Salk vaccine, in addition to 
the receipt, storage, and distribution of the vaccine as 
allocated by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. 


Technical training in public health laboratory practice 
was given to students from Harvard School of Public 
Health, to interns from the New England Deaconess 
Hospital, and to technicians from the New England 
Baptist Hospital and the New England Hospital. Lec- 
tures and demonstrations were given to students from 
five colleges and nursing schools. 


The total number of specimens for the year 1956_ 
amounted to 47,492. Examinations of these specimens 
sent by doctors, hospitals, clinics totaled 58,000 due to 
multiple screening tests performed on serological, enteric 
pathogens, and throat cultures. Since the performance 
of all diagnostic work demands ‘“‘checking’’ of independ- 
ent findings by two individuals, the count of actual 
examinations totals over 100,000. 

Reports of all examinations made daily on specific 
form cards also require complete checking prior to 
mailing. In addition, the constant physician-patient 
demands by telephone and in the office entail added 
duties for the clerical staff. 
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BUREAU OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


The year 1956 was highlighted by activities beyond 
the scope of the regular routine services of the Public 
Health Nursing Bureau because of the availability of 
Salk vaccine and the need for participating in the 
program for inoculating a large portion of the popula- 
tion against poliomyelitis. During the year, 3,453 
hours of nursing time were spent in the poliomyelitis 
clinics. 

Well-deserved praise should go to the staff for the 
manner in which they assumed their heavy programs 
in schools and clinics, as well as their additional respon- 
siblity for orienting new staff nurses and students; 
also, for the manner in which they relieved overbur- 
dened personnel in districts where there was a shortage 
of staff nurses. 


The personnel status of this bureau, as of December, 
1956, is as follows:

During the year, there were two supervisor and five 
staff nurse retirements; eight resignations for various 
reasons such as public school service, veterans service, 
teaching and supervisory positons in hospitals, rural 
public health nursing, and marriage. All vacancies 
have been filled, but the number of the complete staff 
barely covers necessary services. 

It is the opinion of the staff that many ineffective 
nursing visits are being made in the communicable 
disease program; therefore they are asking for a re- 
evaluation of our policy for home visiting. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


In the tuberculosis program approximately 500 visits 
were made in cooperation with the Four Agency Survey 
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Program functioning at the South End, Roxbury, 
Jamaica Plain, and West End Health Units. The 
supervising nurse in charge of this program is coordinat- 
ing with the program director and the personnel of the 
South End Clinic to resolve some of the nursing prob- 
lems in staff communication and follow-up of cases. 


Early in January, the staff participated in a survey 
of the health and nutritional needs of patients in sixty 
nursing homes. An evaluation of this survey indicated, 
with the exception of a few cases, that the majority of 
our patients receive good bedside care. An investigation 
by our nutritionist of the actual food and nutrition 
practices in operation as compared to theoretic standards 
indicated that most homes give reasonably adequate 
attention to nutritional values. However, the existing 
food and nutrition practices, good as they are, could be 
bettered. A few nursing homes indicated the need for 
improvement in food services, such as supper being 
served too early and a modification of dietary needs to 
fit the changing clinical condition of patients. It was 
also evident that there are some elderly people who 
could benefit by some form of occupational therapy and 
physiotherapy to train them to care for their daily 
need and to aid them physically, mentally, and 
emotionally. 


SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 


The school year, September, 1955, to June, 1956, was 
a very active one, with an enrollment of 33,990 elemen- 
tary school children in sixty parachial schools. For the 
second consecutive year the polio vaccination program 
superseded all other programs in content of work 
required. The time spent on the program amounted to 
1,198 hours more than in 1955. The following data, 
compiled from nurses’ monthly reports and annual 
school health service summaries, indicates some of the 
accomplishments of the public health nurses during 1956:

BUREAU OF CHILD HYGIENE AND HEALTH 
UNITS 


A total of 15,586 live births were registered in Boston 
for the year 1956. This represents a decrease of over 600 
live births as dompared with the previous year. During 
the same period, the infant mortality rate dropped from 
26.6 in 1955 to 24.3 per 1,000 births. Despite newer 
and improved techniques in the care of premature and 
other newborn infants, the causes of infant deaths gen- 
erally paralleled the statistics of the last few years. 

Three maternal deaths occurred during the year to 
give a maternal death rate of 0.2 per 1,000 live births. 
This figure is in keeping with the gratifying results of 
last year. 


CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES 


Kach week, thirty-four well child conferences were 
held at the ten health units, nine substations, and two 
cooperating hospitals throughout the city. All the full- 
time public health physicians of the department partici- 
pated in these conferences together with a number of 
pediatricians delegated by the Department of Pediatrics 
of the three local medical schools. The appointment 
system in the clinics was introduced at the Whittier 
Street Health Unit during the year, and it is hoped that 
the experience gained will aid in establishing this prac- 
tice in all our well child conferences. 

A clinic under the supervision of the Children’s Medi- 
eal Center, formerly held once a week at the Whittier 
Street Health Unit, was discontinued. 

During 1956, 6,221 children, under one year, were 
enrolled at these conferences. A total of 50,425 visits 
were made by children in the preschool-age group for 
the regulation of diets, physical examinations, immuniza- 
tions, and advice. In a series of inoculations against 
diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping cough, 6,058 children 
began the series, and 4,877 inoculations were completed ; 
6,102 were vaccinated against smallpox. The introduc- 
tion of the Salk vaccine administration, as a routine 
clinic procedure for children under one year, took place 
during the spring of the year. 
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PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The Boston Health Department, in cooperation with 
the Archdiocesan Department of Education, conducted 
a program for providing health services to children 
of the parochial schools in Boston. The Bureaus of 
Child and Maternal Health, Nursing and Health Edu- 
cation also participated in the program. Because of the 
large attendance in the schools, it was necessary to em- 
ploy two additional physicians. At the start of the 
school year, all pupils were inspected by the school 
doctors. The pupils of the first, fifth, and eighth grades, 
together with any students from other grades, who were 
referred specifically by the teacher or the school nurse, 
were given a physical examination. Altogether 11,688 
physical examinations were completed. Those children 
who had not received previous inoculations of triple 
antigens were given a series of three injections of alum 
precipitated diphtheria tetanus toxoids. Booster doses 
of these antigens were administered to other pupils who 
required them. 


During the spring months, a second injection of Salk 
vaccine was given to 6,642 students who participated in 
the 1955 program conducted by the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis. Following this, a mass 
inoculation of school children not previously vaccinated 
against poliomyelitis was inaugurated. Free vaccine 
provided by the federal and state governments was used 
in this program. 


First injections were administered to 29,669 parochial 
school pupils. Because of the scarcity of vaccine, several 
months elapsed before a total of 35,552 second “‘shots”’ 
were given. ) 

Students in the first, third, fifth, and seventh grades, 
as well as others who gave indication of visual impair- 
ment, were given a vision test. Those who were consid- 
ered to have serious deviations were advised to go to an 
eye specialist (of their parents’ choice) or to the staff 
ophthalmologist of the department at several of the 
health units. Third-grade pupils were given a routine 
hearing test by personnel of the department who are 
experienced in the use of the pure-tone audiometer. 
Also tested were students of other grades who were sus- 
pected by the teachers or the parents of having defective 
hearing. 
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HEALTH UNITS 


~ On three afternoons a week, when well child econ- 
ferences were not held, the full-time public health 
physicians maintained clinics for administering smallpox 
vaccinations, injections of triple antigens, and typhoid- 
paratyphoid vaccine to those requesting such im- 
munizing measures. 


The mass inoculation of Salk vaccine for preschool 
children was started during March in all health units, 
all substations, and at a number of temporary locations. 
The next phase of the schedule was the administration 
of second “‘shots,’’ which began two months later when 
sufficient vaccine became available. The public health 
physicians continued to give injections of vaccine during 
their daily clinics to all eligibles who previously failed 
to obtain first or second doses of the free antigen. A 
total of 31,096 preschool children received first inocula- 
tions, and 36,777 were given second injections of Salk 
vaccine. 

In addition to the above services, the public health 
physicians conducted physical examinations of adults 
and children going to summer camps and other vacation 
spots. 


In each health unit, each substation, as well as in 
several specific locations, dentists, dental hygienists, and 
dental assistants operated morning and afternoon clinics 
five days a week. 


The ophthalmologist employed by the Health De- 
partment conducted five morning clinics each week at 
the various health units. Pupils referred by the paro- 
ehial and public schools were examined, received pre- 
scriptions for glasses, and, when necessary, were re- 
ferred elsewhere for further follow-up. 


Many health and welfare agencies were provided 
offices, including light, heat, and custodial services 
without cost, at all health units. The Boston Lying-In 
Hospital conducted prenatal clinics at the West End, 
the East Boston, and the South Boston Health Units, 
while the Obstetrical Department of St. Margaret’s 
Hospital provided a similar service at the South Boston 
Health Unit. All prenatal clinics functioned once a 
week. At the Whittier Street, the Harvard Street, 
the West End, the East Boston, and the South Boston

Health Units, six mental health programs were con- 
ducted by the Massachusetts Department of Mental 
Health, Carney Hospital, the Harvard School of Public 
Health, and other professional groups. 


Other agencies that were provided with quarters in 
the health units were the Visiting Nurse Association, 
the Catholic Charitable Bureau, the Salvation Army, 
the Jewish Family and Children Service, the Guild of 
Our Lady of Ransom, the Division of Maternal and 
Child Health of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, the Family Welfare Society, the League 
of Women for Community Service, and the Robert 
Gould Shaw House. 
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BUREAU OF DENTAL SERVICES 


During 1956, the Bureau of Dental Services of the 
Boston Health Division treated 55,354 children in the 
dental clinics located in the various sections of the city. 
The figures pertaining to the specific work accomplished 
in the seventeen dental clinics appear in the statistical 
part of the annual report. 


The aim of this bureau is preventive dentistry by 
teaching children the proper care of teeth. 


This year, three new dental clinics were established in 
different sections of the city. In these three districts, a 
new plan, which brings the dental services to the schools, 
was inaugurated by the Health Commissioner. ‘This 
program has been accomplished without hiring addi- 
tional personnel. <A dentist and an assistant, who 
formerly were assigned to the South Boston Health 
Unit Clinic, now operate three days a week at St. 
Peter’s School and two days a week at the Bromley 
Park Housing Project. Personnel formerly employed 
at the Columbia Point Housing Project five days a week 
now hold dental clinics three days a week at Columbia 
Point and two days a week at the Sacred Heart School.

BUREAU OF MILK AND CHEMISTRY 


LICENSES AND PERMITS 


In 1956, the Bureau of Milk and Chemistry issued 
approximately the same number of licenses and permits, 
subject to the usual year-to-year variations. The use of 
milk dispensers in restaurants and lunchrooms has shown 
a steady increase since their adoption in 1954. During 
the year, 212 permits to sell or serve milk from a milk 
dispenser were issued, compared with 139 in 1955 and 
85 in 1954. Effective December 10, 1956, the Boston 
City Council established a fee of $1 for such a permit. 
It is anticipated that this fee will bring in approximately 
$300 of additional revenue in 1957. In 1956, this 
bureau deposited the sum of $9,057 with the cashier of 
the Health Division for deposit with the City Treasurer. 


NUMBER OF SAMPLES 


During the year, the bureau collected and examined 
20,728 samples of milk, cream, and ice cream. This 
number is substantially the same as last year and repre- 
sents an adequate and comprehensive sampling of these 
products in varying stages of production and sale. In 
addition, 31 samples of miscellaneous foods and 2,289 
samples of water were received for examination from 
other bureaus of the Health Division and other depart- 
ments of the City of Boston. 


QUALITY OF MILK 


Milk offered for sale in Boston continues to be of excel- 
lent quality. The average bacteria count of milk-pas- 
teurized, the predominant grade sold in stores and home- 
delivered, was 2,900 colonies in one cubic centimeter. 
This represents a 10 per cent improvement over the 
very creditable count of 3,200 reported in 1955. The 
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number of warnings issued, because of the presence of 
coliform group bacteria in milk or cream, decreased 
from 143 to 98, and the number of warnings concerning 
excessive total bacteria counts dropped from 54 to 51. 
Most of these warnings were actually issued because of 
poor handling methods in stores, not because of poor 
quality milk delivered by milk dealers. Only one warn- 
ing was issued in 1956 for raw milk exceeding bacterial 
standard prior to pasteurization. In 1955, eight warn- 
ings of this sort were issued. 

A phosphatase test was done on each sample of milk 
collected and all samples were found to be pasteurized 
according to law. | 

No case of disease traceable to the Boston milk supply 
was found. 


COURT CASES 


Six cases were successfully prosecuted in Municipal 
Court. A conviction was secured in each case and fines 
totaling $60 were levied. 


NEW BACTERIAL STANDARDS 


The Milk Regulation Board of the Commonwealth is 
in process of amending its regulations relative to the 
production and sale of milk. The most important 
change would reduce the present standard of 400,000 
colonies of bacteria in milk prior to pasteurization to 
200,000 and reduce the number of bacteria colonies per- 
mitted in milk-pasteurized from 20,000 to 10,000. This 
action would automatically lower the Boston standard 
to the same figures. The tightening of the standard 
will work no hardship on the Boston milk supply be- 
cause in most cases Boston milk is well within the new 
legal limit. 
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BUREAU OF FOOD 


During the calendar year of 1956, the personnel of the 
Bureau of Food was reduced by three inspectors and one 
constable —- two inspectors were retired; one inspector 
and one constable passed away. 


In November, the eight food inspectors received a 
change in title; they have assumed the title of environ- 
mental sanitation inspectors. 


During the year, a new food code for eating and 
drinking establishments and food-vending vehicles was 
set up. The Health Commissioner conferred with 
restaurant and canteen owners in order to discuss the 
new code. It is. believed that this code will clarify 
matters concerning sanitary standards required in food 
and drinking establishments, resulting in greater health 
protection for the public and more efficient operation 
by the industry. The Bureau of Food has maintained 
close cooperation with the Armed Services Disciplinary 
Board, as well as with the United States Food and Drug 
Administration, the United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry (Meats), and the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. Close contact has been kept with 
other organizations interested in the protection of publie 
health through cleanliness and sanitation in foods, food- 
handling equipment, and food-handling personnel. In 
1956, 120,921 food inspections were conducted in the 
various sections of the city. As a result, 2,064,608 
pounds of food were condemned. This is a reduction of 
1,295,506 pounds from the number of pounds con- 
demned during 1955. | 


It is felt that progress has been made in the control of 
sanitary conditions and in the raising of the quality of 
foodstuffs throughout the city. 
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BUREAU OF GENERAL SANITATION 


On February 6, 1956, a public hearing pertaining to 
the adoption by the Health Division of new regulations 
establishing minimum standards of fitness for human 
habitation in the City of Boston was held at Faneuil 
Hall. Subsequent to this hearing, a series of meetings 
was held with real estate representatives. All concurred 
that regulations of this nature were necessary for the 
City of Boston. On September 27, 1956, the regulations 
were adopted and are now being enforced. 


It was noted with great concern the number of dwell- 
ings that have become abandoned in the city, creating a 
serious health and safety menace. In 1956, a budget of 
one half million dollars was passed by the Boston City 
Counail to be used jointly by the Health Department 
and the Building Department for demolition of aban- 
doned buildings. During the year, the Health Depart- 
ment caused two buildings to be demolished, and ap- 
proximately fifteen more are in the process of being 
destroyed. 


Throughout the year, the environmental sanitation 
inspectors cooperated with other bureaus of the Health 
Division and with civilian organizations. Noteworthy 
among these were the assistance the inspectors gave to 
the polio inoculation program of the Health Division 
and their participation in civil defense tests. 


The In-Service Training Program has continued with 
the inspectors attending lectures and field trips spon- 
sored by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health and the Massachusetts Field Training Depart- 
ment. Dr. Murray P. Horwood, consultant to the 
division, also delivered a series of lectures on various 
phases of environmental sanitation.

GENERAL POWERS AND DUTIES 


The knowledge of the average citizen relative to gov- 
ernment is largely confined to those activities with which 
he or she has personally come into contact or conflict. 
Everyone knows about the local police department, 
because the police officer is very much in evidence, 
especially at busy street crossings. Since the local fire 
department also plays a spectacular part in the life of 
the community, its activities are generally understood. 


But who knows about the work of the local sealer of 
weights and measures! How many people would recog- 
nize him? However, he does play a very important, if 
unobtrusive, role in the community. Just as the police- 
man protects our citizens, and the fireman protects their 
property, so does the sealer of weights and measures 
protect their pocketbooks. 


The purpose of weights and measures supervision is to 
insure correct determinations of quantity. The work of 
the division is divided into two classes: (1) mechanical 
and (2) supervisional. The mechanical work consists 
of testing every weighing and measuring device found 
in commercial use with established working standards. 
Such devices that are found to be correct are sealed; 
devices that are found to be incorrect are condemned 
and removed from commercial use. When repairs are 
made, the device is again tested and sealed before 
being placed back in service. 


The use of correct weighing and measuring devices, 
duly certified by an official of the Weights and Measures 
Division, is not, in itself, any guaranty that correct 
quantities will be delivered. There is still opportunity 
for inaccuracy and fraud to occur in a transaction 
through carelessness or through the intentional wrongful 
use of correct equipment. 
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The supervisional work performed by the division to 
prevent any of these conditions consists in inspection 
of the use of equipment after sealing; “try-out’’ pur- 
chases which are reweighed; reweighing of packaged 
goods put up in advance of sales; and checking loads of 
coal, coke, and fuel oil in transit and comparing weights 
found with the amount appearing on the attached cer- 
tificates. Thus, the sealer of weights and measures, 
along with the police and firemen, plays a very impor- 
tant role in the protection of the general public. 

During 1956, the division tested over 55,000 scales, 
weights, and measuring devices. Of these, 3,241 had to 
be adjusted, 322 were not sealed, and 737 were con- 
demned. 


After sealing had been accomplished, 11,445 paper 
cartons were inspected; 10,671 clinical thermometers 
were tested; and 19,870 markings on food packages were 
checked. 

During the year, the division collected $19,374.35 
for testing and sealing various types of measuring de- 
vices. Another $1,319.55 was received for adjusting 
seales and other weighing instruments. } 

The budget allowance for the Weights and Meas- 


ures Division during 1956 was $87,494. Of this total 
$82,750.03 was expended, leaving a balance of $4,743.97.

SIR: 

In compliance with the ordinances, the Trustees of 
the Hospital Department present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1956. 

This is the ninety-third annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, the 
South Department for contagious diseases, the Sana- 
torium Division, the Long Island Division, and the 
East Boston Relief Station. The Haymarket Square 
Relief Station has been in the custody of the Public 
Buildings Department since May, 1938. The West De- 
partment was transferred to the Public Works Depart- 
ment February, 1939. 

On June 1, 1954, the Long Island Hospital was trans- 
ferred from the Institutions Department and became the 
Long Island Division of the Hospital Department. 
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Mr. Stuart C. Rand, who was appointed to the Board 
of Trustees in May, for the term ending April 30, 1961, 
died on October 6, 1956. 


EXPENDITURES 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital, excepting the Sanatorium and Long Island 
Divisions, during the fiscal year were $12,990,183.66. 
Of the total operating expenses, $11,064,420.02 was 
expended on the hospital proper and its subdivisions, 
$994,602.14 on account of the Out-Patient Department, 
$823,902.35 on account of the South Department, and 
$107,259.15 on account of the East Boston Relief 
Station. | 

Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$321,048.62, $288,943.76 is included in the’ hospital 
proper expenditures, $22,473.40 in the Out-Patient De- 
partment, and $9,631.46 in the South Department 
expenditures. The entire amount spent on the Thorn- 
dike Memorial Laboratory, $228,924.42, is included in 
the hospital proper expenditures. Of the $580,465.37, 
total amount spent on the X-Ray and Photographic 
Department, $319,255.95 is charged to the hospital 
proper, $255,404.77 to the Out-Patient Department, 
and $5,804.65 on account of the South Department. Of 
the total amount spent on the Department of Physical 
Therapeutics, $47,116.98, $25,443.17 is charged to the 
hospital proper, $21,202.64 to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, and $471.17 to the South Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Immunology, 
$8,165.30, $81.65 is charged to the hospital proper, and 
$8,083.65 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Biochemical Laboratories, 
$309,423.07, $263,009.61 is charged to the hospital 
proper, $48,319.23 to the Out-Patient Department, and 
$3,094.23 to the South Department. Of the amount 
spent on the Department of Surgical Research, 
$31,589.45, $15,794.72 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $15,794.73 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Dentistry, Oral 
Surgery Service, $20,094.18, $1,205.65 is charged to the 
hospital proper, $18,687.54 to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, and $200.94 to the South Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Inhalational 
Therapy, $5,248.11, $5,090.67 is charged to the hospital 
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proper and $157.44 to the Out-Patient Department. Of 
the amount spent on the Department of Social Work, 
$207,295.39, $118,158.37 is charged to the hospital 
proper, $82,918.16 to the Out-Patient Department, and 
$6,218.86 to the South Department. Of the amount 
spent in ascertaining the settlement of patients, $199.58, 
$193.59 was spent on the hospital proper and $5.99 on 
the South Department. 

In Taste No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital 
proper and the South Department are combined under 
the title ‘‘Main Hospital.”

During the past year there has been collected for the 
care and treatment of patients of all classes, excepting 
those at the Sanatorium and Long Island Divisions, the 
sum of $3,126,596.50.

LITIGATION 


SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 
The following cases handled on behalf of the city or 
its officials by the Corporation Counsel were decided by 
the Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


McAuliffe & Burke Co. v. Boston Housing Authority, 
1956 Mass. Adv. Sh. 447. A landowner whose estate was 
taken by the Boston Housing Authority for the “New 
York Streets” land assembly and redevelopment project 
brought this bill in equity against the Boston Housing 
Authority and the City of Boston for a declaratory decree: 
with respect to the validity of the eminent domain pro- 
ceeding which took with the exception of seven parcels 
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all the area bounded by Dover Street on the soutii, 
Washington Street on the west, the retaining wall of a 
railroad on the north, and Albany Street on the east. It 
was held: (1) that a landowner whose land has been 
taken has standing to challenge the validity of the tak- 
ing; (2) that the omission to take the seven excluded 
parcels did not invalidate the taking of the remainder 
of the area; and (3) that the provision made by the 
land assembly and redevelopment plan for the relocation 
of those deprived of their housing facilities by the proj- 
ect could not be said to be inadequate. 


Keegan v. Assessors of Boston, 1956 Mass. Adv. Sh. 
607. An application for the abatement of a 1951 real 
estate tax was filed on September 26, 1951, by a person 
properly assessed as the owner of the real estate on Janu- 
ary 1, 1951. Later in January, 1951, the real estate had 
been conveyed to asecond mortgagee in lieu of foreclosure. 
On October 31, 1951, the latter conveyed the premises to 
an Elizabeth A. Keegan, who on the same day paid the 
tax and on March 26, 1952, appealed in her own name to 
the Appellate Tax Board because of the failure of the 
assessors to act on the application filed by the person 
assessed. The decision was that she as purchaser of the 
property and payer of the taxes had the right under G. L. 
(Ter.Ed.), c. 59, s. 59, as amended by St. 1983, c. 165, 
s. 1, to prosecute in her own name the abatement pro- 
ceeding begun by the person assessed although she never 
filed any application for abatement with the assessors. 


A. Da Prato Co. v. Boston, 1956 Mass. Adv. Sh. 655. 
This was an action of tort to recover for damage which 
water escaping from a leaky municipal water main 
caused to plaster of paris statuary and other goods be- 
longing to the plaintiff. The Supreme Judicial Court 
said that the only ground on which the plaintiff could 
recover was negligent delay by the City in shutting off 
the water after receiving notice of the leak in the main; 
but that there was no evidence from which a jury could 
find the amount of damage attributable to the delay. 


Finer v. Boston, 1956 Mass. Adv. Sh. 695. A deputy 
collector of taxes who, in connection with certain tax 
warrants issued to him, had allegedly given notice to 
the delinquent taxpayer that a warrant had heen issued 
and, in certain instances, had allegedly also exhibited 
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the warrant or delivered a copy thereof to the delinquent 
or his representative or left it at his last and usual place 
of abode or of business before and without distraint or 
arrest, but had not collected the tax, brought these three 
actions of contract (one against the City, another against 
the person holding the office of Collector of Taxes from 
January 8, 1946 to January 2, 1950, and the third against 
the person holding that office at all times material there- 
after) to recover one dollar for each notice and two 
dollars for service of warrant or copy. The plaintiff 
argued that this compensation was established by G. L. 
(Ter. Ed.), ec. 60, s. 15. There was a judgment for the 
defendant in each case because that statute was held not 
to fix the compensation to be paid by the City or the 
Collector to a deputy. Written waivers precluded re- 
covery on any other basis. 


Brooks v. Boston, 1956 Mass. Adv. Sh. 751. This 
was a bill in equity brought by eleven taxpayers under 
G. L. (Ter. Ed.), c. 214, s. 3, cl. (11), to compel the 
City to continue to maintain Joyce Kilmer Park and 
to prevent its sale to the Hebrew Home for the Aged 
under St. 1955, ce. 36. The decree of the Superior Court 
dismissing the bill was affirmed because the deed convey- 
ing the land to the City did not create any trust and the 
sale of the land was expressly authorized by St. 1955, 
ce. 36. 

Iver Johnson Sporting Goods Co. v. Boston, 1956 Mass. 
Adv. Sh. 919. This was another action of tort to recover 
for damage which water escaping from a broken munici- 
pal water main caused to goods belonging to the plaintiff 
when it entered a basement of the plaintiff's building 
extending out under the sidewalk. A municipal ordi- 
nance purported to provide that the maintenance of any 
part of a basement under a sidewalk should be considered 
an agreement to hold the City harmless from claims for 
damages resulting from “water leaking into such exca- 
vation or upon such estate.” There was no causal con- 
nection between the location of the basement and the 
break in the water main; and the existence of the base- 
ment did not interfere in any manner with the use of the 
way. The Court held that “a city cannot by an ordi- 
nance create immunity from its own negligence causing 
damage to an abutter who has made no use of the way 
which interferes with the public easement.” 
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Assessors of Boston v. New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., 1956 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1075. These sixteen 
appeals ‘by the Assessors of Boston from decisions of the 
Appellate Tax Board granting the New England Tele- 
phone and ‘Telegraph Company abatements of certain 
real estate taxes raised the question whether the applica- 
tions for abatement complied with the statutory require- 
ment that such an application shall include “a sufficient 
description in writing of the particular real estate as to 
which an abatement is requested.” See G. L. (Ter. Ed.), 
c. 59, s. 61, as amended. Since identification with prop- 
erties which had been assessed was made certain by ex- 
press reference by page and line to the books of the as- 
sessors where the locations of the parcels, their footage, 
their assessments, and the names of the owners were re- 
corded, the statutory requirement was found to have been 
met. 


Boston Gas Co. v. Assessors of Boston, 1956 Mass. 
Adv. Sh. 1079. This case related to personal property 
taxes paid by the Boston Gas Company for the years 
1944 to 1951, inclusive. The Appellate Tax Board had 
granted a partial abatement of each tax, but much less 
than the Company sought. The Company took two ap- 
peals for each year, and the Assessors one. The case pre- 
sented questions with respect to procedure and evidence 
as well as to substantive law of local taxation. The 
rescript ordered the several taxes to be abated in the re- 
spective amounts ordered by the Appellate Tax Board, 
which, as noted above, was much less than the Company 
sought. The Supreme Judicial Court’s opinion in the 
case, which extends over thirty-five printed pages, is a 
very careful and thorough exposition of the law on the 
subjects involved. For the purpose of this report suffice 
it to say that the decision is a square holding that the 
mains, pipes and meters used in distributing gas are 
under present law locally taxable as machinery employed 
in a branch of manufacture; but the case will undoubt- 
edly be most cited for its pronouncements concerning the 
testimony of experts and for its definition of fair cash 
value, which is as follows: 

“".. The standard of valuation of property subject 
to local taxation is fair cash value. This means fair 
market value, which is the price an owner willing but 
not under compulsion to sell ought to receive from 
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one willing but not under compulsion to buy. It means 
the highest price that a normal purchaser not under 
peculiar compulsion will pay at the time, and cannot 
exceed the sum which the owner after reasonable effort 
eould obtain for his property. A valuation limited 
to what the property is worth to the purchaser is not 
market value. Nor is the value of the company’s prop- 
erty to it or to the owners of its capital stock to be 
included. The fair cash value is the value the property 
would have had on January 1 of any taxable year in 
the hands of any owner, including the present owner. 
In determining fair cash value, the value of such prop- 
erty for any special purpose together with its value for 
all purposes for which it is reasonably adapted may be 
STs aa 


Cabot v. Assessors of Boston, 1956 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1299. 
By this petition brought under G. L. (Ter. Ed.), ¢. 40, 
s. 53, ten taxpayers of Boston and three garage corpora- 
tions doing business in Boston and paying taxes on prop- 
erty in Boston sought to restrain the Assessors of Boston 
from assessing taxes on property in Boston for the year 
1956 without likewise assessing taxes for that year upcn 
the portion of Boston Common leased to Boston Com- 
mon Garage, Inc., pursuant to St. 1946, ce. 294, as 
amended. The principal question concerned the validity 
of the tax exemption granted by St. 1946, c. 294, s. 2A, 
as inserted by St. 1948, c. 654, s. 1. The Court ordered 
a decree entered declaring that said section 2A is in all 
respects a valid exercise of legislative power within the 
authority granted to the Legislature by Part II, ec. 1, s. 1, 
Art. 4, of the Constitution of Massachusetts and does not 
deprive the petitioners, or any one or more of them, of 
the equal protection of the laws in violation of the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States. 
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B. DEPARTMENT REPRESENTATION’ AT 
PUBLIC HEARINGS 
1. DEPARTMENT oF PuBLIC UTILITIES 


During the year, representatives of the Law Depart- 
ment appeared in behalf of the people of Boston at 
hearings before the Department of Public Utilities on 
matters affecting public utility corporations, such as 
the issuance of permits and petitions involving changes 
in rates, fares, services and contracts. 

The proceeding regarding the price for coke oven gas 
sold by the Eastern Gas & Fuel Associates to the Boston 
Gas Company consumed much time and resulted in a 
reduction of the cost of such gas to the advantage of the 
publhie. 

The City was represented at hearings and protested 
petitions for fare increases by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad and the Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway. 
A representative of the Law Department also partici- 
pated in the investigation of commuter services and 
facilities of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad. 

2. CIVIL SERVICE. 


This department handled twenty-nine hearings given 
to employees by the various department heads under 
the Civil Service laws. 

This department represented department heads on 
sIx cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission 
by City employees. 


3. MISCELLANEOUS. 


Boston Port Authority, State Department of Public Works, 
and Civil Aeronautics Board. 

Members of the Law Department appeared on behalf 
of the City at hearings before the Boston Port Authority, 
State Department of Public Works and other commis- 
sions when the City’s interest warranted. 

Considerable time was spent on the so-called air line 
cases before the Civil Aeronautics Board. The Boston, 
New York-Florida proceeding was important to the 
City of Boston because a favorable decision will result 
in increased air line service from Boston to Florida and 
intervening cities. 

The Puerto Rico to Boston proceeding likewise will 
result ultimately in increased air line service to Puerto 
Rico and intervening points from Boston.

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G. CONTRACT CASES. 


Two contract cases were tried resulting in findings 
for the plaintiffs to a total of $73,580; seven contract 
cases were settled for an aggregate of $31,422.05; and 
three contract cases were disposed of by an entry of 
neither party. 


H. LAND DAMAGE CASES. 


Thirty-four land damage cases were disposed of 
during 1956. 


Twenty-two cases arose from taking of land for street 
purposes; seventeen of which were settled in sums totaling 
$26,299.80; four were tried with an award to the petition- 
ers of $5,694.36; and one case was disposed of by the 
entry of a “neither party”’. 

Thirteen cases arose from taking of land for off-street 
parking purposes and were settled in the sum_ of 
$130,409.35, and one was tried with an award of $11,243.04. 
One case was disposed of by the entry of “neither party’’. 

Two cases arose from taking of land for school purposes 
and were settled for $1,895. 

Three cases arose from taking of land for park purposes 
and were settled for $28,823.28. 


Peel ey EMPLOYEE SUITS. 


Kighty-seven suits involving city employees were dis- 
posed of during the year 1956; forty-three were settled 
for sums totaling $39,687.12; seventeen were tried 
resulting in verdicts totaling $12,262.05; eleven de- 
fendant verdicts were entered; and eleven cases were 
disposed of by non-suit, neither party, or dismissals. 


J. MISCELLANEOUS CASES. 


Five general equity cases were disposed of during 
the year by final decrees dismissing the bills. Final 
decrees were also entered on one bill to reach and apply, 
on four equity suits on payment bonds, and on three 
equity appeals under the zoning law.

V. CONSULTING SERVICE. 


During the year our legal staff advised city and 
county officials by telephone communications and at 
personal conferences regarding the performance of their 
duties. In addition the department rendered 43 formal 
opinions and passed upon the form and validity of 693 
bonds and 1,083 contracts. 


VI. CONVEYANCING. 
A. REAL ESTATE. 
Sales, Leases, Licenses — City-Owned Properties. 
During the year 1956 the Conveyancing Section of 
the department prepared 61 deeds, 45 leases, 15 City 
Council orders, and 21 licenses. 

The Conveyancing Section conducted 54 title examina- 
tions during the year and examined numerous deeds, 
leases, plans, and other instruments and conferred with 
and reported to public officers interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN. 
Laying-Out and Construction of Public Highways. 
The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 130 petitions for land tak- 
ings and damages to property resulting from the laying- 
out and construction of public highways involving pay- 
ments of $108,559.67. 
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C. LAND COURT. 

The City of Boston is a party respondent to all peti- 
tions filed with the Land Court for registration of title 
to lands within the territorial limits of the City. During 
the year the office appeared in 86 cases in this court and 
examined all petitions and papers filed therewith, pre- 
paring many answers to said petitions and documents 
and stipulations affecting the land and title sought to 
be registered. 


During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the City or its departments 
were cited were examined.

C. COLLECTION FROM ESTATES OF ODE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM 
TAXATION. 


Under authority of General Laws, c. 59, s. 5A, the 
Assessors of the City of Boston have committed to the 
Collector-Treasurer upon a special warrant the aggre- 
gate amount of the taxes from which certain persons 
were relieved.

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Comment 

Considering the age and location of the property the 
institution is in a fair condition. High winds, tides, 
northeasters, etc., make it necessary to continually 
make expenditures for maintenance. Some of the build- 
ings date from 1849. The taking over by the Metro- 
politan District Commission of some 39 acres several 
years ago for the antipollution and sewer project also 
makes matters difficult. The blasting has placed several 
buildings, particularly the stock barn, in a dangerous 
condition. This building and others are to be located 
when the land damages are adjudicated. The continual 
entering and leaving of contractors’ personnel on a 
24-hour basis makes our security problem one that 
needs constant attention. 

I am most happy to report to you that the taxpayers 
are receiving one hundred cents worth for every dollar 
that is spent on this institution, as the foregoing and 
enclosed statistics will show. 

The following is a brief report of everything note- 
worthy in the way of improvements, repairs, and re- 
placements for the year 1956: 

The work was completed in the West Wing of the 
Hill Prison early in the year, thus placing in permanent 
use once more that section which was totally damaged 
by the rioters in October of 1955. A new doughmixer 
was purchased to replace the one that was demolished 
in the bakery. 

From the departmental equipment loan we were able 
to purchase a much-wanted dishwashing machine for 
the inmates’ dining hall, thus making speedier feeding 
without long waits between sittings for the trays and 
dishes to be cleaned for immediate re-use. 

A new cement mixer was purchased and was placed 
in use immediately to mix cement for inmates to clean 
and repoint the brickwork of the various buildings. 
To expedite this and other work requiring ladders or 
the building of staging, a large section of portable steel 
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staging was purchased, thereby saving much time and 
making for better safety. 


The commissary and store was furnished with a new 
walk-in refrigerator to replace one that has been in 
continual use for over twenty years and was beyond 
rebuilding and repair, as the water from storms had 
seeped in through the insulation after the roofing had 
been blown off on different occasions. 


In order to rehabilitate inmates and at the same 
time do much good for the institution, a new milling 
machine as a pattern and tooling lathe was purchased 
for the carpenter shop. It is now possible to make 
windows and window frames, badly needed, for the 
many buildings with sashes falling apart from age and 
wear. The milling machine will enable our artisans 
to finish castings for locks that we have had made 
from our own pattern in State Prison foundry. This 
will save at least $20 on each lock. 


The entire plant has been painted in colors other than 
the drab prison grays and blacks and morale was thereby 
boosted immeasurably. This painting project is a year- 
round affair every year as far as the appropriations will 
permit. The front and the right side of the new prison 
cell block was declared unsafe by the City of Boston 
Building Department due to a bulge running from top 
to bottom, necessitating a contract being awarded to 
take care of this trouble at once. At this writing the 
work it almost done, and I am happy to say that with 
a good piece of the building torn down the contractors 
made the opening free from any damage or cold from 
the elements. 

The final portion of the sea wall running along the 
north side of the institution which had been washed 
and torn out by northeastern storms and high tides 
over the years, threatening to inundate our large prison 
building and the road adjacent thereto, was completed 
in 1956. This will relieve any anxiety on our part 
about any future damage for a good many years. 
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Our attention is now centered on the Power Plant. 
This plant is very, very old, both as to building and 
equipment. As this is a central plant supplying practi- 
eally all the heat, hot water, and steam for cooking, it 
should be in much better shape than it is. Heat and 
steam is carried, to a large extent, through overhead 
pipes around the island which are in no condition to 
cope with any extended period of cold weather. We 
are in hopes to install two new boilers in 1957 and com- 
plete the full job in 1958. This is a must as the upkeep 
and continued repair is a problem because of the expense, 
danger of inmates rebelling from insufficient heat, and 
length of time necessary to secure needed repair parts. 
Up to this time we have had no complaints from lack 
of heat, but it takes conscientious attention from those 
responsible for the successful operation of this plant. 

In closing I am happy to be able to say that by care- 
fully watching expenditures we were able to have an 
unexpended balance of more than $34,000 at the close of 
1956.

In compliance with the provisions of section 24 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I respect- 
fully submit the annual report of the Public Works 
Department and of the Public Improvement Commis- 
sion for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


FISCAL 


The total expenditures of the department for the 
year were $22,540,853.59, of which $3,290,795.44 repre- 
sents water assessments levied by the Metropolitan 
District Commission, and $694,456.14 represents Met- 
ropolitan District Commission sewer assessments. 

The receipts of the Water Division totaled 
$6,297,311.74, and the revenue derived from the opera- 
tion of the Sumner Tunnel reached a record high of 
$2,550,125.00. 

The operation of the Sumner Tunnel resulted in a 
record-breaking surplus of $1,133,528.35, and the surplus 
resulting from the sale of water amounted to $271,990.01. 
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LoAN ORDERS. 


On May 15, 1956, a City Council order was approved 
by your Honor, which provided, under the provisions 
of section 7 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, that 
the sum of $2,000,000 be appropriated for the con- 
struction of public ways and the sum of $1,000,000 be 
appropriated for the construction of sewerage works, 
and the sum of $346,385.00 be appropriated for depart- 
mental equipment, and on November 6, 1956, that the 
sum of $3,000,000 be appropriated for the construction 
of bridges. 


STREET CONSTRUCTION WoRK 
State-Aid Program 


Last year we completed a considerable amount of 
street reconstruction under the Chapter 90 State-Aid 
Highway Reconstruction Program. The following 
important main highways were constructed under the 
State-Aid Program: 


Alford Street, from 450 feet north of Arlington avenue to 
Everett line. 

Cummins Highway, from Harvard street to Mattapan 
square. 

Dorchester street, from Dorchester avenue to Broadway. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Walk Hill street to Metropolitan 
avenue. 

Huntington avenue, from Tremont street to Brookline line. 

River street, from Cummins Highway to Edgewater Drive. 

Terminal street, from Medford street, northeasterly and 
easterly, 3,100 feet. 

Washington street, from Egleston square to Forest Hills. 

Grove street, from Spring street to Dedham line. 


The total cost of the Chapter 90 Construction Pro- 
gram in Boston for the year 1956 was $658,980.09, of 
which the State Department of Public Works, under 
the provisions of section 34 of Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws, paid 52.4 per cent, thereby presenting a substantial 
savings of $344,912.66 to the taxpayers of Boston. It 
is planned to again conduct an extensive program of 
street construction under this chapter in 1957. 
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Non-State Aid Program 


We also completed a major street reconstruction 
program, comprising extensive construction and recon- 
struction, in every section of the city. Several impor- 
tant traffic arteries resurfaced by the department 
during the year are listed as follows: 


Adams street, Dorchester, from Bowdoin street to Dor- 
chester avenue. 

Beacon street, City Proper, from Park street to Tremont 
street. 

Brookline avenue, City Proper, from Beacon street to 
Park Drive. 

Causeway street, City Proper, from Nashua street to 
Leverett street. 

Chelsea street, Hast Boston, from Bennington street to 
Chelsea Street Bridge. 

Dudley street, Roxbury, from Centre street to Washing- 
ton street. 

Friend street, City Proper, from Causeway street to Mer- 
rimac street. 

Maverick street, East Boston, from Chelsea street to 
Orleans street. 

Portland street, City Proper, from Hanover street to Mer- 
rimac street. 

Preble street, South Boston, from Old Colony avenue to 
Dorchester avenue. 

South street, West Roxbury, from Washington street to 
Asticou road, 

Traverse street, City Proper, from Portland street to 
Canal street. 

Washington street, Roxbury, from Williams street to 
Zeigler street. 


In continuation of our policy of replacing brick side- 
walks with cement concrete in the older sections of the 
city, contracts during the year, totaling approximately 
$110,000.00, were awarded for this work.

Includes 6.14 miles of so-called Chapter 90 state-aid 
highway improvements. 
Miles of Sidewalks Improved, 2.82. 
In addition to sidewalk improvements included in the 
above-noted street improvements. 

We also completed during the year the removal of 
694 gas lamps, which were replaced with 750 2,500- 
lumen electric lamps. It is our intention to continue 
with this program in 1957. 


SNow REMOVAL 


We were unfortunate during the past year in that 
& snowstorms of major proportions occurred, the three 
blizzards in March causing the most expense and 
trouble. Major storms were as follows: January 17 
—6.1 inches, February 18—6.7 inches, March 16—5.4 
inches, March 19—13.2 inches, March 24—5.7 inches, 
April 8—3.1 inches, December 9—3.8 inches, and 
December 29—5 inches. Snow removal was performed 
by departmental forces and by contract forces and 
contractors’ plows were hired for plowing following the 
aforementioned storms. 


There are 748 miles of public streets that have to be 
plowed and maintained during the winter months. 
The department’s fleet of thirty-seven (37) snow fighters 
was used to plow, sand and salt the streets of the 
downtown area. Most of the plowing work in the 
rest of the city was done by approximately 250 trucks 
rented on an hourly basis from contractors. 


The cost of snow removal work for 1956 was $1,333,-

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BRIDGES 


During the period September 14 to November 14, 
the Corps of Engineers, U. 8. Army, permitted for a 
60-day trial period a change in the operating regula- 
tions of the Charlestown, L Street, Summer Street, 
Northern Avenue and Congress Street bridges. The 
change in regulations are similar to those granted for 
the Broadway and Dover Street bridges in 1954 and 
provided for the bridges to be closed to navigation 
from 4:00 p.m. until 9:00 a. m. each day. It is expected 
that these regulations will be established in 1957 and will 
result in a future substantial savings to bridge operating 
costs. 

A major part of the reconstruction of the approach 
spans of the Charlestown bridge under a contract 
awarded to Builders Iron Works was completed this 
year. Charles A. McGuire & Associates completed 
plans and specifications for the repair and renewal of 
the draw spans for this bridge including the operating 
mechanism and a contract in the amount of $606,000 
was awarded the Builders Iron Works. Work started 
November 27, 1956, and will be completed late in 1957. 


SoutH Bay INCINERATOR 

On May 28, 1956, a contract was awarded to Geo. 
Allen & Sons for the furnishing of incinerator equip- 
ment including furnaces, waste-heat boilers, fly-ash 
controls and other appurtenances. Wash borings were 
made in August by the Raymond Concrete Pile Co. 
A contract for driving piles was awarded on November 7, 
1956, to the J. F. White Contracting Co. in the amount 
of $453,340. It is expected that the pile driving will 
be completed before April of 1957 when the building 
plans and specifications being prepared by Metcalf & 
Eddy, Engineers, will be ready. 


New BvutiLpING 


Holmes & Edwards, Architects, were engaged to 
prepare plans and specifications and supervise the con- 
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struction of a garage at the Highway Division’s yard 
at Moreland Street, West Roxbury. The work is being 
done by Domenic Puleo at an estimated cost of $55,500 
and will be completed in 1957. An addition to the 
Highland Street Garage, Roxbury, to provide additional 
stock room space was completed this year by Kane & 
Diaferio Construction Co., at a cost of $20,161.94. 


PURCHASE OF EQUIPMENT 


New equipment purchased during the year included 
four (4) carry-alls, thirty-six (86) sedans, twelve (12) 
3-ton trucks, eleven (11) 1-ton trucks, one (1) 2-ton 
truck, twenty (20) 23-ton trucks, thirty (30) 3-ton 
trucks, one (1) 5-ton truck, two (2) wreckers, one (1) 
bulldozer, one (1) grader, one (1) power mower, three (3) 
sewer cleaning machines, twenty-six (26) snow plows 
and three (3) salt spreaders.

REPORT OF THE AUTOMOTIVE DIVISION 
FOR THE YEAR 1956 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 


D5aAR SIR: 

I am submitting herewith the annual report of the 
Automotive Division of the Public Works Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1956. This report 
covers the activities of the five garages, the Mobile 
Guard Section, and the Motor Patrol. 

The quota of employees assigned to the Automotive 
Division was one hundred thirty-nine, but, due to 
vacancies, the number of employees averaged one 
hundred thirty-one. These employees were assigned 
to the following duties: One chief automotive engineer, 
in charge of the division; nine employees assigned to 
office work; four employees assigned to the stock room; 
three employees assigned to wreckers; forty-one em- 
ployees assigned to repair work; thirty-seven employees 
assigned to maintenance of buildings, gasoline and oil 
dispensing, cleaning, watchmen’s duties, and motor 
vehicle operation; and thirty-six employees assigned 
to the Mobile Guard Section which maintains a watch 
over Public Works Department property and equip- 
ment between the hours of 4.00 p.m. and 8.00 a.m. 

The office maintained by the division at City Hall 
processed 2,048 requisitions in 1956, of which 1,217 
were service orders, and 831 were purchase orders. A 
petty cash fund of $300.00 was used to make about one 
hundred purchases a month, usually under $3.00 each. 
The City Hall office reports the following expenditures 
from the 1956 appropriation:

Several improvements to the buildings and equip- 
ment were made in 1956. We installed new lubrication 
equipment at the Highland Street garage, and we 
installed an air compressor at the Gardner Street dump. 
We changed the Albany Street garage from direct cur- 
rent to alternating current; this included the oil burner, 
the gas pumps, all doors, etc. 

The building at Highland street used as the welding 
shop was improved by the installation of glass block 
windows, and the oil burner at Highland street was 
thoroughly overhauled. The addition to the stockroom 
was completed, and new bins were installed giving us 
twice the space we formerly had, and increasing stock- 
room efficiency. 

The repair shop at Highland street performed ap- 
proximately one hundred overhaul jobs, one thousand 
major repair jobs, and twelve thousand minor repair 
jobs, including tire repairs and lubrication check-ups. 

The Mobile Guard and the Motor Pool operated in a 
satisfactory manner during 1956. The Motor Pool 
consists of one dispatcher, and nine drivers (one from 
the Automotive Division). The dispatcher makes all 
assignments to the drivers, and also has charge of the 
short-wave radio. Within the Public Works Depart- 
ment there are forty-one cars equipped with two-way 
radios. The Motor Pool assignments outside the Public 
Works Department consist of the following: 
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Institutions Department, conveying patients to Tewks- 
bury, Long Island, and Nazareth. 

Purchasing Department, conveying inspectors to sources 
of supplies. 

Public Library, checking district libraries. 

Election Department, conveying voting machine inspectors, 
and work on election day. 

Assessing Department, Printing Department, Public Cele- 
brations, and Mayor’s Office, various assignments. 

Real Estate Division, conveying city auctioneer to those 
locations where city-owned property is to be auctioned. 
The Mobile Guard Section, with thirty-six men and 

four vehicles, patrolled the city, protecting Public 
Works Department property. The fifteen mobile guards 
are assigned to various shifts, 4.00 p.m. to 12.00 mid- 
night, and 12.00 midnight to 8.00 a.m., as well as around 
the clock on Saturday, Sunday, and holidays. The 
guards inspect all yards, and, at each location, punch a 
Detex time clock. Watchmen are permanently sta- 
tioned on locations where experience has shown that it 
is advisable to have a man present at all times to protect 
city property.

On June 30, 1956, Mr. John J. O’ Neil, Head Clerk of 
the Bridge Division, retired after having completed 45 
years in the service of the City. 

Throughout the year 1956, one roadway of the 
Charlestown Bridge served to maintain traffic while 
the approach spans were being reconstructed. The 
upstream half of the bridge was completed as of 1956. 

Highway traffic was then diverted from the down- 
stream roadway to the new upstream roadway while 
the downstream half was reconstructed. The final 
deck slab was poured on December 28, 1956; and it 
is expected that finish pavement work, sidewalk recon- 
struction, etc., will be completed by early spring in 
1957. 

The reconstruction of the draw span was commenced 
under a separate contract, on November 27, 1956; and 
it is expected that work under this contract will be 
completed in October, 1957. A description of the work 
involved in the reconstruction of this bridge appears 
hereinafter. 

It is tentatively planned that when the Charlestown 
Bridge project is substantially completed, Warren 
Bridge will be discontinued as a public highway and the 
bridge structure removed. 
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A study has been initiated to determine the possibility 
of eliminating the drawbridge at Summer street (L 
street) over Reserved Channel. Until such time as this 
possibility is thoroughly explored, the work of repairing 
or rebuilding the bridge has been deferred. Meanwhile, 
plans for the rebuilding of the South Boston approach 
trestle are being drawn; and an underwater inspection 
of the Boston approach trestle and the draw foundation 
is being scheduled to be done early in 1957. 

The findings made under this inspection, together 
with the results of the study being made toward closing 
of the waterway above the bridge to navigation, will 
determine the manner of repairing or replacing the 
bridge. : 

The Dover Street and West Fourth Street Bridges 
are expected to be closed to highway traffic sometime 
in 1957, for a period of at least 6 months because of the 
Fitzgerald Expressway construction, in that area, which 
is expected to begin in 1957. 

As part of the expressway project, the first two spans 
of the Dover Street Bridge nearest Albany street, are 
to be rebuilt by the Commonwealth. However, this 
will not be done until that part of Broadway Bridge 
which spans Lehigh street is rebuilt, which is also to be 
done by the Commonwealth as part of the expressway 
project. Traffic will be maintained over Broadway 
Bridge at all times, since the Lehigh street span will be 
rebuilt one-half at a time. 

It is hoped that the remainder of the Dover Street 
Bridge as well as the three truss spans of the West 
Fourth Street Bridge (which were not lost in the fire 
of 1953) can be rebuilt at the time the expressway is 
under construction; inasmuch as such an improvement 
has been needed for many years. 

The proposed rebuilding of the Summer Street Bridge 
over Fort Point Channel came nearer to realization 
with the authorization of a $3,000,000 bond issue for 
bridge construction, which was approved by the City 
Council and Mayor in October, 1956. 
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However, because of the possibility that the American 
Sugar Refining Company may decide to relocate its 
refinery outside the Fort Point Channel, definite plans 
for the Summer Street Bridge rebuilding have been 
deferred pending such a decision; since the removal 
of the refinery could lead to the elimination of a draw- 
span in that bridge. 

The Congress Street, Chelsea Street and McArdle 
Bridges are in first class condition. 

Malden Bridge has been in need of rebuilding for 
many years; and it is expected that this improvement 
will be made possible by virtue of the Commonwealth 
undertaking the project in the near future. 

In connection with the operation of the City’s draw- 
bridges, it should be noted that there has been a con- 
sistent decline in recent years in the volume of com- 
mercial and industrial types of waterborne traffic re- 
quiring drawbridge openings, with the exception of the 
oil traffic on the Chelsea River. 

At the same time, the cost of operating and main- 
taining the drawbridges has steadily increased. 

Following is an 11-year summary showing the yearly 
cost of operating each of our existing drawbridges, and 
the number of openings per year for each, through the 
period, 1946 to 1956, inclusive. 
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In addition to the cost factor, another problem re- 
lated to the operation of drawbridges is that of high- 
way traffic delays and disruption caused by bridge 
openings at times of heavy traffic loads, particularly in 
the area served by Northern avenue, Congress street 
and Summer street. 

An effort to remedy this situation has been made 
through a petition to the Corps of Engineers, U. 5. 
Army, for a change in regulations to permit closing 
certain bridges to navigation from 4.00 p.m. to 9.00 a.m. 
on weekdays except on 10-hour notice by shipping 
interests desiring an opening. Such regulations were 
put into effect by the U. 8S. Engineers for a 60-day 
trial period, ending November 14, 1956, on the follow-

At the present time, these regulations are in effect 
at the Charlestown and Summer Street (Reserved 
Channel) bridges; and as regards the three bridges over 
Fort Point Channel, a final decision is expected by the 
U. 8. Engineers early in 1957.

During 1956, the ownership and maintenance of the 
Charlesgate West bridge over Ipswich street, was trans- 
ferred to the Metropolitan District Commission in ac- 
cordance with Chapter 581, Acts of 1956. 
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The Rivermoor Street bridge in West Roxbury, over 
the old Cow Island Pond sluiceway, was removed in 
connection with the construction of Rivermoor street 
and Charles Park road. 

The Chelsea Viaduct (over the Mystic Docks) which 
formerly connected the Chelsea South and Chelsea 
North bridges, was demolished and removed by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad at the time of the demolition 
of the Chelsea South bridge by this department. 

On November 15, 1956, bids were received for the 
rebuilding of the Massachusetts Avenue bridge over 
the New Haven Railroad; and a contract was awarded 
on December 17, 1956, to the Builders Iron Works, the 
low bidder, in the amount of $143,854.75. 

This improvement will result in the elimination of 
the existing through girder type of bridge and provide 
for a single, clear roadway at this heavily traveled site. 
Work is expected to commence in the spring of 1957, 
and to be completed in six months. 

The rebuilding of Winthrop Bridge over Belle Isle 
Inlet, is scheduled for 1957 under a contract awarded by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works in 
October, 1956. The City of Boston and Town of 
Winthrop will share the cost of this project with the 
Commonwealth as follows: —

The estimated cost of rebuilding is $133,000.00. 


An inspection of the steelwork of the Boylston Street 
Bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was com- 
pleted in December, 1956, under the supervision of the 
W. A. Fisher Co., Inc., Consulting Engineers, who 
were engaged for the purpose. An engineering report 
based on this inspection will be submitted in the very 
near future; and inasmuch as this bridge is in need of 
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redecking, it is intended to install a permanent type, 
concrete filled, steel deck, if the structural condition of 
the bridge warrants. 

The Broadway Bridge over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad is in poor condition and should be rebuilt. 
To this end, the department has requested that the 
City officially petition the Department of Public Utili- 
ties to approve an order for the rebuilding of the bridge. 


Major Construction Work and Repairs 


A description of the major improvements and more 
important work undertaken in 1956 by the Bridge 
Service is as follows: 


Reconstruction of Charlestown Bridge Over Charles River 
(Draw Span Only) 

Bids were received May 24, 1956, for the reconstruc- 
tion of the draw span of the Charlestown Bridge over 
Charles River and the contract was awarded to Builders 
Iron Works the low bidder. 

The work to be done consists of stripping the entire 
draw span of existing wearing surface materials; in- 
stalling a new steel floor beam and stringer system; 
installing new steel roadway and sidewalk grating and 
railings; replacing existing hydraulic operating machin- 
ery with new toggle end lift mechanism; installing a 
complete new electrical system; demolishing existing 
drawtender’s house; erecting a new drawtender’s house 
and control house; cleaning and painting all exposed 
metalwork. 

Work commenced November 27, 1956, and it is ex- 
pected it will be completed in the fall of 1957. 


Estimated cost of this work is $606,244.00. 


Reconstruction of the Superstructure of the Massachusetts 
Avenue Bridge Over the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad 


Bids for this project were received on November 15, 
1956. 
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A contract was awarded to the low bidder, the Build- 
ers Iron Works, in the amount of $143,854.75. 

The work to be done consists of removing the entire 
present superstructure and parapet walls on the present 
abutments; the new bridge will consist of steel stringers, 
concrete filled steel grating sidewalks, reinforced con- 
crete roadway and a bituminous roadway wearing 
surface. 

Work will commence in the spring of 1957 and it is 
expected it will be completed in the fall of 1957. 


Removing and Disposing of the Superstructure and Draw- 
tender’s House of the Chelsea Bridge South over the 
South Channel of the Mystic River 


After the city had completed the construction of 
Terminal street, Charlestown, there was no further need 
for the above mentioned bridge. 

After receiving publicly advertised bids, a contract 
was awarded to the Builders Iron Works, low bidder, 
to demolish the entire superstructure and the draw- 
tender’s house, and construct a new, heavy duty, steel 
beam barrier, with warning signs and reflectors, and a 
wire mesh fence at the dead end of Chelsea street. 

Work commenced August 27, 1956, and was sub- 
stantially completed by the end of the year, at a cost of 
$17,640.00. 


Redecking and Repairing the Perkins Street Footbridge 
| over the Boston & Maine Railroad 


Under a contract awarded in January, 1956, to the 
Builders Iron Works, new steel stairways were con- 
structed at the subject footbridge and the walkway was 
replanked. | 

Work commenced April 4, 1956, and was completed 
May 25, 1956, at a cost of $9,818.43. 


Deck Repairs of Broadway Bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad 


Due to the dangerous condition of the northerly side 
of the bridge deck a contract was entered into with the 
Albert C. Graglia Company to make the necessary 
repairs.

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Because of very heavy vehicular traffic on normal work 
days, all work had to be done on weekends when the 
area to be repaired was closed to traffic. 

The main roadway of the northerly side of the bridge 
was stripped of all bituminous concrete and wood 
plank surfacing; and defective stringers and underplank 
removed. New stringers and underplank were placed 
and an asphalt plank wearing surface installed. 

Work commenced August 4, 1956, and was completed 
September 2, 1956, at a cost of $22,742.25. 


Reconstruction of Downstream Sidewalk of the Milton 
Bridge over the Neponset River 


To eliminate a hazardous condition of the existing 
wood plank wearing surface on the downstream sidewalk 
of the Milton Bridge, the subject work was advertised 
and a contract awarded to Martin J. Kelly Company, 
Inc., low bidder. 

The work consisted of removing the old wearing 
surface planking and wooden stringers; removing and 
resetting the metal bridge railing; and constructing a 
new reinforced concrete sidewalk with high curbs and 
cleaning and painting the fence. 

Work commenced September 17, 1956, and was 
completed October 17, 1956, at a cost of $7,459.27. 


Emergency Replacement of Main Drive Shaft of the 
| Chelsea Street Bridge over Chelsea River 


An emergency contract was negotiated with the 
General Ship and Engine Works, Inc., to make repairs 
to the operating machinery of the subject bridge. 

The defective main drive shaft (downstream unit) 
was removed and taken to the shop where the existing 
pinion gears, brake drums, etc. were removed. A new 
drive shaft was furnished including all machinery and 
shop work, with the existing pinion gears, brake drums, 
etc., being pressed into place. The new drive shaft 
was then installed in place, with several test openings 
being made to insure proper operation. 

Work commenced on May 28, 1956, and was com- 
pleted August 16, 1956, at a cost of $2,974.74. 
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Emergency Repairs to the Operating Machinery of the 
Chelsea Street Bridge over the Chelsea River 


Because of the defective operation of the Chelsea 
Street Bridge drawspan due to a broken section of 
operating rack, a contract was negotiated with the 
General Ship and Engine Works, Inc., to make the 
necessary repairs. 

The existing broken starting rack was removed and a 
new starting rack, furnished by the City, was installed. 

Work was commenced March 17, 1956, and com- 
pleted April 26, 1956, at a cost of $2,750. 


Repairing Masonry Piers and Abutments of the Northern 
Avenue Bridge over Fort Point Channel 


As a result of a thorough inspection by engineers of 
the Bridge Division, it was deemed necessary to repair 
the subject bridge piers and abutments by means of 
pointing and pressure grouting. The work was adver- 
tised and a contract was awarded to the South Shore 
Waterproofing Company, low bidder, to accomplish the 
above mentioned repairs. 

Work commenced September 24, 1956, and was 
completed October 25, 1956, at a cost of $1,679.24. 


Repairs to Certain Pilework at Malden Bridge over the 
Mystic River 

A contract was entered into with the James B. Rendle 
Company to make repairs to certain pilework of the 
Malden Bridge. 

Defective piles were strengthened by fitting new 
double 6” x 12” intermediate caps with new 12” x 12” 
posts placed between the new intermediate caps and 
the existing girder caps. 

Work commenced November 14, 1956, and was 
completed November 19, 1956, at a cost of $2,260.24. 


Cleaning and Painting All Exposed Metalwork of the 
Blakemore Street, Cummins Highway, Belgrade Avenue, 
and Brooks Street Bridges 


Bids for this work were received on October 18, 1956, 
and a contract awarded to the R. & F. Painting Co., 
low bidder. 
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Work commenced on December 3, 1956, but due to 
weather conditions work has been suspended until the 
Spring of 1957. 


The estimated cost of this work is $2,650.00. 


Furnishing Inspection Services During Erection and 
Connection of Structural Steelwork, Using High 
Strength Bolts on the Approach Spans of the Charles- 
town Bridge over the Charles River 


In connection with the reconstruction of the Charles- 
town Bridge approach spans, wherein the use of high 
tensile strength bolts was allowed instead of con- 
ventional rivets for making structural field connections, 
a contract was negotiated with the Carney Construc- 
tion Co., Inc., to supply all the necessary technical 
services required to make a complete and thorough 
examination and inspection of the work involving the 
installation of steelwork with high tensile strength bolt 
connections. 

Work was commenced April 23, 1956, and completed 
December 13, 1956, at a cost of $2,500.00. 


Yard Forces 

The maintenance force of the Bridge Service is 
utilized in various repair operations of both emergency 
and routine nature in repairs to bridge roadway decking, 
sidewalks, fender piers, retractile bridge tracks, stair- 
ways, railings and pertinent facilities. 

Other work included erecting and repairing barricades 
at snow dumps, dead end locations, painting of road- 
way gates, fences, machinery houses, etc.; removing 
and replacing counterweight elements on _ bascule 
bridges; and cleaning bridge sidewalks and stairways of 
ice and snow. 

Minor repairs to the various mechanical and electrical 
facilities of the drawbridges were made by the main- 
tenance mechanics and electrician. 
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Work DONE FOR OTHER DIVISIONS BY THE BRIDGE 
DIVISION 


Sanitary Division 
Repairs to Victory Road Disposal Station 

The Bridge Division prepared the specifications and 
furnished the engineering and inspection services re- 
quired to make the necessary repairs. 

The work consisted of repairing the foundation at the 
rear of the building, and included removing old piles, 
driving new piles, placing new girder caps and cross 
bracing, and cleaning and painting the steel floor system. 

Incidental work included erection of a wire mesh 
fence at the site to close off access to the open area 
under the building at the shore line, thereby eliminating 
a hazardous condition. 

A contract was awarded to C. A. Foley to make the 
necessary repairs. 

Work commenced October 8, 1956, and was com- 
pleted October 20, 1956, at a cost of $6,660.69.

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high record since the opening of the tunnel on June 30, 
1934, and an increase of traffic over the previous year 
of 1955 of 642,619 vehicles. 

The record high day of traffic for a 24-hour day oc- 
curred May 27, 1955, when the daily traffic amounted 
to 39,536 cars. This year the record high day was on 
June 14, 1956, when 41,130 cars passed through the 
tunnel in a 24-hour period, setting a new all-time high 
daily record. 

All of the electrical and mechanical equipment and 
all machinery throughout the tunnel is in good operating 
condition. All equipment is under a daily routine of 
maintenance and inspection, and any repairs or adjust- 
ments or replacements that may be required for efficient 
operation are made as required. 


ConTRACTS AWARDED IN 1956 


1. Repmrs to Granite Block Roadway 
During the year 1956, 980 yards of granite block 
pavement were removed and relaid by the Eastern 
Roads Company at a cost of $13,576.00. All of this 
work was performed after midnight and before 7.00 a.m. 
and with no interference with vehicular traffic. 


2. Drainage System 

The surface drainage system of the Sumner Tunnel 
consists of three separate sections—Boston Plaza sec- 
tion, East Boston Plaza section, and the tunnel sec- 
tion. During the past year this work was completed 
by the Albany Contracting Company for the sum of 
$1,697.00. The work performed under this contract 
consisted of cleaning out the entire drainage system, 
including removing and disposing of all waste material, 
as required in written specifications covering this work. 


8. Cleaning Drop Inlets and Sand Traps 
An Invitation Bid was awarded to the Bennington 
Construction Company for the furnishing of all labor 
and tools, equipment, etc., to clean out and remove all 
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dirt, sand, etc., from 72 drop inlets, 2 sand traps, and 
from the 6-inch pipe connecting the drop inlets and the 
sand traps, for the sum of $650.00. 


4. Cleaning Exhaust Air Ducts, Exhaust Fan Rooms in 
Ventilation Bualdings 


During the past year a contract was awarded to the 
Albany Contracting Company to clean the entire 
exhaust air duct and all the exhaust fan rooms, for the 
sum of $2,033. This work is performed each year in 
order to maintain the efficiency of the ventilation system. 


5—Rodding Ducts, Cleaning Chambers 


In anticipation of installing a new control cable 
during the year 1957, a contract was made with Hugh 
Nawn, Inc., to furnish all labor, and materials, tools 
and equipment to complete the following work of re- 
moving all splicing chamber covers, cleaning 13 splicing 
chambers, and rodding and cleaning 4,553 linear feet 
of 34-inch fibre duct for the sum of $1,600. This work 
was performed between the hours of 1.30 a.m. and 
5.30 A.m., and with no interference to vehicular traffic. 


6—New Control Cable 


Specifications were written and a contract awarded 
to Grainger-Rush Company of Boston to furnish and 
supply 4,850 feet of 259 conductor, No. 19 copper, 
polyethylene and plastex jacketed cable. 

This new control cable is to replace one of the original 
259 conductor, lead and latox cables that was installed 
in the tunnel in 1934. 


This cable will be installed some time during the ~ 
year 1957. 


7—Testing Relays, Adjusting Circuit Breakers 
Each year an order is issued to the Boston Edison 
Company to check and adjust all power relays for cor- 
rect operation, test and sample the oil in all circuit 
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breakers and transformers for the proper oil viscosity, 
adding oil or replacing it as needed. The estimated cost 
_of this work amounted to $1,500. 


8—Painting, Cleaning Ventilation Equipment 


A contract was awarded to the Joseph and Nicholas 
Bello Company to clean and paint the ventilation 
equipment in the two Ventilating Buildings. There 
are 14 fans in each building, i.e., 7 blower fans and 7 
exhaust fans. All work is to be done in accordance with 
written specifications covering this work, all for the 
sum of $7,941. This work will be completed in 1957.

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Money received from permittees and charged to the 
Street Opening Account was spent for repairs of open- 
ings for drains and water services (new) during 1956 
to the amount of $45,500. 

The regular forces of the Paving Service were employed 
as usual in the maintenance of public streets, resurfacing 
and patching macadam pavements, patching permanent 
pavements, such as asphalt and granite block, and main- 
taining gravel, brick, and artificial stone sidewalks. 

In the snow removal season, division forces were 
employed in spreading rock salt and sand on icy streets 
and also supervised plowing work throughout the city 
by 250 contractors’ hired plows after snowstorms. All 
snow removal bills for plowing, hauling, force account 
work, cubic yard removal, etc., were processed through 
the Paving Service office. 

The following work was done in placing new street 
signs and replacing and repairing existing street signs:

Contracts were awarded for the construction and 
reconstruction of 142 streets during the year, and 104 of 
these were completed.

Sidewalk work 
was also completed on 20 streets which were unfinished

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1957.

DEAR SIR: 

Herewith, I submit a statement of activities and ex- 
penditures of the Sanitary Division of the Public Works 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1956. 

The personnel of this division was deeply saddened by 
the untimely death of our beloved head, Division Engi- 
neer Adolph J. Post, on February 12th. The duties of 
his office were taken over by the General Superintendent, 
Timothy J. O’Leary, and the program for the year was 
carried out under his direction. 

Following is a condensed statement of conditions en- 
countered and activities accomplished during the year 
of 1956: 


Blizzards. — There were four totally unexpected and 
severe blizzards occurring on March 16, 19 and 24, and 
on April 8, which deposited an official snowfall of nearly 
29 inches intown, and totaled much more in the out- 
lying districts of the City. These storms interrupted 
the start of the spring-cleaning program, as it was 
necessary to gear the facilities of the Sanitary Division 
quickly to emergency conditions. Employees were re- 
quired to work extremely long hours for about three 
weeks on plowing, sanding and removing snow and ice; 
and after these storms there was a heavier than usual 
burden of street-cleaning work to be done, which also 
required employees to work long hours. 

Incinerator.—After many conferences with Mr. Cun- 
niff and Mr. Murphy of the Finance Commission, and 


— 
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also with the engineering firm of Metcalf & Eddy (the 
Boston consultants who were engaged in 1951 to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for an incinerator) you, 
as Commissioner of Public Works, submitted a com- 
plete report to his Honor, Mayor John B. Hynes, 
and his Honor approved the awarding of a contract, 
on April 30, 1956, totaling $963,867, to George Allen & 
Sons, Inc., of New York City, for installing four-burner 
incinerator facilities in the new plant to be erected in 
the South Bay area of the City. 

On July 10, a contract for wash borings was awarded 
the Raymond Pile Company in the amount of $2,900. 

On July 25, a contract was re-negotiated with Metcalf 
& Eddy for plans, engineering and supervision of the 
construction of the incinerator. A ceiling of $258,000 
was placed on this contract. 

On November 7, the Pile Driving contract was 
awarded to the J. F. White Contracting Company in the 
amount of $453,340. 

The long-awaited future look of the Sanitary Division 
began with the driving of test piles for the new in- 
cinerator on December 5, by the J. F. White Contracting 
Company, under the direction of Metcalf & Eddy, 
consulting engineers. Three piles were driven to a 
depth of 163 feet, and were tested with a load of 140 
tons, meeting the Boston Building Code requirements 
for bearing. 

Much planning, strife and education for incineration 
have taken place over the past several years, but the 
first concrete step in the construction is now under 
way, and a major savings in the actual cost of disposal 
can be expected when this incinerator is put into opera- 
tion in the not-too-distant future. It is anticipated 
that it will be completed about April, 1958. 

Other Activities. —In October of this year, the Old 
Carpenter Shop, in the Albany Street Yard, was de- 
molished, allowing greater space for storing of salt and 
sand and equipment, which was badly needed.

The Sale of Garbage contract with Kristoff Brothers 
was renewed, so that the City received $384.61 a month 
for this garbage during the entire year. 

In accordance with an Amendment to the Step 
Compensation Plan on Longevity Increment, the ten- 
and twenty-year step-rate service requirement was 
reduced to seven and eleven years, so that 308 Sanitary 
Division employees were given step-rate increases 
effective July 4, 1956, in addition to the regular monthly 
increments allowed during the year.

THE SEWER DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1957. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 


DEAR SIR: 

I submit herewith statement of the activities and 
expenditures of the Sewer Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 

Expenditures During 1956— The activities of the 
Sewer Division during the year consisted of advertising 
for sewer construction at a contract bid price of $446,- 
930.45, and the maintenance and operation of the 
sewer system at a cost of $908.067.79. | 

Contract Work — Contract work consisted of the 
extension of the sewer system to provide drainage for 
new buildings and street construction and to eliminate 
cesspools, the locations and cost of which are attached. 

Maintenance Work — Maintenance work consisted 
of the cleaning of 8,004 catch basins by contract and 
3,609 by yard forces, the freeing of stopped sewers 
and catch basins, and the repair of sewers, manholes, 
and catch basins by the yard forces and the operation 
of the pumping station and disposal works, the cost 
of which is attached. 

Covering In Open Brooks — On August 31, 1955, a 
contract was awarded in the amount of $439,077 to 
Pacella Bros., Inec., to enclose the main line of Stony 
Brook from Willow Avenue to Bald Knob Road in a 
72” diameter reinforced concrete pipe conduit. This 
work is progressing satisfactorily and will be completed 
about June 1957. 

On October 17, 1956, a contract was awarded in the 
amount of $189,160 to Civitarese-Piatelli Corp. to

enclose the Canterbury Branch of Stony Brook for a 
distance of about 1280 linear feet from the main line of 
Stony Brook to beyond Canterbury Street in a 108” 
diameter reinforced concrete pipe conduit, which work 
is now in progress and is expected to be completed 
about June, 1957. 

This work will prevent widespread street flooding 
that occurred in this area during the torrential rains 
accompanying the hurricanes of 1954 and 1955. 

Proposed Construction Work — The work of extending 
the sewer system to provide drainage for new street 
construction, new building construction and the elimina- 
tion of cesspools will continue for many years in the 
_ future, and probably at the same rate as in the past. 
In addition, a long-range sewerage works program 
provides for the extension of main line surface drain 
conduits and the rebuilding of several miles of very old 
sewers that have settled or outlived their economic 
usefulness. Details of the long-range program are 
contained in a report on file in the Sewer Division. 

Special Problems—In connection with the con- 
struction of the tunnel section of the Fitzgerald Highway 
it was necessary as part of the project to relocate about 
350 linear feet of the East Side Interceptor in Atlantic 
avenue between Oliver and Congress streets. The 
State Highway Department received permission from 
the State Health Department to discharge the flow of 
the interceptor upstream from Oliver street into the 
harbor while it was being relocated. The construction 
method consisted of bulkheading the interceptor at 
both ends of the section to be relocated. 

The interceptor is a 2-foot 8-inch by 4-foot 6-inch 
brick sewer, the lower half being a wood cradle, lined 
with one course of brick, the upper half having two 
courses of brick. When the section to be relocated was 
exposed, the brick work of the top half for the most 
part was found badly cracked and the cement joints 
disintegrated; the wood in the lower half was found for 
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‘the most part in good condition. The invert elevation 
of the interceptor at this location is about Elevation — 
1.5. 

After the interceptor was bulkheaded and exposed, 
considerable water entered the sewer trench with the 
incoming tide. It was determined that this was tide 
water leaking through the ground that reached and 
flooded the interceptor. As far as could be determined, 
the quantity of water entering the sewer trench was 
handled by a 3-inch pump. While it has been known 
for a long period of years that the depth of flow in the 
interceptor fluctuates with the tide, a condition for 
which no solution has been found, it was never definitely 
known that the physical condition of the interceptor 
was involved, although the extent to which it is a factor 
is still unknown. 

Probably the most important information resulting 
from exposing the interceptor is that its physical condi- 
tion indicates the probability of the need for rebuilding 
as a future project. This probably could be accom- 
plished successfully by the use of Gunite. It also points 
out the need of rebuilding tide gates and overflows in 
order to reduce the quantity of tide water entering the 
interceptor. This is one of the M. D. C. projects pro- 
vided for in Chapter 645 of 1951. 

The Sewer Division Labor Force consists of the following 
— 24 laborers, 1 carpenter, 30 motor equipment oper- 
ators and laborers, 8 catch basin machine operators, 
3 tide gate repairmen and 1 working foreman tide gate 
repairman, 6 working foremen sewer cleaners, 16 sewer 
cleaners, 5 bricklayers, 2 yardmen, 1 heavy motor 
equipment operator, 5 sewer district foremen, and 1 
main drainage foreman. This makes a total of 103 men 
assigned to answering complaints, cleaning catch basins, 
cleaning sewers, repairs to manholes and catch basins, 
repairing broken sewers, and other related work. 

Length of Sewers Built — During the fiscal year 1956 
there were built by Contractors and Day Labor 5.5012 
miles of common sewers and surface drains throughout 
the city. After deducting 0.5012 miles of sewers and 
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surface drains, rebuilt or abandoned, the net increase for 
1956 is 5.00 miles, which added to the existing 1,286.30 
miles of common sewers and surface drains and 30.93 
miles of intercepting sewers, makes a grand total of 
1,322.23 miles of all sewers belonging to the City of 
Boston, and under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1957. 

There were 167 catch basins built or rebuilt and none 
abandoned or removed during the year, making a net 
gain of 167 catch basins and a grand total of 24,522 
catch basins under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1957. 

Permit Office Report — Entrance fees to the amount of 
$13,298.63 have been deposited with the City Collector 
for collection from estates upon which no sewer assess- 
ments were ever paid, in accordance with Ordinances 
of 1945, Chapter 27, Section 10. 

One thousand, one hundred and sixty-four permits 
have been issued, viz.: 186 to District Foremen and 
Contractors and 878 to drainlayers for repairing or 
laying new house drains. Inspectors from this office 
have personally inspected the work done under these 
drainlayers’ permits. 

Two thousand, one hundred and sixteen complaints 
have been investigated and inspectors are instructed 
to report in writing in each case. 

Two thousand, four hundred and sixty catch basin 
complaints were received. 

Reported in writing on 3,101 municipal liens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with Chapter 60, Section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
2,400 requests for information on municipal liens. 

Notices have been mailed to abutters in conformity 
with the Ordinances of 1925, Chapter 27, Section 8, 
apprising them of the construction of new sewers or 
repairs to old sewers.

DEAR SIR: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Survey Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 

This Division performs engineering services for other 
divisions of the Public Works Department and other 
city departments, boards and commissions. It also 
performs administrative and engineering duties required 
by the Public Improvement Commission for its 
operation. 


The principal engineering duties include: 


(a) the making of plans, surveys, estimates and reports © 
relating to the laying out, widening, construction and design 
of public highways; 

(b) the taking of easements for sewerage works; 

(c) staking out lines and grades for the construction of 
highways, sewerage, etc. ; 

(d) the making of property surveys of land to be acquired 
by the City of Boston by eminent domain; 

(e) the making of plans and surveys of city-owned land 
for purposes of sale, interdepartmental transfer or new 
development; 

(f) the making of various engineering surveys and plans 
required by other city departments. 


For the Public Improvement Commission, the admin- 
istrative functions include the processing of petitions, 
arranging public hearings, preparing estimates and 
orders relating to land damages and street and sewer 
betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of streets and sewers, 
preparing orders for eminent domain land takings, 
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preparing orders for the granting of permits for use of 
public highways, erection of poles, etc., and the main- 
tenance of all records in the charge of the Public Im- 
provement Commission.

Reproduction Work 

The Reproduction Unit of this division continued 
during the year in the making of photostats, blueprints, 
etc., for various City Departments. In April a new 
Pease Challenger White printing machine was installed 
to replace the obsolete Ozalid machine. With the new 
high speed white printer the demand for such prints 
greatly increased with a considerable drop in the making 
of blueprints. With this new machine we have also 
begun making reproductions of office papers, notes, etc. 


_ It is anticipated that such work will greatly increase as 


the various City Departments become aware of the 
variety of copy work that can be done. 

Effective December 1, 1956, a revised schedule of 
fees established by the City Council include a provision 
for charging one dollar per sheet for photostats, plans, 
ete. In arranging for the collection of this fee from the 
public, it was necessary to establish a system of written 
requisitions for reproduction work to be used by all 
City Departments. Approximately one hundred dollars 
was received during the month of November for this 
new service. While the revenue from these fees is not 
expected to be great, the charge will no doubt result 
in a sharp drop in the requests for copies of plans made 
when such copies were free. 

Early in 1956 this division set up a photographic 
service. A dark room has been built and equipped. 
During the year photographs were taken of all newly 
laid out streets showing conditions prior to construc- 
tion. It is expected that these photos will prove of real 
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value in connection with the settlement of land damage 


cases.

I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Water Division, operations and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1956. 

During the year a total of 23,510.3 linear feet, or 
4.45 miles, of main pipe was laid or relaid, varying in 
size from 4 inches to 16 inches and 877 applications 
were received for installation of new service pipes, 
enlarged service pipes and fire pipes, etc., into new or 
remodeled buildings. 

There were 27 petitions received for the extension 
of water mains. The particular streets in which the 
above work was performed are shown on the ac- 
companying tables.

The office force maintained its usual service to the 
public with information in relation to the Water Divi- 
sion, estimates on new service pipes, making out con- 
tracts, assisting the yard forces on Water Division 
matters, compiling official data, bringing the record 
plans to date, supervision of all construction and snow 
removal in areas number 4 and 10. 

The engineering office assisted in design and super- 
vision of construction of water mains for the following 
major construction projects; their status being as follows:

Fort Hill square to beyond Kneeland street — under 


construction.

William T. Morrissey Boulevard to Neponset Circle to 
Milton line near Adams street — now under contract 
and construction started.

Reinforcing Faulkner Hospital Area in West Roxbury — 
construction started by M.D.C., 36 inches to new tank 
(elevation 392) with 12-inch connection to be installed at 
Weld street and West Roxbury Parkway.

Studies being made to bring H.H.S. to Stony Brook 
section of Hyde Park. 
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Reinforcing Hyde Park beyond Cleary square (American 
Legion Highway M.D.C. connection to Cleary square) — 
completed to West street, final section to be completed in 
spring of 1957. 

Studies on New York streets area completed and buildings 
demolished and contract for reconstruction awarded, work 
to start in spring of 1957. 


Hydrants. 


There were 27 new hydrants established, 106 hydrants 
changed and 10 hydrants abandoned. 


Summation. 


System relaid 0.88 miles, extended 3.57 miles, 27 
hydrants established, and 10 hydrants abandoned, 0.10 
miles of water pipe abandoned; thus increasing the 
amount of water pipe in system by 3.47 miles and 17 
hydrants. 

District Yards. 
- The district yard forces were utilized in repairs of 
main pipe leaks, installation of new service pipes, new 
fire pipes, service pipe repairs, fire pipe repairs, meter 
changes, off and on calls and general maintenance 
service to the public. 


THE DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 


The Distribution Branch, consisting of the main 
yard and four district yards, and responsible for the 
repair and maintenance of main pipes, hydrants, service 
pipes, and gate valves, was assisted during the year 
by four contracting firms who assisted the department 
forces in the repairing of leaks and the laying of new 
and relaying of old service pipes. 

The contractual work was performed in a satisfactory 
manner and again proved the value of this type of con- 
tract in assisting the department forces to repair and 
install new appurtenances. 

During the year, the Gibson street, Dorchester, water 
yard garage and stable were demolished and contract 
awarded for new combination steel work shop and 
garages to be erected in spring of 1957. 
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THE MACHINE SHOP 
The machine shop and plumbing shop handled all 
the drilling and connecting of services in addition to 
the regular work carried on in these shops, such as the 
machining and assembling of gates, valves, and hydrants, 
and the department assisted the other branches of the 
Public Works Department in performing special jobs.

REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION 


Boston, January 2, 1957. 
Hon. Joun B. Hynss, 


Mayor of Boston. 
Through the Commissioner of Public Works. 
Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of section 24, 
chapter 3 of the Revised City Ordinances of 1947, the 
following report of the Public Improvement Commission 
for the year ending December 31, 1956, is respectfully 
submitted. 

The Public Improvement Commission was established 
May 1, 1954, by the provisions of section 57, chapter 2 
of the 1954 Ordinances. This Commission, consisting 
of the Commissioner of Public Works, the Commissioner 
of Real Property, and the Chairman of the Boston 
Traffic Commission, was assigned all of the powers and 
duties of the former Board of Street Commissioners, 
except: 

(a) ‘Those relating to the storage and sale of inflammables, 
filling stations, and parking lots which were transferred 
to the Committee on Licenses in the Public Safety 
Commission ; 

(b) Those relating to the planting and removal of trees in 
public ways, the use of public ways for any temporary 
obstruction in, under, or over the same, the use of 
public ways for the storage and sale of merchandise 
and the designating of coasting streets, which were 
transferred to the Commissioner of Public Works; and 

(c) Those relating to the abatement of taxes which were 
transferred to the Real Property Department. 

Functions of the Board of Street Commissioners 
transferred to this Commission include the authority 
to lay out, widen, relocate, alter, discontinue, or rename 
public highways, and to order the making of specific 
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repairs therein; to order the construction of sanitary 
sewers and storm drains; to take land by eminent 
domain for municipal purposes (except housing and 
off-street parking); to permit the opening of private 
ways for public travel; to levy assessments for street, 
sidewalk, and sewer betterments; and to issue permits 
for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, 
tracks and similar uses of the public ways. 


STREET PROGRAM 
During the period covered by this report, one hundred 
seven (107) highway improvements, including the laying 
out of fifty-eight (58) new highways, the widening and 
relocation of thirty-one (31) public ways, the making 
of specific repairs in eighteen (18) existing streets, were 
ordered by the Public Improvement Commission. 


Of particular interest in these groups are the following 
projects: 

Blue Hill avenue, Dorchester district, from Columbia road 
to Mattapan square, to be reconstructed with Chapter 90 
funds at an estimated cost of $450,000. Work will include 
the removal of the existing streetcar reservation, the widening 
of both roadways and the installation of traffic divisional 
islands at various locations. 

New York Streets area, Boston Proper district, in coopera- 
tion with the Boston Housing Authority, the commission 
ordered the discontinuance of eight (8) public ways in the 
New York Streets area and also ordered the laying out of 
Castle street through the project and the widening of the 
remaining existing streets in the project, namely, Harrison 
avenue, Asylum street and Troy street. It is estimated that 
these highway improvements with sewer and water construc- 
tion will cost approximately $475,000. 

Charles Park road, West Roxbury district, this road has 
been laid out and constructed to provided access to a new 
industrial area of the same name adjacent to the Charles River 
in the West Roxbury district and will also provide better 
access to the city’s West Roxbury disposal area. Estimated 
cost of $27,768. 

Summer street, South Boston district between B street 
and the Reserved Channel, to be constructed with Chapter 90 
funds at an estimated cost of $90,000. 

Jackson Square improvements, Roxbury district, includes 
the installation of traffic divisional islands and the reduction in 
width of existing sidewalks at Jackson square and the widening 
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and relocation of Ritchie street. This reconstruction will 
permit the relocation of traffic movement at this location by 
making the three streets one way and forming a rotary pattern 
which should greatly alleviate the congestion.

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ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION 


This division with the architectural and engineering 
assistants, draws the plans and develops the specifica- 
tions for alterations requested by the Superintendent of 
Public Schools. Consulting work includes the structural 
safety of the buildings and egress requirements. The 
inspection of the building operations and the checking 
of payment requests are included in the duties of the 
architects and engineers. 

The major items of construction during the year 1956 
were as follows: 


Phineas Bates School: Reconstruction of the main 
entrance. 

Girls Trade High School: Installation of a pre-nursing 
suite.

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CivIL ENGINEERING DIVISION 


For the seventh successive year the Civil I’ngineering 
Division operated under a curtailed appropriation for 
the care of school grounds. Due to the increasing cost 
of labor and materials the number of major jobs was 
limited. 


The parking lot at the George Robert White School- 
boy Stadium was resurfaced. This area had been a 
constant source of trouble because of its deteriorated 
condition. The loose stones from the broken pavement 
were continually being thrown onto the well-kept 
stadium turf and through the glass block exterior facing, 
resulting in damage to grass mowers, the structure, etc. 


A new fenced enclosure nursery play area was designed 
for the children of the Horace Mann School. Play 
equipment and safety rubber asphalt pavement were 
incorporated in the facilities. The contract was awarded 
late in 1956 to be constructed in the spring of 1957. 


The site of the former George Putnam School was 
paved with asphalt in order to increase the yard area 
adjacent to the Theodore Roosevelt School to twice its 
previous size. 

Less extensive areas of asphalt pavement were laid 
under the supervision of this division at the following 
schools:

Recreational opportunities were expanded at two 
school sites. A new asphalt basketball court complete 
with outdoor type court standards was laid out and 
constructed at the Donald McKay School.

For much the same reason, 
outdoor basketball standards were erected at the Francis 
Parkman School. 

Masonry work in connection with yard walls, etc., 
was performed at several schools. 

In order to prevent damage to adjoining properties 
to school buildings, fence extensions were installed at the 
Dante Alighieri, Patrick J. Kennedy, Prescott and Ellis 
Mendell Schools. | 
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Plans and specifications for exploratory borings and 
test pits at the Rice-Franklin site were prepared and 
work supervised in the field by this division. 

This division has coordinated its work with the 
Deputy Superintendent of Construction who is responsi- 
ble for the new construction program.

MAINTENANCE AND Repair DIVISION 


Due to a limited budget and the fact that a major 
alteration project at the Hyde School amounted to 
$70,000, this division was unable to carry out a pro- 
posed program of painting. However, in addition to 
the ordinary maintenance of buildings and furniture 
therein, it was possible to enter into painting contracts 
as follows: 

Abraham Lincoln School, interior and exterior painting. 

John Winthrop School, interior and exterior painting. 

Atherton School, interior and exterior painting. 

Hyde Park High School, interior in part. 

Lewis School, interior and exterior painting. 

Charlestown High School and Spencer Memorial School, 
interior and exterior painting. 
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New BuitpING PROGRAM 


The construction program of new buildings is showing 
satisfactory progress. 

The addition to the Curtis Guild School was finally 
accepted, and the William E. Russell District School 
and the James J. Chittick School Addition were occupied, 
although not finally accepted, at the opening of school 
in September, 1956. 

The Mary Hemenway District Elementary School 
(now named Patrick O’Hearn School) is practically 
completed and will be occupied in February, 1957. 

The additions to the Solomon Lewenberg School and 
the Boston Trade High School are under construction, 
as are, also, two new schools in the Elihu Greenwood 
District, Hyde Park. It is expected that the two latter 
schools and the Solomon Lewenberg School Addition 
will be occupied at opening of school in September, 1957. 

Bids were received for a new school in the Henry Grew 
District, Hyde Park, on October 31, 1956. The price 
submitted exceeded the appropriation and it was neces- 
sary to request the School Committee for additional 
funds. By the time the funds were made available, the 
statutory time for awarding the contract had elapsed 
and it was necessary to reject the bids and re-advertise 
the job. In the meantime, a new subcontract law had 
become effective, necessitating many changes on the 
plans and specifications and thereby causing a delay of 
several months in awarding a contract for this building. 

Bids are being invited for a new elementary school in 
the Blackinton-John Cheverus District in Kast Boston, 
and it is expected that the contract will be awarded and 
construction started early in 1957. 

Plans are nearing completion for two other new schools, 
one in the Rice-Franklin District (on the site of old Eng- 
lish High School) and the other in the Martin District, 
and should be on the market for bids very soon. 

Selection of a site has delayed progress of a new school 
in the Dwight District, but it is anticipated that diffi- 
culty will shortly be overcome and plans will soon be 
under way. 
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CONCLUSION 


Although the budgetary allowance for the department 
was considerably below the statutory allowance, the 
school buildings were maintained in a manner to assure 
the health and comfort of each and every occupant of 
the buildings.

PREFACE 


Apart from meeting the individual problems which 
arise daily, the Traffic Commission has taken notice of 
national trends and the composite thinking of various 
national agencies. 

We are aware, for example, of the consistent campaign 
that is being carried on by transit companies on a 
national basis to establish in the public mind the fact 
that the moving of persons is more important than 
moving vehicles. It is pointed out that by cutting down 
the number of vehicles entering congested areas traffic 
benefits will result and public transportation facilities 
will gain passengers. The advantages from a traffic 
standpoint are easy to see.. It is obvious that a bus 
carrying 36 to 40 persons takes up much less room, and 
causes much less congestion, than automobiles carrying 
the same number of passengers. One bus can carry as 
many persons as are found in 35 or 40 passenger vehicles. 
Therefore, where subways and rapid transit facilities 
are not available a logical contention is made that bus 
transportation should be increased. 

The mass transit problem is a serious one. In cities 
such as ours it amounts to a ‘‘standby insurance” for 
‘use by the public in severe storms. 

A suggestion that many traffic engineers offer is that 
the transit companies should be helped by subsidies, so 
that the companies can make their services more at- 
tractive. At present many persons who are willing to 
leave their cars at home are discouraged when they have 
to wait for bus service at a street corner, perhaps in bad 
weather, only to find the bus crowded and very little 
passenger comfort provided. 

The heaviest demand on transportation facilities is 
between eight and ten, mornings, and four and six, after- 
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noons, and the dilemma is that the large number of 
employees and equipment necessary to provide adequate 
service during those hours ‘‘stands by,”’ idle, during 
the remaining hours of the day, resulting in substantial 
expense to the transportation system. 

However, the fact remains that when transportation 
facilities are more comfortable and more convenient 
than passenger cars, then they will prosper. They must 
match the ‘‘door to dooriecs aes which use of a 
passenger car now provides. 

To prohibit parking downtown vse be foothaitdy 
unless adequate means of transportation and a sub- 
stantial amount of off-street parking spaces were made 
available. 

It might be noted here that in sections where the 
Central Artery has been completed, traffic on the sur- 
face streets has lessened. Simultaneously have come 
complaints from business men that ‘‘no one passes our 
place any more — business is going to the dogs.’’ The 
same merchants not long ago were threatening to move 
out of town “if something is not done to relieve the 
traffic jam at our doors.’’ Which is it to be? A city 
filled with people and activity, or a city where every day 
is to be like Sunday downtown? Our objective is to 
have a city that can accommodate crowds comfortably. 
The establishment of.a ‘‘ No Parking Anytime’’ complex 
is not going to induce crowds to come in town ‘unless 
rapid transit facilities are extended and made adequate 
quickly. It will be too late when everyone has’ become 
used to'the flexibility and comfort of private passenger 
cars, and suburban parking facilities. 

One strong hope is that large parking areas nt thie out- 
skirts of town may induce motorists to leave their cars 
in a free parking lot and have express service directly 
to the vicinity of their destination. For example, close 
to the Southeast Expressway in the Cedar Grove section 
of Dorchester at the Milton line is a huge area that 
could. accommodate 5,000 vehicles. It is’ near the 
Butler Street M.T.A. Station. By extending the Rapid 
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Transit train line from the subway at Ashmont Station 
to the parking area, a relatively short distance, by 
designing the parking space so that it would be only a 
short walk to the Rapid Transit platform and by pro- 
viding a convenient ramp to the expressway, all interests 
would benefit. The congestion now at Ashmont Station 
would be eliminated, convenient parking space would be 
available a few minutes from the heart of the city, 
South Shore traffic would be kept out of the city, and 
the M.T.A. would gain additional riders. 

But, all of this is expensive, so each agency involved 
passes it over as too costly. 

If such a plan is not feasible then perhaps express 
bus service on the expressway from this parking space 
might be successful. 

There are other opportunities of this type, but it 
seems no parties can be found who can “afford” to 
undertake such projects. 

Total elimination of passenger cars from the down- 
town area cannot be achieved. There is a large number 
of vehicles, commercial in character, that must provide 
supplies and maintenance services daily, and salesmen 
who must report mornings at their places of employ- 
ment for a short period of time, there are emergency 
needs of customers that require quick service and many 
other activities which are present wherever large 
populations exist. 

Private industry, until lately, has failed to provide 
parking spaces for customers, relying entirely on the 
city government to carry on the off-street parking 
program. 

Private industry has failed to provide accommoda- 
tions for truck deliveries off street, and yet, if heavy 
trucks were barred from making daytime deliveries, 
overtime expense and labor costs involved in early 
morning or nighttime deliveries would be far more 
costly than alterations and improvements of freight 
handling facilities in buildings. 
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Private industry will not devote its profits to such 
things. The past ten years, in spite of high taxes, have 
been years of prosperity, but the percentage of money 
spent by private business and realty interests in im- 
proving properties downtown has been negligible with 
two or three exceptions. 

So, it has become necessary to build expressways and 
publicly financed garages, and it is now necessary to 
further increase the subsidy extended to our mass 
transportation company to keep it alive. Such projects 
come out of taxes, which, in turn, are levied on property. 
Had commercial interests been less shortsighted and less 
inclined to retain all profits, many public projects now 
necessary could have been avoided in every large city 
in the country. 

The wholesale market industry had to be forced from 
the congested North End and transplanted to com- 
modious space in the South End. Now all agree that 
time saved in handling of products and savings in 
insurance rates have more than paid for the cost of new 
buildings. The same experience will be enjoyed by those 
who move into the New York Streets area now opened 
for industrial development, and the Charlestown Prison 
area. 

Government has faced the challenge of traffic con- 
gestion. Will local business interests do their part as a 
testimonial to free enterprise or will it always remain 
for governmental agencies to undertake all the projects 
out of tax levies? It is significant that the huge acreage 
of the Back Bay Railroad yards appears to be of in- 
terest only to outside capital. Boston business talks of 
opportunities in the suburbs for traffie-free activities 
while the Back Bay yards and similar areas remain 
unoccupied, and undeveloped until outsiders come into 
our city and do what our local commercial agencies 
could have done. Instead of moving out of Boston a 
few of our large industries might have found it advanta- 
geous to contribute to the ‘‘new look” in Boston by 
rebuilding in the city in which they first found success. 
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We have personally observed traffic conditions and 
regulations in New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles, and there are no effective traffic devices being 
used in any of these cities which are not to some extent 
operating in the City of Boston. 

Prophets talk about multi-level moving sidewalks 
with local or express speeds; endless belt conveyors, 
monorails, and smaller passenger cars. It is not im- 
possible that some of these visions may come to reality, 
but, meanwhile, we must face the tidal wave of motor 
vehicles by providing parking lots and garages for 
vehicles engaged in business activities, and by expanded 
expressways, and rapid transit facilities. Boston and 
every other large city in America is already engaged 
in such a rebuilding program.

Seventeen formal meetings of the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission were held during 1956; the first, on January 13, 
was held at the Mayor’s Office. 


The cooperation of Commissioners Sullivan, Hyland, 
Kelley, and Carp and their faithful attendance at 
meetings has been inspirational. Each member has an 
active interest in traffic, based on years of experience in 
the service of the city. Their combined mature judg- 
ments have resulted in progressive programs being 
carried on with quiet efficiency and a minimum of public 
resistance or misunderstanding. 


Our 1956 income totaled $542,973.04. 
Our 1956 expenditures totaled $680,478.73. 


PARKING METERS 


Among the income items, it should be noted that our 
revenue from parking meters has continued to decline. 
In 1954, we took in $589,346; in 1955, $568,143, and in 
1956, $513,482.04. This reduced income is the result 
of the parking prohibitions in the downtown area be- 
between 8.00 and 9.30 a.m., and 4.00 and 6.00 p.m., and 
the removal of parking meters from the large area where 
the Central Artery is under construction. 


All of our meters are in use, but many are located in 
districts which are not as productive of income as were 
the meters in the Central Artery area. 


In anticipation of provision of metered parking spaces 
on Commonwealth avenue, from Brighton avenue to 
Warren street, and in conjunction with redesign and 
reconstruction by the Public Works Department during 
1957, it may be necessary to acquire 600 additional 
parking meters. Our original installation of parking 
meters was on June 1, 1948, and as the life of parking 
meters is generally considered to be ten years, it may 
readily be seen that within a few years it will become 
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necessary to replace a substantial portion of the meters 
now on our streets. Damage to meter heads and posts 
each year constantly reduce our inventory of replacement 
equipment. 


Damages to poles and meters, as represented by claims 
to the Law Department for collection, continue to be 
in the vicinity of $10,000 each year. 


From time to time proposals have been made that a 
10 cent parking meter rate should be charged for one- 
hour parking in the downtown section. This rate pre- 
vails in many cities of a size comparable to Boston. 
However, in our city there is a difficulty which must be 
recognized and that is that the basic concept of parking 
meters is not for the production of revenue, but for the 
control of parking. The courts have indicated that 
it is not legal to rent parking space in public streets. 
Accordingly, when meter revenues exceed the cost of 
parking meter installation and operation, then a profit 
results and such profits become subject to legal scrutiny. 


A 10-cent fee at parking meters may be justified 
only where it would enhance traffic control. The fact 
that it would produce substantial revenues is an appeal- 
ing one, but steps to effect a 10-cent fee should be taken 
cautiously and only after a full investigation of the 
legal complications which may result. 


STATE AND M.D.C. Higuoway CONSTRUCTION 


Construction of the Central Artery by the State 
Department of Public Works is proceeding with the 
construction of a tunnel from Congress street to a little 
beyond Kneeland street, and demolition work has taken 
place for the surface extension which will run from the 
- Kneeland Street area to beyond Dover street. 


The Metropolitan District Commission, in the latter 
part of the year, acquired title to Gallivan Boulevard, 
Dorchester, between Morton street and William T. 
Morrissey Boulevard; Morton street, between Forest 
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Hills and Gallivan Boulevard; the Arborway; the 
Jamaicaway; the Riverway; the Fenway; Park Drive, 
between Audubon Circle and Boylston street; Boylston 
street, between Ipswich street and Hemenway street; 
Charlesgate West; Charlesgate East; Agassiz road; 
Centre street, between Veterans of Foreign Wars Park- 
way and the Arborway; Hyde Park avenue, between 
Milton street and Wolcott square; Milton street, be- 
tween Hyde Park avenue and the Neponset Valley 
Parkway; Perkins street, between the Jamaicaway and 
Francis Parkman Drive; Francis Parkman Drive, be- 
tween Perkins street and the Jamaicaway; Chestnut 
street, between Perkins street and Riverdale Parkway; 
Willow Pond road, between the Jamaicaway at Bynner 
street and Riverdale Parkway, in Brookline. 


This transfer entailed the assignment to the M.D.C. 
of twenty-two signalized intersections and two warning 
flasher locations, making a total of twenty-four traffic 
signals transferred to the M.D.C. on October 30, 1956. 
Likewise, existing signs and a few parking meters were 
included in the transfer. 


Under the direction of the M.D.C. substantial im- 
provements and changes are to be made along the 
routes specified above, including one which will provide 
a route from Charlesgate through the Fenway, Arbor- 
way, Veterans of Foreign Wars Parkway to a new road 
leading to Route 128. 


It is expected that the Jamaicaway will be made 
one way inbound during 1957, while outbound traffic 
will be rerouted to Riverdale Parkway, Brookline, 
and the Brookline side of Jamaica Pond. 


The redesign and widening of the Morrissey Boulevard 
(and Neponset Circle area) is almost at the point of 
completion and this major roadway will carry a large 
amount of southeast-bound trafic during the con- 
struction of the Southeast Expressway by the Common- 
wealth in the next five years. 
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PROBLEM AREAS 


In our last report we mentioned problem points at 
Leverett Circle; Charlesgate East and West; Park 
Drive at Boylston street; Blue Hill avenue and Morton 
street; Brookline avenue at Park Drive, and Neponset 
Circle. All of these are included in the roadways trans- 
ferred to the M.D.C. The remaining problem points 
include Jackson square, Roxbury; Roxbury Crossing; 
Forest Hills, Mattapan square, Cleveland Circle; Chelsea 
street at the junction of Bennington and Saratoga 
streets, and Breed square, East Boston. 


The Public Improvement Commission has held hear- 
ings and is prepared to go forward with recommended 
improvements in Cleveland Circle, Jackson square, and 
Roxbury Crossing; and the Traffic Commission has 
prepared a plan for changes in the traffic flow at River 
street at Mattapan square. These will involve co- 
operative regulations by Boston, Milton, and the 
M.D.C. jointly. 


Blue Hill avenue, from Mattapan square to Morton 
street, is being reconstructed by the Public Works 
Department. The streetcar tracks have been removed 
and the center reservation narrowed. This will result 
in wider traffic lanes both inbound and outbound on 
this major highway. A like project is about to begin 
in Seaver street, Roxbury, from Blue Hill avenue to 
Walnut avenue. 


In March of this year the heaviest snowstorm in 
ten years occurred and pointed the necessity of stepping 
up our program of establishing one-way streets in 
suburban areas in order to enhance the flow of traffic 
and public safety. A conference was held at the Mayor’s 
office following the storm to determine whether or not 
it would be feasible to require the use of chains in 
severe storms and to establish a process by which stalled 
cars could be removed from the roadways. In the 
March storm hundreds of cars were abandoned on the 
streets, causing serious conditions for a period of several 
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days. In addition, consideration was given to the 
possibility of improving public notification concerning 
traffic conditions and emergencies of this type and the 
severity of storms in progress. 


NicuHt PARKING 


No progress has been made during the year in solving 
the problem of night parking on suburban streets, 
but a bill has been introduced for consideration by the 
1957 legislature and which, if enacted, can result in a 
program of parking on alternate sides of the streets on 
alternate days of the week on streets selected as suitable 
by the Boston Traffic Commission. 


A sudden heavy snowstorm during the middle of 
March caused traffic congestion to such an extent that 
the Traffic Commission gave renewed consideration 
to the subject of making more suburban residential 
streets one way in the interests of public safety. Ac- 
cordingly, special attention has been given to such 
regulations during the year in an effort to make all 
streets passable at all times, even under extreme snow 
conditions. Snow plows and emergency vehicles could 
not use certain two-way streets during the March storm, 
because of stalled cars in each lane of travel, and snow 
drifts piled around cars parked on both sides of the 
street. 


ACCIDENT SURVEY 


The Massachusetts Safety Council survey of traffic 
accidents in Boston will be completed early in 1957 
and we are confident that it will result in the establish- 
ment of a series of activities that will improve the 
traffic accident record of the city. 


In Boston this year 71 persons were killed in motor 
vehicle accidents on roadways under the jurisdiction 
of the City of Boston, a record which is higher than last 
year when 64 fatalities occurred, and the highest since 
1950 when 77 fatalities occurred. 
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The trend in traffic fatalities in all the large cities and 
major highways increased this year. While our Boston 
record requires increased safety activities, it should be 
realized that our record this year conforms to the ex- 
perience of all of the major cities of the country. 


The trend of decentralization may have an effect 
on this accident record in the years to come. Cordon 
counts in 1955 in various cities of the country indicate 
that less people are coming into the downtown sections 
than thirty years ago. Chicago had 28,988 less people; 
Baltimore 9,000 less people; Pittsburgh 17,500 less 
people, and Minneapolis 11,491. These figures indicate 
a trend which is taking place in metropolitan areas. 
While population is increasing in suburban areas the 
number of persons living or working in the downtown 
sections appears to be decreasing. 


MISCELLANY 


TRAFFIC SPOTLIGHT POLES 


Responsibility for installation and maintenance of 
spotlight poles for Police Department Traffic Officers 
was transferred from the Traffic Commission to the 
Public Works Department in April, 1956, so that hence- 
forth the care and custody of the poles carrying spot- 
lights for traffic officers at various intersections of the 
city will be in the jurisdiction of the Public Works 
Department, Street Lighting Division. In connection 
with this change, the Traffic Commission transferred 
its special truck and equipment for spotlight pole main- 
tenance to the Public Works Department. 


COASTING STREETS 


On January 24, 1956, by an Act of the Legislature, 
Chapter 12, exclusive authority to designate streets for 
coasting in the City of Boston was delegated to the 
Boston Traffic Commission. This was followed by an 
Ordinance of the City Council dated May 7, 1956. 
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A substantially reduced list of coasting streets is 
contemplated for the winter season with the ultimate 
objective of eliminating coasting streets altogether. 
The reason for reducing the list of coasting streets is 
because of changed conditions including increased 
traffic and in some cases redesign of roadways which 
has taken place over the years resulting in an increased 
number of intersections on streets which were formerly 
used as coasting streets. In many instances it has been 
found that the establishment of a coasting street gives 
a false sense of security and accidents result from 
coasters running into parked cars on roadways, or into 
main highways. A car traveling at 20 miles an hour 
can stop in 43 feet on dry pavement but needs 97 feet 
to stop on packed snow and 205 feet on glare ice. Often 
drivers operate their cars while snow or ice partially 
covers windshields, side windows and rear windows, 
making it difficult to see children. In addition, lowered 
visibility due to dusk or early darkness increases the 
chance of motorists not seeing a child. 


Orr-STREET PARKING 

Various areas of the city under consideration as 
locations for new city garages were approved by the 
Traffic Commission upon petition from the Real Prop- 
erty Board in anticipation of the construction of garages 
and included in the Traffic Commission approvals 
were specifications as to the capacity suggested for new 
garages sponsored by the City of Boston Real Property 
Board. 

FEES 

An increased fee schedule was established by City 
Ordinance to apply during 1957 for Loading Zones and 
a new fee was established for the erection and mainte- 
nance of directional signs to churches and places of 


assembly. 
ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES 


A bill was introduced for the attention of the 1957 
State Legislature to give to the Traffic Commissioner 
various details of authority which would be beneficial 
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in the interest of efficient administration of the depart- 
ment. As now organized, the Traffic Commission is 
required to act upon many details pertaining to person- 
nel and purchases, which, in other city departments 
are handled by the department head. The proposed 
ehanges will facilitate the execution of such matters 
which are now frequently delayed by the requirement 
for action by the entire Traffic Commission and will 
permit more time for consideration of matters involving 
broad policy and major problems by the Commission. 


RECENT LEGISLATION 


An Act of the Legislature in 1956 authorized Boards 
of Selectmen and the Boston Traffic Commission to 
make special regulations as to the speed of motor vehicles 
and as to the use of such vehicles upon particular ways 
including the right to prohibit the use of such vehicles 
altogether on certain ways ordinarily described as 
private ways. The purpose of this act is to meet special 
conditions which apply to some sections of the state 
and it authorizes the City Council, or the Selectmen, 
or the department in charge of certain ways, to make 
regulations in private ways which will be consistent 
with those applicable to adjoining public ways. Areas 
of application in the City of Boston at this time is not 
clear and the State Department of Public Works has 
suggested that no regulations be enacted under this law 
as its constitutionality is to be tested and the provisions 
of the law are not sufficiently clear at present. 

The Towing Law has had a full year of operation and 
has appeared to be beneficial. It has enabled the 
Police Department to clear the roadways during various 
emergencies and to discourage flagrant violations of the 
traffic rules. Various views are offered as to how 
actively the Police Department should make use of this 
law but it is agreed that on the whole the law is a good 
one and there is a movement under way to enlarge the 
area so that it will include the Back Bay section to 
Massachusetts avenue. 
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TRAFFIC SIGNALS 

Signal lights were installed at 14 intersections (in- 
cluding one flashing beacon) and the program of in- 
stalling signal lights will continue to be prosecuted 
for several years to come as it appears that there are 
still warrants existing for the installation of approxi- 
mately one hundred traffic signals in various parts of 
the city. 


PRINCIPAL TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 


During the year 1956 forty-six (46) one-way streets 
were established and the one-way rule in thirty-three 
(33) streets was rescinded. 

One hundred and one (101) parking prohibitions were 
established and forty-six (46) were rescinded. 

Twenty-eight (28) stop streets were established and 
sixteen (16) stop street regulations were rescinded. 


ANNUAL MEMORIAL SERVICE 


The Sixth Annual Memorial Mass, sponsored by the 
Boston Trafic Commission Employees Local 783 and 
Local 416 A. F. of L. was held at the Immaculate 
Conception Church in June.

Parking Meter Division 


Throughout the city a net gain of 85 parking meters 
was realized over the previous year. Although over 
300 new meters were installed, including two new off- 
street parking facilities in suburban areas, Mattapan 
and Fields Corner, over 120 were removed in some of 
the more prolific downtown areas in the vicinity of the 
Central Artery construction. Removal of a large num- 
ber of meters to make way for new loading zone permits 
in many business areas throughout the city also con- 
tributed to the reduction in revenue from parking meters 
over the previous year. 

New type Dual meters were installed in Forest Hills 
and Roslindale areas replacing the older Mark-Time 
meters. 

It is expected that additional parking meters will be 
installed during 1957 in some sections of the downtown 
district and Allston-Brighton section. No increases 
in rates are contemplated as yet in the downtown area 
as the demand for parking continues to increase. Off- 
street parking facilities now under construction in the 
downtown area are expected to provide 2,500 additional 
parking spaces during 1957. This will tend to reduce 
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considerably the estimated need for some 20,000 addi- 
tional spaces for the short-time shopper or all-day 
business parker. 
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Safely Education Division 


Boston, along with most of the large cities of the 
country, had an increase in its fatality record during 
1956. Seventy-one persons were killed as result of 
traffic accidents as against 64 killed in 1955. 


Meanwhile the independent survey being conducted 
by the Massachusetts Safety Council is coming to a 
conclusion and we have high hopes that on the basis of 
the report it is expected during 1957 that a substantial 
improvement will be achieved in this matter of grave 
concern to all safety officials. 

During the year the Boston Herald conducted an 
extensive safety crusade providing a series of articles 
dealing with the traffic safety problem throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Under the leadership of the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, Rudolph King, the National ‘‘Back The 
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Attack” program was energetically prosecuted and 
supported by our department. Analysis of the various 
traffic accidents and fatalities follows: 

Traffic fatalities in 1956 totaled 71, the highest 
number since 1950, in which year there were 77. In- 
cluded in this year’s number of 71 fatalities (7 over 
1955) are factors such as the following: 


1. A triple fatality as a result of speeding on South- 
ampton street during the hours of darkness and in a 
heavy rain. 

2. A double pedestrian fatality in the early morning 
hours just before daylight. 

3. A head-on collision on the Jamaicaway, near a bad 
curve in the vicinity of Bynner street. 

4. <A pedestrian killed at an intersection as a result 
of a collision of two vehicles at that intersection. 

5. Buses killed three people, and heavy trucks three 
others. 

6. The hours of darkness continue to be a major 
factor in not only fatal but all type accidents. 

7. An increased number of aged adults, most of whom 
were pedestrians, contributed to this year’s figure. 

8. SPEED continues to be the chief factor. One 
operator and an occupant were killed in the same acci- 
dent when the operator attempted to cross over to the 
roadway under the MTA overhead while traveling at an 
estimated speed of 60-70 miles per hour along Washington 
street near Monsignor Reynolds Way. 


SAFETY EDUCATION 


1956 Moror VEHICLE ACCIDENT AND FATALITY 
ANALYSIS 


Prepared by the Safety Education Division of the 
Boston Traffic Commission 


High lights of the analysis can be summarized as 
follows: 


1. A total of 71 people were killed in 67 fatal accidents. 

2. There were 52 pedestrians killed, 8 operators, and 
11 occupants. 

3. There were 11,280 nonfatal accidents in which 
17,413 people were injured, and 3,354 property damage 
accidents without personal injury. An overall total of 
14,701 accidents of all types. 
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4. The National Population Motor Vehicle Death 
Rate (deaths per 100,000 population) is 23.3. Boston’s 
population death rate for 1956 is 9.8 (724,700 — 1955 
state census). Other cities in Boston’s group classifica- 
tion show an average of 10.3. 

5. Pedestrians made up 73 per cent of the total fa- 
talities, an improvement over an average of 85 per cent 
over the past 10 years. 

6. In the age groups there were 8 youngsters killed 
up to 14 years of age, 7 of whom were pedestrians; there 
were 27 killed over sixty-five of whom 26 were pedestrians. 
In this latter group some of the ages are as follows: 
1 pedestrian ninety-three, 1 at eighty-four, 2 at eighty- 
three, 2 at eighty-two, 1 at eighty, 2 at seventy-seven, 
1 at seventy-six, and 1 operator 76 years of age. 

7. There were 61 adults killed, and 10 children. 

8. During the hours of darkness 48 people were killed, 
while 23 died during daylight hours. 

9. Excessive speed for existing conditions caused 
15 fatalities. 

10. There were 8 fatalities at signalized intersections, 
and 20 at intersections with no control, while 43 people 
were killed in accidents between intersections. 

11. December with 9 fatalities was the worst month, 
and Friday was the worst week day with 14 fatalities. 
Weekends again proved the worst period when 36 people 
died in motor vehicle mishaps. 

12. The downtown section of Boston had the highest 
total of fatalities where 21 people died. Charlestown 
had the greatest increase over the previous year where 
4 died in 1956 as against 1 in 1955. Dorchester, East 
Boston, Hyde Park, and South Boston all showed a de- 
crease in both fatal and injury accidents. West Roxbury, 
with 12, had more fatalities than in any other year. 

13. Vehicles registered in Boston were involved in 
46 fatal accidents, while 21 were Massachusetts registra- 
tions from outside the city of Boston, and 5 were out-of- 
state registrations. 

14. Ratio of injuries to deaths was 245 to 1, whereas 
the 1955 ratio was 279 to 1. 

15. There were 1,342 pedestrians injured in traffic 
accidents as compared to 1,453 in 1955. (Ratio of pedes- 
trian injuries to pedestrian fatalities is 25.8 to 1 for 1956.)

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BOSTON TRAINS ITS MOTOR VEHICLE 
OPERATORS 


(By THEODORE J. HOPPE, Director or Trarric 
SAFETY HDUCATION) 


This is the story of how the city government of 
Boston has saved human lives and spared human 
suffering — at the same time saving half a million 
dollars of the taxpayers’ money over the past five 
years. 

In 1951 Mayor John B. Hynes made men on-the-job— 
not department heads or private consultants, but 
men on-the-job—his chief advisors on the management 
of the City automotive equipment. At that time he 
established a safety program among the drivers of some 
1,000 city-owned vehicles, based on the practical 
opinions of studies made on the subject by men directly 
in charge of the equipment, which includes every type 
of unit in the automotive field. Not only did these men 
make their own personal suggestions, but used all the 
ideas and material so generously donated by cooperating 
agencies which include all our leading universities, 
all the major insurance companies and all the important 
trucking fleets. 

All too frequently, prior to 1950, driving truck for the 
City of Boston was a job for drifters and unschooled 
laborers. Today, because of an application of principles, 
which I will discuss, it has become a highly skilled 
profession attracting men of intelligence and industry. 
This outstanding ‘‘on-the-job” training program has 
rigid standards and requirements, which at first were 
met with grumbling and bad attitude. But today, 
among the drivers of the City of Boston’s fleet there is 
an unmatched ‘‘esprit de corps.” During the past 
five years the program has developed formal training 
and pre-testing. In other words, when a department 
head is required to raise the grade of any member of 
the personnel to Motor Equipment Operator-Laborer 
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or any other similar rating involving the driving of a 
motor vehicle, he turns the applicant over to the Director 
of Traffic Safety Education. 

Nine different tests are given to the applicant, all 
of which he must pass before a recommendation is 
made to the department head. Many of our personnel, 
it must be understood, would like to drive truck, but 
there is a lot more to it than just the fact that an in- 
dividual likes the job. He must have the benefits of 
up-to-date training and give proof that he can be 
expected to remain at peak efficiency. 

Twenty hours of classroom instruction are given and 
have been given to more than 1,000 who drive City of 
Boston owned vehicles. When the student has com- 
pleted all the classroom requirements, he then receives 
a certificate of accomplishment. This certificate is 
signed by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles, the Mayor 
of Boston and the Director of Traffic Safety Education. 
The program teaches just all there is to know about 
driving — driving attitudes, accident prevention and 
safe driving principles are forged. It does this in the 
practical way. Drivers maneuver heavy trucks through 
outdoor skill exercises. 

It now appears to many that this school easily serves 
as a model for other schools which are to be established 
in the City of Boston. 

Before he can drive a vehicle for the City of Boston, 
a driver is graded on his attitude, for expression of 
courtesy to the entire public, on his attitude toward 
alcohol, on his ability to react properly in an emergency 
and on a dozen other qualities. About 15 per cent of 
all applicants, either new men or those who previously 
held the job, fail to make the grade. The other 85 per 
cent, because of accident free driving, receive the benefits 
of incentive awards. As of today, some 1,000 students 
have completed the course. Five hundred have driven 
accident free during the past four years. 

As a result of this careful training through fleet 
supervision, the City of Boston has saved hundreds 
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of thousands of dollars in direct and indirect costs 
resulting from involvements in motor vehicle collisions. 
Specifically, five years ago it was not an uncommon 
thing to have the City fleet involved in upward of 550 
accidents each year. Today that figure does not exceed 
250 preventable accidents. 

A team of researchers for Registrar Rudolph F. 
King, the State Department of Public Works and the 
U. 5. Bureau of Public Roads have cooperated in the 
first survey ever undertaken in the U. 8. to determine 
direct costs of car accidents. Using some accidents in 
which our vehicles have been involved as source ma- 
terial for the study, they have determined the average 
cost of head-on collisions to be $770; rear end collisions 
to be $480; angle collisions $320; vehicle pedestrian 
collisions $576, and non-collision accidents $598. The 
average cost of these combined types of accidents, all 
of which are now being avoided by city drivers, equals 
$536. Hence, we arrive at our approximate total 
saving of one half million dollars. 

Let us approach this whole subject from another 
perspective. In 1956 Boston’s general traffic was in- 
volved in slightly less than 15,000 motor vehicle acci- 
dents of all types. Seventy-one of these resulted in 
death. Almost 1,500 were of the pedestrian type. 
Now, during this same time the city-owned fleet num- 
bering almost 1,000 units with an exposure of 9,000,000 
miles of travel was involved in only 355 of these, none 
of which were fatal and only two were pedestrian. 
With such an exposure, because of its many diversified 
operations being so highly hazardous, the City of 
Boston fleet ranks as one of the most safely driven in 
the entire country. 
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TRAFFIC COMMISSION VEHICLES 


The Commission’s fleet is comprised of 30 motor 
vehicles, 3 motorized line markers, and one carry-all 
trailer all of which are housed and maintained in the 
Commission’s garage. Following the policy of maximum 
efficiency with minimum operating costs a vigorous 
preventive maintenance program is maintained of all 
the department vehicles. New vehicles replaced dur- 
ing the year now are equipped with automatic trans- 
mission which in the long run reduces costs of repairs, 
and prevents serious interruptions and delays. During 
the year over 20,000 gallons of gasoline and 1,700 
quarts of lubricating oil was consumed by the fleet 
which traveled almost 200,000 miles in the daily oper- 
ations of the various divisions within the department.

VETERANS’ SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1956.

DEAR SIR: 

I have the honor to present the 1956 Annual Report 
of the Veterans’ Services Department. 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was es- 
tablished by Ordinances of 1954, chapter 2, section 66, 
and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, necessitated the 
earlier change in the name and structure of the depart- 
ment. 

The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 


1. The furnishing of Veterans’ Benefits to veterans 
and dependents who are in financial stress. Veterans, 
dependents, and the various wars and conflicts in- 
cluded in this program are defined in the General 
Laws. The term ‘Veterans’ Benefits’? includes 
financial assistance to help defray funeral expenses 
where insufficient resources for this purpose exist and 
the eligibility requirements of the law are met. The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts reimburses the City 
of Boston for monetary benefits granted to recipients. 
In those cases where there is a Boston settlement as 
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defined in General Laws, chapter 116 there is reim- 
bursement to the extent of 50 per cent of the financial 
grant and in those cases where there is entitlement 
as a “State” case the Commonwealth makes full 
reimbursement. 


2. The furnishing of information, advice and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employment, 
vocational or other educational opportunities, hos- 
pitalization, medical care, pensions and other veterans’ 
benefits. This service, by law, is provided without 
regard to the eligibility of the individuals concerned 
for financial benefits. At the same time it is utilized 
for rehabilitation purposes in coordination with our 
Veterans’ Benefits program and to procure Federal 
benefits where possible, thereby reducing the city’s 
burden of responsibility. 


In 1956 the department utilized four different loca- 
tions. At the main office, 18 Oliver street, the financial 
benefits were disbursed. At 14 State street the depart- 
ment furnished the service outlined in the second of our 
main functions. In space provided at the Boston City 
Hospital the department processed applications for 
payment of bills of beneficiaries who were patients in 
that hospital but were unable to make payment them- 
selves. Quarters are allotted by the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration in its building at 1 Beacon street for the purpose 
of processing compensation, pension and related claims 
in behalf of our beneficiaries. 

In 1956 the department was composed of six divi- 
sions, as follows: 

Administrative. 
General Services. 
Benefits. 
Settlement. 
Hospital. 
Rehabilitation.

Hach year new amendments to the Veterans’ Benefits 
Law are enacted, enlarging the number of beneficiaries 
of our program and increasing its scope. <A law enacted 
in 1954 provides a source of revenue for the department. 
Chapter 493 of the Acts of 1954 authorizes the depart- 
ment to place liens by way of assignment on certain 
claims of beneficiaries in instances wherein the occasion 
for applying to the department is an accident or illness 
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for which financial remuneration is provided, thereby 
enabling the department to recover for the benefits so 
eranted. Recovery on these assignments is increasing. 

The department exercises particular care each year 
to extend the monetary benefits provided by law to 
those who are entitled to them and who require them 
but to withhold benefits to those not entitled. Each 
application is investigated thoroughly. The depart- 
ment exerts special effort to locate employment for 
beneficiaries who are able to work and to procure other 
benefits for recipients, such as Federal compensation, 
pension or Social Security, so that the burden upon the 
City of Boston is reduced as much as possible. It is 
worth mentioning that in operating a division at the 
Boston City Hospital the department collects by way 
of reimbursement from the Commonwealth moneys 
that the city would not otherwise receive. 

I am proud to report that our relations with the 
office of the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts have been excellent. 
It is particularly important to maintain this relation- 
ship in order that the City of Boston may attain the 
greatest possible reimbursement from the Common- 
wealth. | 

The department received $748,085.21 in 1956. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

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The Welfare Department in Boston is admin- 
istered by an unpaid Board of twelve members, 
appointed by the Mayor for terms of three years 
and known as the Board of Overseers of the 
Public Welfare. The Board meets twice a 
month. It elects a paid secretary who acts as 
the executive agent of the Board. The depart- 
ment administers Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, Disability Assistance, and 
General Relief under the General Laws. 

The Temporary Home for Women and Chil- 
dren on Chardon Street and the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge on Hawkins Street are maintained and 
administered by the department. In addition 
to the expenditure of public funds for relief 
purposes, the Overseers are trustees of eighteen 
private trust funds. 


During the year 1956, the Toran EXPENDITURE of 
the Welfare Department was $34,676,212 which was 
$957,737 or 3 per cent more than the previous year. 
Boston’s share of this total was $9,347,446 or $431,461 
less than in the year 1955.

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For the year, there was a decrease in the cost of the 
General Relief Program amounting to $410,183. The 
cost of operating the Wayfarers’ Lodge was $945 less 
than in 1955. For the other programs and administra- 
tion, the increase in cost was $1,368,865. 


In an examination of relief activities, the case load 
is always a very important factor for consideration. 
This year the net case load fell 883 cases or 3 per cent. 

The following tables give comparisons of the average 
monthly case load and the distribution of payments by 
categories for 1955 and 1956. 

In reading these figures, it should be kept in mind 
that Old Age Assistance and Disability Assistance are 
grants to individuals whereas Aid to Dependent Children 
is a family grant. The average size of the Aid to 
Dependent Children families is 3.2 persons. 
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During the year 1956, there were several changes in 
the law which greatly affected the work of the De- 
partment. 


The Old Age Assistance eligibility was extended to 
aliens with twenty years’ residence in Massachusetts. 
This law was in operation for only two months in 
1956 but during that time 650 recipients — Disability 
Assistance (450) and General Relief (200)— were 
transferred to Old Age Assistance. ‘Transfers of this 
type are advantageous to both the recipient of aid and 
the department. The individual is benefited as he 
receives a larger grant and at the same time the net 
cost to the city is less because of Federal Government 
and Commonwealth reimbursements. 


Massachusetts law requires adjustments in grants 
to recipients whenever the cost of living rises or falls 
5 per cent. Under this law, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare issued a directive for an upward 
revision of grants effective July 1, 1956. Prior to this 
date the adjustment to the standard budget was 14.2 
per cent; the directive raised the adjustment figure 
to 20 per cent. This increase was applicable only to 
basic budget items and did not apply to recipients 
in nursing homes or institutions, nor did it affect 
General Relief recipients. This factor, therefore, did 
not produce a corresponding 5.8 per cent increase in 
total welfare expenditures. 

Other added costs were occasioned by the increase 
in rent schedules of the Boston Housing Authority and 
rate increases in certain hospitals. 

These changes obviously made necessary a great deal 
of refiguring of budgets so that administrative work 
was increased. 
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The cost for medical care during 1956 amounted to 
$8,274,749 or almost $450,000 more than for the previ- 
ous year. The greatest dollar increase over 1955 medi- 
cal expenditures was for nursing home and institutional 
care. On a percentage basis, dental and out-patient 
care rose more than 25 per cent. Costs for other types 
of services increased in varying amounts with the excep- 
tion of physicians’ fees which showed a decrease of 
almost $47,000 as compared to 1955. 

The fact that there were numerous transfers of Gen- 
eral Relief cases to Old Age Assistance had a direct 
effect upon medical costs. Acute hospitalization, out- 
patient treatment, dental care, were provided to recipi- 
ents of General Relief without charge to the department 
by Boston City Hospital. Upon transfer to any other 
category of public assistance, even though services are 
rendered by the Boston City Hospital, payment for 
this care is made by the department in accordance with 
an approved schedule.

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An analysis of the increased expenditures in relation 
to direct and medical grants shows that the costs in Old 
Age Assistance were almost evenly divided between the 
two types of payment. However, the Aid to Dependent 
Children and Disability Assistance categories show 82 
per cent of the increase in direct payments. ‘This is 
attributable, for the most part, to the cost of living 
adjustment effective on July 1, 1956. 


THE TEMPORARY HOME FoR WOMEN AND CHILDREN 


Admissions to the Temporary Home have been in- 
creasing since 1953. During 1956 there was a total of 
1,164 admissions to the Temporary Home. A total of 
43,285 meals were served and average daily population 
was thirty-nine.

More than 33 per cent of the referrals were from courts 
and police directly, and all were in need of guidance, 
sympathy and understanding. 

Of the persons discharged, 66 per cent were returned 
to their own homes or relatives, thereby preserving the 
family unity. Most of the admissions are for a short 
period and discharge is possible in a few days. How- 
ever, certain family groups and individuals must remain 
for observation, further treatment and planning in 
order that they may better adjust in the community. 
An analysis of our referrals and discharges indicates 
that the services rendered are a very vital protective 
factor in the community. 

Our Christmas program continues to expand with 
community help. Fifty-two families with 231 children 
benefited by our referrals. 

Fifty children were referred for summer camp through 
Salvation Army and Mr. Irving Green, a former member 
of the Board of Overseers, provided for 15 boys at 
Kiddie Camp. 
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CATEGORIES OF ADMISSIONS 


1 Famity GROUPS 


These are divided into three sub-divisions: 


A — Homeless — due to non-payment of rent; 
lack of sufficient income; poor housing facilities, 
many of them condemned and families advised to 
leave for safety. 


B— Domestic Relations — This category is con- 
stantly increasing with continual referrals from the 
courts and private agencies. We are extremely care- 
ful about this group because our goal is to preserve 
the home whenever possible. It is often necessary 
to provide emergency shelter for the protection of 
the children as the mother is too distraught to 
manage them. We send for the husband immediately 
and frequently this refuge without pressure helps to 
prevent a family break-up. Many of these people 
will not consider a private referral but we appeal to 
clergy and key workers best equipped to handle the 
problem. 


C — Neglect — This includes cases where the 
mother is arrested and the children are brought to 
the home as they are without parental guidance. 
The mother is often referred to the home by the 
judge for help with adequate housing and supportive 
agency counseling, with a probationary period of 
supervision. 


2 UNATTACHED CHILDREN 


These are all emergency admissions and if a parent 
will be available within a few days, we do not believe 
children should be exposed to an additional placement 
if they are adjusting to the Home. This program is 
well coordinated with our own Department Placement 
Service. 


3 TRANSIENT ADOLESCENTS — 14 to 21 years 


This is always a variable category. When courts are 
faced with these girls who do not adjust at home or can- 
not be placed in a foster home, it requires time to work 
out a plan while the court is investigating conditions. 
This year we had several teen-age girls with babies in 
the Home, some of them married and separated. These 
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require social planning as financial assistance alone is 
not the answer. 3 


4 UNATTACHED WOMEN 


The percentage of employable women is very small 
because of alcoholism, personality defects and long 
incarceration. We have many requests for excellent 
positions and are unable to supply the demand. When- 
ever possible we place these women in semi-supervised 
employment such as hospitals and institutions. There 
are no resources for such women who need continued 
supervision and are unable to adjust in the community. 
A great majority of our women were elderly and in 
need of medical care. Many must remain in the Home 
for a period while they are treating at the Out-Patient 
Department of a hospital.

The role of the Wayfarers’ Lodge in the community 
and the continued operation of the Woodyard were 
matters considered by the Board. A _ representative 
of the Board held a conference with four agencies 
giving service to single men not a part of a family 
group, in the hope that the Department might evolve . 
a better program for those who have no continuing 
place of residence. The experience of the Society of 
St. Vincent de Paul was especially helpful. It was 
agreed that the chronic alcoholic who cannot, even with 
relief, sustain a fixed place of residence, was the most 
difficult problem. Many of them have'reached a stage 
where they want to avoid social work help rather than 
use it. It was felt that the focus of attention should 
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be on expert “‘sifting’’ or social analysis to determine 
who can use help. 

It was agreed that the Woodyard connected with 
the Wayfarers’ Lodge was an antiquated institution 
which should be given up. 

The Board investigated community resources for 
lodging homeless men and is still considering whether 
it would be better to give up the Lodge and pay for 
lodgings temporarily or whether there is need for such 
an institution under public auspices. Comparison of 
the Lodge with other places of a similar nature showed 
the Lodge to be cleaner with better facilities for personal 
cleanliness and with more social service available. 


DEPARTMENT NOTES 


The Committee on Districts, in cooperation with the 
staff, has under consideration changes in intake in- 
volving a new application process with improved forms. 


Attention was focused on ways of relieving case 
workers from undue clerical work and a study was 
made in one district by a business management engineer- 
ing firm. The report recommended the transfer to the 
Business Division of medical billing after prior authoriza- 
tion by the social worker. This study supported the 
social workers’ statements of the time consumed in 
clerical work. 

Our Medical Social Work Supervisor visited the 
Westchester County Welfare Department and spent 
three days studying the medical billing system, the 
role of the medical consultant and the nursing home 
program. In-service training was also discussed. Our 
Department is very grateful to Westchester County 
and to the State of New York which sent a member 
of its staff to help carry out an observation program, 
carefully planned and executed by the Westchester 
County Staff. Many helpful ideas were gained and 
our Medical Social Work Supervisor in reporting made 
recommendations for far-reaching changes in our work. 
‘These plans are under consideration and action will be 
taken as soon as methods can be thought through. 

A Study of Bank Inquiries processed in the first 
quarter of 1956 showed that of 1,236 inquiries cleared, 
only 51 bank accounts were reported. Of these only 
10 had resources in excess of the statutory limitation. 
Of these, three were joint accounts with non-recipients; 
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incompetence of the recipient and a language difficulty 
were thought to be the cause of misstatement in one 
case; in another the bank account was opened as the 
result of settlement of an accident case after application. 
Total reimbursements for grants received were made in 
all ten cases. In one there is an unpaid balance of 
$11.70 on a $36.70 grant. The amounts reported were 
largest in Old Age Assistance, in one case $25,476. 
Assistance was terminated in certain cases until the 
amount in excess was used. The money received from 
reimbursements, plus the amount saved by discontinu- 
ance of aid was substantial and showed that the bank 
inquiry is a valid procedure. It was recommended 
that the workers at application take more responsibility 
in interpreting the statutory limitation. This also 
points up the need for good informational pamphlets 
simply written but making clear the rights and re- 
sponsibilities of applicants. 

The Referral Section reported an increase in the use of 
the section. A three months’ report showed an average 
of 517 personal contacts of which one third were office 
and two thirds telephone interviews. In addition to 
this service, 463 clearances and referrals for Christmas 
and Thanksgiving baskets were processed and 300 
emergency grants were authorized. 

A ten per cent sample review of the characteristics of 
family make-up in Aid to Dependent Children revealed 
1,187 children were in these families. ‘Ten per cent 
were 16 years or over; 75 per cent were under 13 years, 
one-third of these under six years. There were rela- 
tively few large families — only 5 per cent had six or 
more children. Almost all of the children were with 
their own mothers. 

Widows represented only 9 per cent of the sample; 
incapacitated fathers 11.7 per cent; incarcerated fathers 
4 per cent; desertion 15 per cent; divorce and separation 
29 per cent; unmarried mothers 23 per cent. 

These are very significant findings which indicate the . 
need for a comprehensive study of the Aid to Dependent 
Children program. The very large percentage of broken 
homes suggests, in the light of research in juvenile 
delinquency, the need for special services from our 
workers in these disturbed homes. It is a sobering 
thought that the assistance sources have the opportunity 
to help thousands of children in our city, in homes and 
in areas which are known to be potential breeders of 
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social maladjustment. Of all the areas of preventive 
social work, surely the Aid to Dependent Children pro- 
gram is the greatest and the responsibility of the De- 
partment for service to these families should be a matter 
of serious concern. 


The Trust Funds in the custody of the Overseers of the 
Public Welfare helped 95 cases with grants ranging 
from $5 to $120 a month. In all $13,957 was expended. 
These grants were for special needs not covered by 
relief grants. 


The audit of the Trust Funds proved complicated as 
the bequests date back to 1701 and some of them were 
given in pounds and pence. We now have an accurate 
accounting of every cent spent, clarity as to the pur- 
poses of each bequest, and an analysis giving purpose 
limitation and money available in principal and income 
for each fund. The Board has voted to have an audit 
of the funds annually so that there will never again be 
need for such extensive research. 


The Special Fund which comes to the Department 
from the Mayor’s Field Day was most useful in emer- 
gencies and in situations that did not come within the 
scope of the Trust Funds. 


A meeting with sixty operatives of nursing homes gave 
opportunity for the discussion of mutual problems. 
Medical care and the responsibility of the nursing homes 
for handling the accounts of senile patients were of 
especial interest. 


The changes in the Social Security Law which extended 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance Benefits to women 
62 years old who have employment coverage; to wives 
between age 62 and 65 whose husbands are receiving 
benefits; and to widows at 62 whose husbands were 
insured has helped a group who previously required 
General Relief when in need. 


An analysis made for the month of February from 
1952 to 1955 showed a constant rise in the number of 
Old Age Assistance cases in which the grant supple- 
mented Old Age Survivors Insurance Benefits. These 
rose from 450 in 1952 to 5,725 in 1955 or from 22.3 per 
cent of the Old Age Assistance case load to 32.1 per cent. 

Less than 5 per cent of the Aid to Dependent Children 
case load was in receipt of both A.D.C. and O.A.S.1. 
The small number of widows receiving Aid to Depend- 
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ent Children is another indication that Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance is meeting the needs of families 
deprived by death of the breadwinner with increasing 
effectiveness. 


The In-Service Training Program has been a source 
of great strength to the Department and has demon- 
strated that our workers are eager for improving their 
skill through study. During the year, six workers 
were given full-time educational leave and 23 part 
time leaves were granted. The part-time leaves were 
largely for one or two courses — the equivalent of an 
afternoon a week. Four workers who had been granted 
full-time leave acquired their M.S. degrees; one com- 
pleted all of the work except the thesis; and one will 
receive her degree in June, 1957. 


Four Institutes were given under the direction of 
the In-Service Training Supervisor—one for new 
supervisors; one for Intake Workers; one for workers 
in our medical sections; and one on budgeting. 


The Massachusetts General Hospital continued its 
very helpful series of group discussions with our workers 
in the hospital neighborhood. 


The Hood Foundation Grant given for our workers 
through the Simmons College School of Social Work 
provided again this year many valuable learning 
experiences. The content of all the meetings was 
prepared with the help of our staff, evaluation of the 
preceding year and consultation with community edu- 
cational leaders. This year the focus was on mental 
health. The Harvard School of Public Health again 
cooperated as did the Children’s Hospital. Other 
sessions were held at the Walter EK. Fernald School and 
the Boston Psychopathic Hospital. 


Later, at the workers’ request, a course on growth 
and behavior was organized on the same line as the 
basic course given in Schools of Social Work for first 
year students. Leadership was shared by a psychiatrist — 
on the staff of the Veterans’ Administration and a 
pediatrician from the Harvard School of Public Health. 

We were also able to provide a course in Supervision. 

The response of the workers to all the sessions made 
possible by the generosity of the Hood Foundation has 
demonstrated both the need and the reward of constant 
in-service training opportunities for workers on the job.

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ORDINANCES OF 1957, CHAPTER 1. 


RELATIVE TO THE ISSUANCE OF LICENSES 
FOR CERTAIN SPORTS AND GAMES ON THE 
LORD'S DAY, AND TO THE FEE THEREFOR. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-seven 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter 41 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 25 and 
inserting in place thereof the following section: — Sec- 
tion 25. Whenever a license is granted under section 22 
of chapter 136 of the General Laws and the applicant 
therefor has filed with the city clerk a policy, binder 
or certificate satisfactory in form to the corporation 
counsel and evidencing the maintenance of insurance 
insuring the applicant to the extent of not less than 
fifty thousand dollars for any one person and to the 
extent of not less than five hundred thousand dollars 
for any one accident, against legal liability for loss or 
damage on account of the injury or death of any person 
(other than a servant or agent of the applicant while 
covered by workmen’s compensation insurance) while 
on or about the licensed premises or any street, way or 
sidewalk adjacent thereto, the city clerk shall issue 
the license, which shall be upon the condition pre- 
seribed by section 21 of chapter 3 of these ordinances 
and upon the further condition that the licensee — 
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bo 


(1) shall maintain such insurance in full force 
and effect during the term of the license; 


(2) shall charge no more for admission to the 
licensed premises on the Lord’s day, or for any seat 
anywhere therein on the Lord’s day, than on a week 


day; 


(3) shall neither permit any temporary seats or 
other obstruction of any kind or nature in any aisle, 
stairway or passageway of any grandstand, bleach- 
ers, or other structure on the licensed premises, nor 
allow any persons thereon or therein to remain in 
any aisle, stairway or passageway during the playing 
of any sport or game on said premises; 


(4) shall permit any police officers detailed by 
the police department to enter and inspect said 
premises at all times and shall employ to preserve 
order on said premises such regular police officers 
as may be designated therefor by the police com- 
missioner or the commanding officer of the division, 
and shall pay to the police commissioner for the 
services of such regular police officers such amount 
as shall be fixed by him; and 


(5) shall permit to enter and be about said 
premises at all times such members of the fire depart- 
ment as shall be detailed by the fire commissioner 
to guard against fire, and shall allow such members of 
the fire department in case of fire on said premises 
to exercise exclusive control and direction of all 
employees and of all means and apparatus for the 
extinguishing of fire therein. 


Section 2. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as appearing in section 2 of chapter 7 
of the Ordinances of 1956, is hereby amended by striking 
out clause (301) and inserting in place thereof the 
following clause :— 


(301) Sunday Sports License. The fee for a license 
granted by the city council with the approval of the 
mayor under section 22 of chapter 136 of the General 
Laws to conduct on Sunday at a designated playground, 
park or other place an outdoor athletic sport or game 
or an indoor hockey or basketball game shall be, for 
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each Sunday for which such license is granted, a 
primary fee of $10.00 and, if the licensee or a pre- 
decessor of the licensee has during a previous season 
conducted such sport or game in this city on a Sunday, 
an additional fee of $5.00 for each thousand of the 
average Sunday paid attendance during the last 
previous season when such sport or game was so 
conducted. y

money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, and the 
same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for the 
objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 


Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, 
be met by the income of said works and any excess over income from 
taxes; that the appropriation for the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met by 
the income from tolls and any excess over income from taxes, in accordance 
with the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as 
amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; that appropriations for the 
maintenance and operation of parking meters and the regulation of 
parking and other traffic activities incident thereto, be met by the income 
from parking meter fees; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of business 
on December 31, 1956, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed 
to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special ap- 
pepastion,; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 1957; 

y taxes on the polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the proceeds 
of any duly authorized loans. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several 
contributors thereof. 


Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1957, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth, shall be due and payable on July 1, 1957. Interest shall 
be charged at the rate of 4 per cent per annum and computed from 
October 1, 1957, on all real estate and personal property taxes remaining 
unpaid after November 1, 1957, and assessed and payable in the year 
1957, before said November 1, 1957, until such taxes are paid. All interest 
Which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be part 
of such taxes.

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ORDINANCES OF 1957, CHAPTER 2. 


CREATING IN THE CITY AN AUDITORIUM 
COMMISSION AND DEFINING ITS POWERS 
AND DUTIES. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-seven 


Be wt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are hereby amended 
by inserting after chapter 6 the following new chapter: 


CHAPTER 6A. 


AUDITORIUM COMMISSION. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a board 
known as the Auditorium Commission, consisting of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who 
shall be residents of the City of Boston, appointed 
by the mayor as follows:—one from three candidates 
nominated by the City of Boston Hotel Association, 
one from three candidates nominated by the Boston - 
Real Estate Board, one from three candidates nominated 
by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and 
two selected at large by the mayor. The auditorium 
commissioners first appointed shall serve, in the case 
of the commissioner appointed upon nomination of the 
City of Boston Hotel Association, for a term expiring 
five years, in the case of the commissioner appointed 
upon nomination of the Boston Real Estate Board, for 
a term expiring four years, in the case of the com- 
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missioner appointed upon nomination of the Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, for a term expiring 
three years, in the case of one of the commissioners 
selected at large by the mayor, for a term expiring two 
years, and in the case of the other of the commissioners 
selected at large by the mayor, for a term expiring one 
year, from May 1, 1957. As the term of any such 
commissioner, or of any subsequent auditorium com- 
missioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed in 
like manner as such commissioner for a term of five 
years. Vacancies in the board shall be filled in the same 
manner for the unexpired term. Auditorium com- 
missioners shall serve without compensation, but shall 
be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary 
expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. 


SECTION 2. The auditorium commission shall con- 
struct, or cause to be constructed, the municipal audi- 
torium authorized by chapter 164 of the acts of 1954, 
with an exhibition hall, assembly hall and accessory 
rooms suitable for exhibitions, conventions and other 
shows and gatherings in the city; shall contract for the 
care and management thereof after its completion; 
and for such purposes may, subject to the approval of 
the mayor, make such contracts and employ such 
experts, assistants and employees as they may think 
necessary or expedient.

As it appeared prior to ig27 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, villi, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘First Revision,’’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Patrisus Sir Devs Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonia ConpirTa, A.D. 1630. CrviTaTis 
ReEeImMInE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


Tue Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.”’ To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.”” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘ Court” held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.”’ 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, ec. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1680-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 138, 1640, 


* Old Style. 
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when ‘‘Mount Woollaston” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.”’ This © 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of tue Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
imecorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
py St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

INTRODUCTION 


As a public document THe Monicipat REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- | 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THz MunicipaL REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MuniIcIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

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CURRENTLY OPERATIVE PROVISIONS 
OF 
CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 
INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


“City”, the city of Boston. 


“Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


“Regular municipal election’’, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


“Preliminary election”’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


“Proportional representation’’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 


“Present form of city government”, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 


None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Sect. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for a period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Sect. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Puan A. GOVERNMENT By Mayor, City CounciL, AND ScHoot Com- 
MITTEE, ELECTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS. 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


Secr. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shal) 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shal] devolve shall be called 
“acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Sect. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Sect. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resigns or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Sect. 13A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 

Secr. 14, At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from any 
cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof ; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municipal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 

Sect. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly incurred 
by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Sect. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shall preside at 
the meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its 
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proceedings. ‘The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 

Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. — 

Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
city council. 

Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 

Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 

Sect. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 


Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city councillor 
elect. 


Sect. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of schoo] committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy 
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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of schoo] committeeman. 


Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NoMINATION AND ELECTION Provisions UNDER PLAN A AND 
Puan D. 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term “regular 
election”’ shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term ‘‘pre- 
liminary election” to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Sect. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday, 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form:—

Sect. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
‘‘Present’’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or “‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)”’, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows: — city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the Genera] Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word “‘Veteran”’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him. 

A nomination petition may consist of one or more sheets; but each sheet 
shall be in substantially the following form:—

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 

The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 

The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 

Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition. All nomination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number required by said 
section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The election commission shall complete 
the certification required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the preliminary election. 
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Secr. 57A. A nomination petition which has been filed and is in ap- 
parent conformity with law shall be valid unless written objection thereto 
is made by a registered voter of the city. Such objection shall be filed 
with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on 
the twenty-eighth day preceding the preliminary election. Objections filed 
with the election commission shall forthwith be transmitted by it to the 
Boston ballot law commission. Certification pursuant to section fifty- 
seven shall not preclude a voter from filing objections to the validity of 
@ nomination petition. 

Sect. 57B. Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination or is found to be ineligible or dies, the vacancy may be filled 
by a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof, if such 
committee be named and so authorized in the nomination petition; pro- 
vided, however, that all certificates of substitution, except any certificate 
of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor under Plan A, shall be 
filed with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon 
on the twenty-seventh day preceding the preliminary election. 

The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election, 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 

If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre- 
viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
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and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the aternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and 
the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not previously 
printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the substi- 
tute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and, 
if previously printed, shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not !ess than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 

Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (8) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 

Secr. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shal] 
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post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posed shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the purpose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
so posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 

Sect. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petiton concerning the elective 
public offices held by him. Said ballots shall be official and no others 
shall be used at the preliminary election. Said ballots shall be headed as 
follows:

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 

Sect. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the 
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office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words “‘voTs For (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’’ The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 

Sect. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 

Sect. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan Aor D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of schoo] committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 

Sect. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 

Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 

Sect. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office 

Sect. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at 
both of said elections, there shall be printed directions to the voters that 
each voter shall not vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section.

Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary: The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 

Sect. 3A.f In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply.any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

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Sect. 5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes:—(a) to create a new department or agency; (6b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose on any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head.

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. . . . 


It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto.

THE EXEcuTIvE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

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Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Sect. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the 
contrary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized 
to make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal 
year, at the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or delivery

THe FINANCE CommMISSION. 

Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. ‘The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance conmission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

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Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Srect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
fifty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The com- 
mission shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its 
appropriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, or- 
dinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel.

Sect. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 


Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding origina] 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston 
issued under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction 
of tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, 
and said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 


Secr. 27. Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list’ of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term ‘‘compilation date,” 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 

Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in theboard of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the ‘“‘City 
Record.” All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shal] appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 

Sect. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board 
or official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Secr. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing, and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 2 new activities — the receipt and 
processing of general complaints and the establishment of an office machine 
repair unit. It is under the charge of a board known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative Services as 
chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Personnel, the 
Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, and the 
Assessor of Taxes, ex officiis. It is the duty of this board, and more 
especially of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under the 
Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, 
activities, policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, and officers 
so that the administration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 

The regular activities of the department are divided into six divisions — 
administrative, budget, personnel, purchasing, complaints and office ma- 
chine servicing. The Director, in addition to his regular duties, as set forth 
above, directs the operations and procedures of the Complaints Division 
and the Office Machine Repair Unit. The Supervisor of Budgets is the 
budget officer of the city and county and under the direction of the Mayor 
and in consultation with the Director is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as all subsequent 
revisions of the items in any budget. The Supervisor of Personnel is in 
charge of all personnel records as well as the administration of all com- 
pensation plans established for city and county employees. He makes a 
continuing study of personnel problems, employment conditions, and 
economic changes affecting all departments and recommends to the Mayor 
and department officials programs and administrative policies designed 
to improve and co-ordinate the handling of personnel matters. The 
Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials or

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supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of the 
printing plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the city and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. 

The department also contains a board of five commissioners known as 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission shall not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. 
Each year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects 
and the Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the 
Mayor; and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from 
the list so submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a 
member of the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor 
from a list selected by the body which made the original selection, as 
aforesaid. 


* The Commissioners serve without compensation. 
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No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the Art 
Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all con- 
tracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, bust, 
bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said Commission, 
acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the City were 
placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Assessing Department is under the charge of an officer, known as 
the Assessor of Taxes, who shall exclusively for the assessing department 
and the boards therein have the powers, and perform the duties, conferred 
or imposed by law on the board of assessors in existence immediately 
prior to June 30, 1954, with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspension, 
discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. The 
assessor of taxes shall also have the powers and perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by statute on said board of assessors in relation to 
poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers

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and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on asses- 
sors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston in 
relation to poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. 

The Board of Assessors consists of the assessor of taxes, ex officio, 
who shall be chairman of the board, and two other officers, known as 
Associate Assessors of Taxes. Except as otherwise provided in the fore- 
going and following paragraphs, the board of assessors shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of assessors in existence immediately prior to June 30, 1954, and 
except as so provided, the board of assessors shall also have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on asses- 
sors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston, 
The board of assessors shall not be subject to the supervision or control 
of the assessor of taxes except as he acts as chairman of said board; but 
unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, said board shall not communicate 
with the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except through the 
assessor of taxes. 

The Board of Review consists of three members appointed by the 
mayor, one of whom shall from time to time be designated by the mayor 
as chairman of said board. The board of review shall have the powers 
and perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board of 
assessors Jn existence immediately prior to June 30, 1954, with respect to 
the abatement of taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by 
general laws applicable to Boston with respect to abatement of taxes 
other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. The board of review 
shal] not be subject to the supervision or control of the assessor of taxes; 
but, unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, said board shall not com- 
municate with the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the assessor of taxes.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824. 
Under provisions of Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1941, the office of City 
Auditor was placed under Civil Service on November 2, 1943, by a refere 
endum vote of 60,139 to 12,409. 
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The office of Deputy City Auditor was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 

Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were pub- 
lished by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 
1867, the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 

The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, a member of the Boston 
Retirement Board and a member of the Administrative Services Board.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 

The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
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building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located, 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 

The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master and journeyman plumbers; establishes the qualifica- 
tions of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 148 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 

The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 

The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 

On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 

By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, the Public Safety 
Commission and the Committee on Licenses were included in the Build- 
ing Department, but none of said Boards, Commission or Committee is 
subject to the supervision or control of the Building Commissioner, but 
unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor none of said Boards, Commission 
or Committee shall communicate with the Mayor or make any annual or 
other report, except through the Building Commissioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Association; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by the Associated 
General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity; 
and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of office is five years- 
Each member is paid $25 per diem for actual service, but not more than 
$3,500 in any one year for the aggregate services rendered by him under 
building code and zoning law. 

Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused in re building law or in re zoning law may 
appeal therefrom within ninety days, and a person who has been ordered 
to incur expense may within thirty days after receiving such order (or 
in the case of its being a hazardous condition in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner within a shorter period as the Building Commissioner 
designates) appeal to the Board of Appeal by giving notice in writing to 


the Commissioner. All cases of appeal are settled by the Board after a 
hearing, and a decision rendered on same open for public inspection.

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The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the ‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth’’. 

The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 

It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved. Under 
the terms of the Act, an ‘‘Exterior Architectural Feature’’ is the ‘‘archi- 
tectural style and general arrangement of such portion of the exterior of a 
structure as is designed to be open to view from a public way, including 
kind, color and texture of the building materials of such portion and type 
of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion”’. 

The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows: 
— one from two candidates nominated by the Beacon Hill Civic Associ- 
~ ation, Inc., one from two candidates nominated by the Boston Real Estate 
Board, one from two candidates nominated by The Boston Society of 
Architects, one from two candidates nominated by the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, and one member selected at 
large by the Mayor. As the term of any member expires his successor 
shall be appointed by the Mayor for a term of five years. The members 
shall serve without compensation.

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 
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In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘‘The City Planning Board”’ consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 

In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation. 

In August 1952 an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council concerning the organization and enlargement of the powers 
and duties of the City Planning Board. 

The membership of the Board shall be made up as formerly with the 
exception that the engineer shall be a registered professional engineer, and 
members shall serve for terms of six years without compensation, but 
shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses in- 


curred in the performance of their duties. _ 
The Board shall make, and from time to time add to or amend, a master 


plan for the improvement and development of the city. 

Referral of capital improvements to the City Planning Board for report 
is mandatory. 

In addition all departments shall submit to the City Planning Board on 
or before October Ist in each year a list of all capital improvements pro- 
posed to be made in carrying on the work of such departments in the six 
succeeding years. The City Planning Board shall forthwith prepare a 
capital improvement program and shall, not later than the second Monday 
of the succeeding January, submit such program with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto to the Mayor. 

Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 28 placed the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment in the City Planning Department but not under the super- 
vision or control of the City Planning Board.

The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 

Hither upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiIviL DeEFENSE. There is hereby 
established a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘depart- 
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ment”). It shall be the function of the department to have charge of 
civil defense as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to 
perform civil defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter 
or by any and all executive orders or general regulations promulgated 
thereunder, and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor 
under said Chapter 639. 


Sect. 2. Drrecror or Civit Derensz. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
director”), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, with- 
in the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
mecessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 
1950. The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, 
equipment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan 
for purposes of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any 
agency or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to 
the terms of the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency 
making the offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept 
of all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 


Sect. 3. Crvin Derense Apvisory Councit. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director 
of civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons 
as the authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such 
member of said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall 
serve as chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the 
direction and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil 
defense. 


Sect. 4. Porice Amp To OTHER CITIES AND Towns IN EVENT OF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 


Sect..5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and 
any act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 


Sect. 6. Derrrinirion. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, 
as now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or 
continuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and 
one a housewife.

The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 

The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
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or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the Schoo] Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federa] agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. . 
The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, Central Book Stock, School Issue Section, 
at 400 Shawmut avenue, twenty-eight Branch Libraries, one Hospital 
Library Service at Boston City Hospital, and three Bookmobiles. In 
addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the 
Boston Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch,

GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES. 


The general administrative work of the Library is centered in the 
Director’s Office. It is responsible for the general administration of the 
entire library system as a whole. It cares further for all activities that 
are not handled directly by the Division of Home Reading and Community 
Services, the Division of Reference and Research Services, or the Division 
of Business Operations. 

There is also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of such 
subsidiary offices as the Personnel Office, the Information Office, the 
Office of Records, Files, Statistics, the Exhibits Office, and the general 
publishing activities of the library. 


THE DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES. 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles. The purely library activities 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles are therefore considered as 
a unit which is designated as the Division of Home Reading and Com. 
munity Services. Within this division there are closed departments and 
public departments. The main grouping of the public departments is that 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles, and the Audio-Visual 
Department, Central Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Depart- 
ment in the Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the 
Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles is the Work with Adults, the Work 
with Young Adults, and the Work with Children.

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 

In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Main Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the 
Puvis de Chavannes, Sargent, and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library 
Building afford opportunities for emphasizing the Library’s valuable 
resources. Storytelling in the Children’s Section, Open Shelf Department, 
and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers is a part of the 
Library’s program of work with children. Four publications are dis- 
tributed free throughout the system: Books Current, Spotlight on Books 
for Young Adults, and Books on Parade, each issued four times a year, and 
B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year. For The Boston Public Library 
Quarterly, issued in January, April, July and October, there is a subscrip- 
tion fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a single copy.

The Public Works Department was established on February 1, 1911, 
when the Street, Water, and Engineering Departments were combined 
under a single executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works. Under 
the City Ordinances the Commissioner has authority to create such di- 
visions of the department as he considers necessary. The department 
as at present organized is composed of the Bridge, Highway, Auto- 
motive, Sewer, Sanitary, Survey, and Water Divisions, each in charge of a 
Division Engineer or Chief Engineer. 

The Commissioner of Public Works must be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession. He is in charge of the construction and 
maintenance of all streets, sidewalks, and sewers; granting of permits to 
open, occupy, obstruct, and use portions of the streets and sidewalks; 
planting and removal of trees in public ways; street lighting, both gas and 
electric; installation, maintenance, and operation of all fixtures and appli- 
ances held by the City for its water supply; cleaning and flushing of streets, 
as well as snow removal from streets; collection and removal of ashes | 
garbage, and refuse; installation and maintenance of street signs; con- 
struction, maintenance, and operation of City-owned bridges used as

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highways; and maintenance and operation of the Sumner Vehicular 
Tunnel under Boston Harbor connecting the City Proper with East Boston 
and points to the North. 


Automotive Division.

James H. Stewart, Chief Automotive Engineer. 

The Division Engineer is responsible for the care, control and mainte- 
nance of all department-owned motor vehicles, and for the operation and 
maintenance of five garages and related facilities, together with a Mobile 
Patrol, organized for the protection of department property in all sections 
of the city, and a motor pool of passenger cars. 

The department’s fleet of 493 units of automotive equipment, under the 
supervision of this division, consists of 83 sedans and other vehicles used - 
for transportation purposes, and 281 trucks of various sizes, including 36 
snowfighters, 11 compressors, 4 catchbasin cleaners, 43 pick-up trucks, 
131 dump trucks, 6 wreckers, 6 flushers, 4 derrick trucks, 27 emergency, 
and 13 miscellaneous trucks. There are 26 street sweepers, 12 gasoline 
road rollers, 7 snow and bucket loaders, 21 front bucket loaders, and other 
miscellaneous equipment; 450 of these units are registered under the motor 
vehicle law of the Commonwealth. 


Bridge Division.

The Bridge Division was established June 2, 1954, under Section 33 of 
Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

The Division Engineer has charge of the design, construction, operation, 
and maintenance of the greater number of highway bridges within the 
limits of the City, the abolishment of grade crossings, the maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Tunnel, and also has charge of special engineering 
work for other City departments. During the year 1956, 12,736,726 
motor vehicles passed through the Sumner Tunnel.

The Highway Division was established June 2, 1954, under Section 33 
of Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

The Division Engineer has charge of the construction and maintenance 
of all public streets, including snow removal, the issuing of permits to open, 
occupy and obstruct portions of streets, the care and upkeep of electric 
and gas lamps on public streets, alleys, parks, and public grounds, and the 
placing of all street signs. 
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On December 31, 1956, this division had under its jurisdiction 747.09 
miles of public streets throughout the City, and the number of street lamps 
in use on this date comprised 23,204 electric and 2,414 gas, making a total 
of 25,618 lamps. 


Sanitary Division.

The Division Engineer has charge of the contract collection, removal 
and disposal of ashes, garbage and refuse, and street cleaning and flushing 
by City forces. 

While the department is not required to remove so-called commercial 
refuse from shops, stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted 
to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed under the authority of the City Ordinances. A charge of 20 
cents a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established. 
The producers of the refuse make payment direct to the contractors in 
the various districts for this service. 


Sewer Division.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works. 

Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are levied by the 
Public Improvement Commission, which also awards damages for land 
takings made for sewer construction. The assessment upon estates for 
a new sewer is limited to $6 per linear foot, and it is a lien upon the prop- 
erty. An Act of the Legislature prohibits the assessment of the cost of 
surface drains. 

In the calendar year 1956, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 5.00 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 167 catch 
basins, making on January 1, 1957, a total of 1,822.23 miles of common 
and intercepting sewers and 24,522 catch basins in charge of the Sewer 
Division. 

The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Dorchester. 

The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 


takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 
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Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 


just south of Deer Island. 
Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 


part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

The Survey Division was established May 1, 1954, under Chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1954, Section 56, which amended Section 33 of Chapter 
27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

This division performs certain engineering services for the divisions 
of the Public Works Department and other City departments. It also 
performs administrative and engineering services required by the Public 
Improvement Commission for its operation. 

The principal engineering functions include the making of plans, surveys, 
estimates and reports relating to the laying out, widening, construction, and 
design of public highways; the making of surveys and plans relating to the 
preservation and maintenance of street line location records, the taking of 
easements for sewerage works, staking out lines and grades for the con- 
struction of highways, sewerage, etc.; the making of property surveys of 
land to be acquired by the City of Boston by eminent domain; the making 
of topographic surveys in connection with the construction of various mu- 
nicipal buildings; the making of plans and surveys of City-owned land for 
purposes of interdepartmental transfer or for sales to the public; the 
making of engineering surveys and plans required by other City depart- 
ments; furnishing street locations and related engineering information to 
the public; photographic and reproduction work, including blueprinting, 
photostating, etc. 

For the Public Improvement Commission, the administration functions 
include the processing of petitions, arranging public hearings, preparing 
estimates and orders relating to land damages and street and sewer better- 
ments, preparing orders for the laying out of streets and the construction 
of streets and sewers, for eminent domain land takings, and for the grant- 
ing of permits for use of public highway, erection of poles, etc., and it is 
also responsible for the maintenance of all records in the charge of the 
Public Improvement Commission. 

Water Division.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. 
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The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1956 was 1,026.55 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,577, including 503 
high pressure, 394 private; number of meters now in service, 94,322. 


The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department, and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board 
and the Boston Water Registrar. © 


A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession 
in 1898 of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent 
lands. The sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the 
State by the City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 
1898. Total available quantity of water in the six storage reservoirs 
of the Metropolitan system on January 1, 1957, 409,954,000,000 gallons, 
of which about 87 per cent was in the Quabbin Reservoir, about 65 miles 
west of Boston, an artificial lake, 25,216 acres in surface area and added 
to the system in 1948. There are also 16 distribution reservoirs having 
a capacity of 2,983,200,000 gallons, 12 pumping stations being connected 
with them. In the existing Metropolitan Water District are 11 cities 
besides Boston, and 14 towns, and a portion of Winchester. Boston takes 
about 56.2 per cent of the entire water supply of the District. . 


The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1956 was 
113,672,100 gallons, or 160 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE, 


By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.721 miles of pipe with 503 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1953, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping sta- 
tions are now in use.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 941 one-way 
streets, 1,466 no-parking regulations, and 318 stop streets. The come 
mission maintains 361 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, 30,806 traffic signs, and one hundred and

fifty (150) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including cross- 
walks, center lines, lanes, lines and stop lines, are maintained by the 
commission. Fourteen hundred and seventy-four (1,474) loading zones, 
requiring 42,000 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to 
$29,491 are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these 
loading zones. The commission also maintains 8,479 parking meters. It 
is anticipated that approximately $540,000 will be taken in as revenue 
during the year 1957. 

By the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 58, the Commissioner of 
Real Property became an Associate Commissioner of the Boston Traffic 
Commission in the stead of the Chairman of the Board of Street 
Commissioners.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent. 


Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 placed the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds in the Treasury Department but not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Collector-Treasurer.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces since June 25, 1950. 

An office is maintained at 14 State street to provide information, advice, 
and assistance to veterans of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits 
to which they are entitled relative to employment, vocational and educa- 
tional opportunities, hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other 
veterans’ benefits.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
ished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual reports. In 1921 the name was changed to Over- 
seers of the Public Welfare. 


The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. ‘The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1956, was $1,001,899, the annual income from 
which ($28,616.90 in 1956) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 


In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, and the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily 
destitute women and children, opened in 1870.

SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE. 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
38 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 A. M. and 1.30 Pp. M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 

Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this services 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 
1 otologist, 53 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 9 school medi- 
cal aids, and 1 sanitary engineer. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the Schoo] 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 76 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 64 school nurses (including 10 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the ex- 
tension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 

The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has also 
the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1956 is $764,825.40. 

The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 1 associate 
director, 2 assistant directors, 4 elementary supervisors, 10 instructors of 
military science, 2 armorers, 35 women and 31 men instructors of physical 
education, 69 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools, 31 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools, 31 assistant teacher coaches, 67 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 

By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
also part-time co-operative-industrial courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
Dorchester High School, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury Memorial 
High School for Boys, and South Boston High, and practical arts courses 
in the evening elementary schools, 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 

There are co-operative courses in eight high schools, as follows: 
Brighton (automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester 
(woodwork and upholstery), East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde 
Park (machine shop practice), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet 
metal and auto body). | 

Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, Roxbury Memorial High School (Boys), and South Boston 
High School. 
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There are 152 shops, including 8 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, 
printing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Cardboard construction and elementary bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades, although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the 
department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 46, and school gardening in 16 elementary 
and junior high districts and on a seven-acre plot of City of Boston 
property in Woburn. 

HOME ECONOMICS. 


In the Department of Home Economics there are 161 teachers, an 
assistant director and a director. 

There are 11 high schools offering courses in Home Economics: Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park, 
Jamaica Plain,t Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale,t Roxbury Memorial 
High (Girls ), and South Boston. 


In the high schools of Boston there are 14 appointed teachers of Clothing; 
1 appointed teacher of Millinery, assigned to teach academic subjects; 
9 appointed teachers of Foods, including 2 teachers assigned from Trade 
High. Two of the appointed high school teachers of Foods have part- 
time programs in Clothing, and one has a Clothing and Health program. 
There are 20 standard clothing rooms, 10 foods laboratories, and 6 home 
practice suites. 

In the junior high schools there are 40 teachers of Foods; one teacher 
assigned to Special Class Occupational Center, one teacher assigned to 
elementary clothing, together with four teachers assigned from Trade 
High School, and 2 teachers appointed to the M. Gertrude Godvin School. 
There are 92 elementary and junior high school teachers of clothing, 
including three teachers assigned to home economics classes in the high 
schools, 3 teachers assigned from Trade High, and 1 teacher appointed to 
M. Gertrude Godvin School. There are also 5 temporary teachers having 
home economics programs in the junior high schools. 


There are 50 rooms equipped for instruction in foods; 17 of these have 
adjoining suites. There are 124 classrooms equipped for the teaching 
of clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS. 


There are seven evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse), Dorchester (Jeremiah E. Burke Schoolhouse), East Boston 
(Joseph H. Barnes Schoolhouse), Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical 
Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which 
are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are 
conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All 
but the Central High are commercial schools. 


Tt Jamaica Plain and Roslindale — Foods not taught. 
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There are ten evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


In the Abraham Lincoln and Quincy School there are classes for immi- 
grants where instruction in the English language is provided, classes 
being conducted daily (except Saturday) for three hours in the forenoon 
and two in the afternoon. 


CONTINUATION CLASSES. 


Classes for boys and girls are held in the William Blackstone School, 
33 Blossom street, West End. 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an employ- 
ment permit or released from regular school attendance under a Home 
Permit are required by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES. 


In 1912 the Schoo] Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 


The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The expenditures for 1956 were $117,403.25 
for salaries and supplies. Besides the renting of school halls for club 
meetings, entertainments, etc., basements and other accommodations in 
schoolhouses are used by the Election Department as polling places, 
lighting and custodian service being paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS, 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 

These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 
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The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of accrued 
interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions for 
the year. 

On December 31, 1956, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $701,198.82, and 251 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is at present paying $120 per year to 1,112 annuitants, the total amount 
of its fund on August 31, 1956, being $2,508,290.49. At that date 2,409 
teachers were contributing $18 per year to the Fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 


By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. PTT 


POLICE DEPARTMENT.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and dealers in 
second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical and shopping crimes. A night 
motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, so far 
as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts of violence or other serious 
crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the offenders. 
Criminal identification, fingerprints and photographs, missing persons, 
warrants and summonses are handled by this Bureau. The Bureau also 
handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts hundreds of investi- 
gations during the course of a year for various police departments through- 
out the United States and foreign countries. Further, it cooperates 
in every way possible with outside police departments in the investigation 
of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the daily line-up 
of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable Pom pArPOR with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 
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The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and mainte- 
nance of the system of operations of the Department, including two police 
broadcasting stations, ‘“KCA860,” located at Police Headquarters and 
on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square; the 
latter station being operated by remote control from the Bureau of Opera- 
tions at Police Headquarters. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 119 police cars, 4 police boats, and 29 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 


The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 


The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all police buildings, 
lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to 
have been illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from 
persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized 
liquor and gaming implements which come into possession of the Depart- 
ment. 


All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 


The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 


It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 


The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit’’. 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licences to lodging houses. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
“‘retail vendors of soft drinks.” 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the “‘ firearm” law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant. 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
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licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 

By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 


By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have formally 
requested in writing that such notice be given them for license applications 
in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Technical Institute as an independent technical institute for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to “the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
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codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed “under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to “‘young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.” 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds “‘of which,’ he says, “I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
State, not presuming to carry my views farther.” The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
““Selectmen”’, $329,300.48 (39% of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for “the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Tech- 
nical Institute and for the equipment of the same.’’ Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘“‘Selectmen”’’ as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the “Selectmen,” and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to, which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 
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On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 


Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 


Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only the annual income from this fund 
is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be “‘laid out”’ by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected and equipped at 
a cost of $488,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical 
Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision in 
industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($225,142 for the 
fiscal year 1956), and income from the above mentioned Funds (z.e., the 
Andrew Carnegie donation and the Storrow bequest). The building 
contains 12 classrooms, 5 draughting rooms, and 6 shops and 13 labora- 
tories. There is also an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. One 
thousand twenty-five (1,025) adult students received instruction at evening 
sessions and 307 in day courses during the school year of 1956. 


The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 
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At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memoria[ 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere— made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 


locations: 
Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 
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This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 

Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 
Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester. 


Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty 
Heights, Charlestown. 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park. 

War Memorial Center in the Fens. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park. 

War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas. With the approval 
of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such substandard conditions. 

Fifteen Federally-aided developments consisting of 10,156 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority for the housing of low-income 
families, preference being given to veterans and servicemen. The de- 
velopment in the Bay View section which was constructed by the 
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Authority was subsequently sold to the federal government to house 
war workers. It was operated by the Authority, under lease from the 
Federal government, and tenancy was later restricted to veterans and 
servicemen with families. On December 31, 1956 it was turned over to 
the Authority to house low-income families. 


Old Harbor Village, South Boston, the only development built and 
owned by the Federal government, is now leased to the Authority to 
house low-income families. 


Also acting under the provisions of Chapter 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1947, the Authority had 
provided 991 apartments in 504 permanent one and two-family homes, 
as well as 315 multiple dwellings for veterans of World War II. 


These were rented to veterans at reasonable rents provided that no 
later than one year after the termination of the emergency period, such 
dwelling units should be offered for sale at their fair market value and 
disposed of as rapidly as is consistent with sound business judgment. 


As of December 31, 1956, all of the 504 houses and five multiple dwell- 
ing developments consisting of 315 apartments have been sold. 


The City of Boston issued bonds. totaling $16,500,000 for the 
purpose of carrying out this program. 


The basic Housing Authority Law was amended in 1948 by Chapter 
200. This legislation provided for State aid to local authorities in build- 
ing homes for veterans’ families of low income by means of State guarantee 
of the principal and interest on local housing authority notes or bonds 
issued for this purpose and annual subsidy by the State not to exceed 24 
per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. Veterans of World 
War II, and other veterans with families of low me receive preference 
in this program in that order. 


Under this legislation, 3,681 dwelling units have been built and occupied. 


Under Chapter 667 of the Acts of 1954 local housing authorities are 
empowered to build housing for elderly persons of low income. This 
authority is now making a study to determine the need for such housing 
in the City of Boston. 


UrsaN RENEWAL DIvIsIOoN. 
Under the Housing Authority Law, Chapter 121, as amended, the 
Boston Housing Authority is the agnecy designated to undertake urban 
renewal projects for the City of Boston. 


Boston’s Workable Program for Urban Renewal was certified by the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency on April 10, 1956. The 1954 amend- 
ments to the U. 8. Housing Act require each community to have a certified 
Workable Program in order to be eligible for financial assistance from the 
federal government for urban renewal and public housing activities. 

Federal funds are made available to local communities under Title 
I of the U. 8S. Housing Act for the purposes of land assembly, clearance 
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and redevelopment. The federal government may make outright grants in 
an amount not to exceed two-thirds of the net project costs, with the local 
community putting in the remaining one-third, either as cash or as local 
non-cash grants-in-aid in the form of necessary public facilities, 


Working with funds made available by the federal government for 
planning studies, three urban redevelopment projects have been proposed. 
A brief outline of the status of the projects as of March 1, 1957 follows: 


New York Streets Area. 

On May 27, 1955 a Loan and Grant Contract was executed between 
the Boston Housing Authority and Housing and Home Finance Agency to 
carry out the redevelopment of this project. The land was acquired with 
the filing of an Order of Taking in July, 1955. Relocation of the families 
residing in the area was completed in eight months. Relocation of the 
business firms was a slower process, but the two remaining occupied 
buildings should be vacated before March 31, 1957. A contract for the 
site improvement work, new streets, sewers and water systems was awarded 
to the lowest bidder in December, 1956. This work will be completed 
in June, 1957. 


Following widespread public advertising, the Authority opened bids 
for the sale of the cleared land in June, 1956. The Authority voted to sell 
the land to Martin Cerel and John Druker and Son, Inc., the sucessful 
bidder. The redevelopers have plans calling for $17,000,000 in new con- 
struction to be built on the site. This work will start in 1957. 


West End Area. 

All necessary documentation supporting the application for a Loan 
and Grant Contract for this project was submitted in June, 1956. Receipt 
of the tentative approval of the HHFA should be forthcoming this Spring, 
and the Redevelopment Plan submitted to the City Planning Board, City 
Council and State Housing Board for approval. If the plan is approved 
locally, it should be possible to execute a contract for this project in 1957. 


In order to expedite the project, the Authority invited bids for the 
sale of land in the West End in May, 1956. Five potential redevelopers 
submitted proposals for the purchase of the cleared land. The highest 
qualified bidder entered into an agreement to purchase the land, subject 
to the approval of a loan and Grant Contract and posted a bond of $100,000. 


The Redevelopment Plan calls for the elimination of all but five (5) 
structures in the area bounded by Cambridge, Blossom, Allen, Charles, 
Lowell, Causeway and Staniford Streets. New construction will provide 
land for about 2,400 dwelling units in high-rise apartment buildings, a 
commercial center on Cambridge Street, a new elementary school, a new 
library and a new church. 

Mattapan Area. 

During 1956 the Authority requested the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency to revive its application for a final planning advance in the Mat- 
tapan area. The application had been made to the Agency for this project 
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in 1952 but action was deferred due to a question on the constitutionality 
of the State law on use of predominately open land, which has since been 
resolved. Believing that any overall program in Boston should provide 
for additional land for residential development, the Authority has re- 
submited the Mattapan application. 


The proposed site is located close to Mattapan Square in the Dorchester- 
Mattapan section, bounded by Cummins Highway, Livermore Street, 
Calvary Cemetery, Almont Street Playground and Itasca Street. The 
area has been one of arrested development, due to obsolete platting, 
inadequate lot sizes, lack of utilities and streets, and topographical condi- 
tions. There has been a considerable amount of residential construction on 
the periphery of the area in recent years, chiefly one and two family 
houses. 


Present plans call for the acquisition of about 70 acres containing but 
47 improved lots. There are but 50 families living in the area, most of 
whom are owner-occupants. The City of Boston owns about 35 per cent 
of the vacant land, most of which was acquired through tax foreclosure. 
Net development costs will amount to about $1,800,000, principal items 
of cost being land acquisition and site improvements. The federal govern- 
ment would pay two-thirds of the cost with an outright cash grant. The 
City’s share, one-third, would be met by a credit for the construction of 
a new public school that has been planned for the district for several 
years. 


The Redevelopment Plan proposes residential use, with areas designated 
for garden type apartments, rowhouses, singles and two apartment type 
building, plus a school site and a small area for local shopping. The 
development will provide land for approximately 1,000 new dwelling 
units in a stable, well planned neighborhood. 


Working with funds made available by the City of Boston, the Authority 
has prepared preliminary plans and an application for survey and planning 
funds in the South Cove area. This application should be submitted to 
the Housing and Home Finance Agency shortly. 


Preliminary studies have been made in the Charlestown South area 
for a large project designed for commercial and industrial re-use. Planning 
studies have been halted pending a determination by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works as to the location of the new highway in the 
Rutherford Avenue section. 


The Planning Staff has made preliminary studies, in conjunction with 
the City Planning Board, for the purpose of selecting a study area for 
Rehabilitation.

The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the City of Boston Hotel 
Association, one commissioner from three candidates nominated by the 
Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and two com- 
missioners selected at large by the Mayor. As the term of any com- 
missioner expires, his successor shall be appointed in like manner as 
such commissioner for a term of five years. Vacancies in the board shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 

The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. At the date of this report, 1956, four 
of the original incorporators are still alive, namely: Ex-Mayor James M. 
Curley, Wilfred J. Doyle, Chairman of the Boston Retirement Board, 
James J. Mahar, Chairman of the Boston Housing Authority, and 
Henry C. Mildram, retired civil engineer. 

Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1956 loans made 
to members amounted to $1,899,183.96 and a total of $24,123,539.23 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $981,218.26 and 
reserves of $137,196.11, with 10,579 members, 5,152 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three year term.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional] 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed”’ and in ‘‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

FourTH OF JULY ORATION, 1957 
By FeLix Forte 


Mr. Chairman, Reverend Clergy, Distinguished Guests, 
My Fellow Citizens. 

We gather here in this noble shrine of New Eng- 
land’s decisive role in the struggle for American 
liberty. I feel deeply honored by the invitation 
extended to me by Mayor Hynes to take part in these 
commemorative ceremonies and to join that long 
line of distinguished speakers and honored citizens 
who have annually come upon this rostrum since the 
birth of the Republic. 

The Mayor is not here in person but is repre- 
senting our native city in the ‘‘Salute to Boston” by 
the Eternal City of Rome. 

Rome — Immortal Rome — hailed throughout the 
ages as the civilizing genius of the world. 


RoME’s CELEBRATION 

At this very moment the Boston party headed by 
our Mayor is preparing to attend a dinner under 
the auspices of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

This dinner is to mark the observance of our 
Independence Day and will undoubtedly be the 
high light of the Rome celebration. 

Before leaving Boston for Rome his Honor 
wrote me: 


4 FOURTH OF JULY ORATION 


“When you are speaking at Faneuil Hall on 
July 4th the Boston party will be in Rome pre- 
paring to attend a dinner later in the evening to 
be given under the auspices of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. This dinner will be in observance 
of our Independence Day and will, undoubtedly, 
be the high light of the Rome celebration with 
gaily decorated lights and fireworks to top off the 
dinner.”’ 

As the Old World is saluting the New, I feel a 
particular thrill because my ancestors came from 
that very land. 

There is an additional reason that fills me with 
emotion on this occasion. [I was born within a 
stone’s throw from here, on Prince street, halfway 
between the Old North Church and Paul Revere’s 
house. During my boyhood I played on the cobble- 
stones of these streets, living nearby on North street. 
I can see the house from where I am standing. Wan- 
dering in one direction to Copp’s Hill burial ground, 
from where I could behold Bunker Hill’s monument. 
Wandering along the water front to Commercial 
street to this historic structure—the Cradle of 
Liberty. 

UniquE DISTINCTION 

Perhaps I could venture to claim the nebulous 
distinction of having been born the nearest to this 
edifice of any of those honored to be the speaker of 
the day —at these exercises on the anniversary of 
Independence Day. 


FOURTH OF JULY ORATION , 5 


I attended and graduated from the Eliot Gram- 
mar School on North Bennet street, to the rear of 
the Old North Church, the oldest grammar school 
in America. Then for two years I treaded these 
pavements daily on my way to the Boston Public 
Latin School, the oldest public school in America. 

As I grew to maturity, it was on this very plat- 
form that I made my maiden speech. So here I 
stand; after many decades, to pay tribute to the 
precious past for: | 


No matter what my birth may be, 
No matter where my lot vs cast, 
I am the heir in equity, 

Of all the precious Past. 


Since the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution, the greatest documents known to man- 
kind for the government of men, a group of sparsely- 
populated and poor states has grown to be the strong- 
est, most prosperous nation on the face of the earth. 


STUPENDOUS PROGRESS 

It is my theme today that this stupendous prog- 
ress in a relatively short time, under the guidance of 
and faith in God, has been due to more than mere vast 
territory and natural resources, but to two important 
factors: the form of government as set forth in our 
Constitution as interpreted by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and to the character and quality 
and contribution of the millions of humans who are 
known as the American people. 
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That we enjoy liberty and: opportunity for the 
pursuit of happiness is not a mere platitude. It is a 
proven reality. We owe it to the framers of the Con- 
stitution for devising a scheme for attaining the 
greatest happiness for the greatest number, by pro- 
tecting the life, liberty and property of the most 
humble individual and creating an independent ju- 
dicial tribunal to safeguard that scheme. 


The world is now beginning to realize that Ameri- 
can liberty is not merely prosaic but an actuality. 


Our CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 
The Constitution gives every individual, whether 
rich or poor, influential or friendless, of whatever 
color or racial extraction, the right to think, to 
speak, to write and to print what he thinks; that 
is, the right to free speech and to a free press. 


The right to worship the God of his own con- 
ception; and the right of peaceable assembly, the 
right to protest and to petition those in authority 
for the correction of grievances and the removal 
of obstacles to one’s happiness and welfare. 


The right to be secure in one’s “person, house, 
papers, and effects’’ against unreasonable searches 
and seizures. 


The right to the writ of Habeas Corpus, the most 
favored writ in the law. Only a liberty-loving and 
truly free nation would tolerate and permit such 
a remedy for the loss of personal liberty. 


FOURTH OF JULY ORATION 7 


Our form of government demands that no one 
can be put to the trouble of defending himself from 
an accusation of a felony without the consent of at 
least twelve citizens of a group of twenty-three men 
and women known as the grand jury, selected by lot 
from the community. 

The right to be informed of the accusation, the 
right to prepare a defense and to be represented by 
counsel. 

The privilege against self-incrimination. No one 
can be compelled to testify against himself. The 
privilege of a defendant not to take the witness 
stand in a criminal case. 

The right to a jury trial. An individual cannot 
be convicted without the unanimous consent of 
twelve citizens known as the petit jury, again 
selected by lot from the community. 

That no one can be deprived of his life, liberty 
or property except by due process of law. 

The right of an individual to seek the kind of 
gainful employment he chooses. 

The right of an individual to sell the products 
of his work, in goods or services, or any of his lawful 
possessions, to anyone at any time. 

The right of the individual to use the proceeds 
of such sales as he sees fit — to save, to invest, to 
spend, or to give away — according to his own pref- 
erences and according to laws governing such trans- 
actions. 
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The right of the individual to own property and 
to enjoy the use of it so long as such use does not 
interfere with the right of another. 

To continue for an exact enumeration of all these 
safeguards would require the reading of the entire 
Constitution of the United States, our own Massa- 
chusetts Constitution, the oldest Constitution in 
America, including the Bill of Rights. 


PHILOSOPHY NEVER CHANGES 


Only a few days ago the Supreme Court of the 
United States, the guardian of our Constitution, in 
the Watkins case, has announced another right of 
liberty when it recognized in bold relief the indi- 
vidual right of privacy and personal dignity, ad- 
monishing Congress not to expose merely for the sake 
of exposure. 

The right of privacy and personal dignity ema- 
nates from the philosophy of natural law expounded 
by St. Thomas Aquinas, the very same school of 
philosophy which influenced the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and our Constitution. 

Chief Justice Warren announced: “There is no 
general authority to expose the private affairs of 
individuals without justification in terms of the func- 
tions of the Congress . . . . There is no Con- 
gressional power to expose for the sake of exposure.”’ 
To this, every liberty-loving man should concur; for, 
although this principle shields the guilty as well as the 
innocent, it is no less a protection of human liberty 
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than the other principles such as the privilege against 
self-incrimination, the privilege of a defendant not to 
take the witness stand in a criminal case, the indict- 
ment of a grand jury, the unanimous verdict of a 
petit jury, the protection against unreasonable seizures 
and searches, and others which I have just enumer- 
ated. 
AMERICAN WAY OF LIFE 

Americanism is a way of life based on an abiding 
faith in the correctness and justice of the principles 
contained in the Declaration of Independence, the 
Constitution of the United States, and the Bill of 
Rights. 

It is a willingness to live in peace and harmony 
with our fellow men regardless of political or re- 
ligious faiths, regardless of racial ancestry. 

But however precious these rules sound, they are 
mere words. Certain other countries have adopted 
many of these principles in their constitutions but 
have not achieved the same degree of success of ac- 
complishment. 

In my humble judgment the record-breaking rise 
to power, riches, and human happiness, lifting our 
people to the highest standard of living ever 
attained, is due to the spirit of the people them- 
selves. 

In the final speech to the Constitutional Con- 
vention, Benjamin [Franklin uttered a_never-to- 
be-forgotten sentiment. He declared that the 
newly-adopted form of government could only end 
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in despotism, as other forms had done before it, 
if the people should become so corrupt as to need 
despotic government, being incapable of any other. 


LIBERTY ESSENTIALLY A SPIRIT 

We dare not forget that unless the spirit of 
liberty and the passion for justice are in the hearts 
of the people, no document or other human device 
can protect them against loss of their liberty. 
Words of a constitution that find no echo in the 
hearts of the people are hollow. 

That the preservation of freedom is the business 
of every citizen has been recognized again and again 
but never more simply or more eloquently than by 
the late Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes. ‘‘We 
have in this country,” he said, ‘‘but one security. 
You may think that the Constitution is your 
security —it is nothing but a piece of paper. You 
may think that the statutes are your security — 
they are nothing but words in a book. You may 
think that elaborate mechanism of government is 
your security — it is nothing at all, unless you have 
sound and uncorrupted public opinion to give life 
to your Constitution, to give vitality to your 
statutes, to make efficient your government machin- 
ery.” This is what President Eisenhower meant 
when he said in his inaugural address that ‘‘What- 
ever America hopes to bring to pass in the world 
must first come to pass in the heart of America.” 
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Wuo Is an AMERICAN? 

The American dream was not the product of a 
solitary thinker. It evolved from the hearts and 
burdened souls of many millions, who have come 
to us from all nations. 

The composition of the American people has 
been a cause of wonderment to the whole world. 

For — who is an American? 

There is no one color, no one religion, no one 
racial antecedent. 

The American people include representatives of 
at least forty-eight different racial strains, each 
making a contribution toward the development and 
progress of this great nation — yes, toward the prog- 
ress and peace of the entire world. 

God created America, a land of hope and dreams 

He filled it with broad rolling prairies, and sprinkled 
it with swift and flowing streams; 

Tall mountains, vast forests, he placed here, and then 
from the ends of the earth — 

He called people of all races, each bearing a gift of worth. 

America is a land of but one people, fathered 
from many countries. Some came for bread and 
some for love of freedom. Whatever the lure that 
brought us, each has his gift. Irish lad and Scot, 
Englishman and Dutch, Italian, Greek, and French, 
Spaniard, Slav, Teuton, Norse, Negro —all have 
come bearing gifts and have laid them on the Altar 
of America. 
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Not OnE But MANY 


No one nationality has a monopoly on criminality 
or virtue, but each has certain qualities which it 
contributes to the common weal, and each learns 
and acquires from other groups what they have to 
offer for the enrichment of the American way of life. 


I said there are at least forty-eight, perhaps sixty 
countries which have contributed and are con- 
tributing to this great body politic. 

Let me mention only a few. 


I AM THE IRELAND 

I am the lighthearted and the gay. 

As Archbishop Cushing stated, Ireland is the only 
country with a musical instrument as a national 
emblem. 

Known for her faith — today, after fifteen hundred 
years, the Divine gift of faith that St. Patrick 
threw like a white mantle over the whole land 
covers it as pure and untarnished as when he walked 
the earth.

Here in Boston we find a greater proportional percentage 
of men and women of Irish extraction serving 
political and professional callings than any other 
racial strain.

We should encourage our various nationality 
groups to preserve the cultural traits that dis- 
tinguish them from other groups. They represent 
a rich heritage that has taken many centuries of 
history to accumulate. Ancestries are good things. 
We cannot have too many of them. 

The process of assimilation should not be ex- 
pressed in terms of a ‘‘melting pot’ with its some- 
what mournful implication of uniformity, but rather 
in terms of an orchestra, in which each racial group, 
like an orchestral choir, contributes its special, 
different tone to the right ensemble of the whole, 
or rather where each instrument is different from 
the others but contributing its tone in musical 
parlance is called harmony. 

It was Booker T. Washington, that Negro 
scholar, who said that each group is as different 
as the fingers of the hand but all working together 
as harmoniously as the hand _ itself. 

Perhaps we can compare this American process 
as a rich. tapestry depicting a beautiful pattern 
which, on close examination, is made up of numerous, 
varicolored threads. 


HEIRS OF THE AGES 
We have developed here in America a race which 
is the finest expression— the sun and flower of 
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humanity. A race forged and founded in the fusion 
of peoples. This fusion makes inevitably for the 
improvement of man. — 

Our nation, by reason of its essential racial ex- 
traction, is the legatee and repository of the blood, 
the accumulated wisdom, the ennobling traditions, 
the literary and artistic ideals, the moral impulses, 
of no one people, but of all the great tribal genera- 
tions which have left their impress upon the records 
of time. 

We are the heirs of all ages. 

Today it is indeed fitting to recall the forces that 
have made America great, the forces which have 
drawn millions to these shores, and have instilled in 
their hearts a love for America which no power can 
remove, the forces which impel them to even greater 
heights along the path of world peace and human 
welfare. 

This new nation dedicated to the proposition that 
all men are created equal, with liberty and justice 
and opportunity for all, is symbolized by her banner 
— the stars and stripes. . 

Your flag and my flag 

And how it flies today 

In your land and my land 
And half a world away! 
Rose-red and blood-red, 

The stripes forever gleam; 
Snow-white and soul-whate

RELATIVE TO THE FEES FOR CERTAIN 
LICENSES AND PERMITS GRANTED IN 
CONNECTION WITH FIREARMS. 





In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-seven 





Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 40A of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as appearing in section 2 of chapter 7 
of the Ordinances of 1956, is hereby amended by striking 
out clauses (102), (103) and (104) and inserting in 
place thereof the following clauses: 


(102) Firearms, License to Carry or Possess. The fee 
for a license to carry firearms in the commonwealth or 
to possess therein a machine gun granted by the police 
commissioner under section 131 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $5.00. 


(103) Firearms, Permit to Purchase, Rent or Lease. 
The fee for a permit to purchase, rent or lease a firearm 
granted by the police commissioner under section 131A 
of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be $5.00. 


(104) Firearms, License to Sell, Rent or Lease. The 
fee for a license to sell, rent or lease firearms, rifles, 
shotguns or machine guns granted by the police com- 
missioner under section 122 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be $25.00. 
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SECTION 2. Said section 1 of said chapter 40A, as 
appearing in said section 2 of said chapter 7, is hereby 
further amended by inserting in place of clause (131), 
stricken out by section 2 of chapter 6 of the Ordinances 
of 1957, the following clause: 

(131) Gunsmith’s License. The fee for a license to be 
in business as a gunsmith granted by the police com- 
missioner under section 122 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be, in the case of a person licensed 
to sell, rent or lease firearms, rifles, shotguns or machine 
guns, $5.00, and in the case of any other person, $30.00. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect as of 
November 19, 1957.

In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-seven. 





Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Paragraph (7) of section 116 of chapter 479 of the 
Acts of 1938 is hereby amended by striking out the last 
sentence and inserting in place thereof the following 
sentence: —Such materials or methods of construction 
shall not be used until after the commissioner has 
issued regulations fixing the practices to be followed, but 
no such regulation shall have the effect of altering the 
working stresses for any material herein mentioned or of 
reducing the fire-resistive and fire-protective require- 
ments of this code; provided, that any such regulation 
fixing the practices to be followed in the use of any such 
material may reduce the fire-resistive or fire-protective 
requirements of this code if in promulgating such 
regulation the commissioner certifies, on the basis of 
reports on file in his office as to tests of such material 
made in accordance with standard specifications of 
the American Society for Testing Materials, that in his

opinion such material used in accordance with such 
regulation will provide substantially as much safety 
from fire as material meeting such fire-resistive and 
fire-protective requirements.
